1970 review shows county progress 


Politics, population, pupils and schools were among 
the top news makers in Shelby County during the first year 
of the new decade.. Other topics making significant 
headlines were pollution, parks, and progress in business 
and industry and Shelby County’s people. 

Politics captured more headlines than any other topic 
during the election year just passed. Nineteen seventy was 


only a week’ old when 


the Reporter’s lead headline 


proclaimed “Sizzling political races predicted for candidates 


seeking offices”. 


The prediction proved accurate and political races 
were hot topics until the general election in November. 

The May 5 primary saw Tom Stubbs of Helena defeat 
John Lewis Cates of Columbiana for the Democratic 
nomination to the Alabama House of Representatives. 
Former Shelby Countian Obie Littleton defeated two other 
candidates, one from Chilton and the other from Shelby for 
state senator from the 15th district. 

The May 5 Democratic primary was not decisive in 
determining the party’s candidates for such county offices 
as Circuit Clerk or membership on the county commission 
from District 2 and 4. It was not decisive for the office of 


governor either, so political 


activity continued throughout 


the county in anticipation of the runoffs on June 2. 


The 
themselves and give George 


runoff saw Shelby County voters reverse 


Wallace the nod for governor. 


In the first primary Albert Brewer edged Wallace by nearly 
200 votes. On June 2 Wallace carried the county by more 


than 1,000 votes. 


Locally, Kyle Lansford defeated Sara Ozley in a close 


race for Circuit Clerk and 


Lynder Henry and I.D. Stone 


were winners in the race for county commission seats. 
The June 2 primary, however, did not spell an end to 
political activity. Most candidates simply took a breather 


and then prepared for the general election in Nevember 
when Republicans, Independents, Conservation 
Prohibitionists, Whigs, NDPAers and others appeared on the 


crowded ballot. 


Democratic candidates for such offices as Sheriff and 
Probate Judge who had no opposition in the primaries 
faced opponents in the general election, When the final 
tally was recorded on the night of November 3, the 
Reporter's headline read “County voters sweep in 


Democrats in all offices”, 
The climax to all of 


1970's vote getting efforts is 


scheduled later this month when the winners will officially 


take office. 


POPULATION INCREASES BY 10% 


The task of calling the 


roll of Shelby Countians began 


during the first week of April when census questionnaires 
were distributed throughout the county and some 29 
census takers fanned out to county noses. 

Less than sixty days later preliminary figures showed 
that Shelby County was one of only a handful of counties 


showing a population gain. 


Shelby’s healthy ten percent 


growth was hailed as a harbinger of progress in the new 


decade. 


Early in September the census bureau released a more 


detailed report, this time 


giving population figures for 


individual municipalities. Mayors all over the nation 
including at least six from Shelby County cried “it can’t be 


right!” 


In most instances, though, the figures were right, and 
many cities and towns all over the nation registered 
population losses qr only minor gains, In Shelby County, as 
elsewhere, census results reflected a very mobile population 


and changing patterns. 


_ One cry of “it can’t be right!” echoed around the 
census bureau for a few days, and indeed, it wasn’t right. 


Milton L. Orr, Jr, Montevallo’s mayor registered a big smile 
when census officials notified him that the bureau had 
failed to include a major segment of the city’s population in 
the preliminary estimates. 

The final official county of the 1970 census 
confirmed most of the preliminary figures for the 
municipalities and for the county. Shelby chalked up an 
enviable gain and Montevallo remains the largest 
municipality. in the county with a population of nearly 
3,700. 


PUPILS, SCHOOLS MAKE HEADLINES 

The new decade was still less than a month old when 
pupils and schools began making headlines. The county 
school board was ordered to submit an outline of plans 
designed to desegragate the county's schools. The plans 
were submitted to the court on January 15. The Federal 
District Court panel, however, requested the school board 
to modify its plan and submit new outlines by March 15. 
Eventually plans were accepted and only one school, the 
Almont School near Montevallo, was closed. All other 
school buildings are being utilized, but subjects, grades and 
personnel were altered in most of the schools throughout 
the county. Predominately black schools in Montevallo, 
Alabaster and Columbiana were integrated and converted to 
“Middle Schools” encompassing the Sth, 6th, and 7th 
grades. 

The January 15th issue of the Reporter carried a five 
column headline announcing the organization of a private 
school to be called “Shelby Academy”, Subsequent 
editions carried details of another private school, the 
“Coosa Valley Academy”. 

The pros and cons of private schools, freedom of 
choice and a variety of matters pertaining to education 
were thoroughly aired in the “letters to the Editor” 
columns during the months of January, February and 
March. 


TWO TEACHERS DROWN 

A tragic accident took the lives of two young teachers 
Sunday morning, March 22, when Phillip Agricola and 
Ronnie Morrison attempted to maneuver their canoe 
through rapids on the rain swollen Cahaba River. 

After 12 days of a nearly around the clock vigil, Civil 
Defense and rescue units from throughout Central Alabama 
completed the grim task of recovering the bodies from the 
turbulent waters of the Cahaba. 

Pupils, schools and teachers remained in the headlines 
throughout the spring months until commencement 
ceremonies in May concluded another academic year. 

A school census completed in July showed that the 
county’s school age population had increased by more than 
1,500 during the past four years. However, when schools 
opened in September the public schools showed a drop in 
enrollment of approximately 300 students and ten fewer 
teachers. The two new private academies reported a 
combined enrollment of some 450. 

In spite of the various controversies swirling around 
schools, classes began on August 31 and soon football 
fortunes were included in conversations around the county. 
Vincent High School’s Yellowjackets dominated the 
gridiron picture throughout the season, sweeping the 
county championship and attaining a berth in the state 
playoffs. 

Vincent's football success marked the first time a 
school from the county had competed in the state 
championships and it marked the first time that a playoff 
match was played in the county. Vincent lost to Sulligent 
in the semifinals. 

Another major step in the county’s educational 


system came in September when bulldozers began clearing a 
site for a new vocational high schoo! building. The $750,000 
facility, now under construction, will be ready for students 
when schools open next September. 


UNIVERSITY OF MONTEVALLO BUILDS 

The County’s only institution of higher learning, the 
University of Montevallo, made headlines throughout the 
year. When classes began for the fall term in September, 
nearly 2,500 students enrolled, setting another all time 
enrollment record, 

Two major building projects were begun on the 
Montevallo campus during 1970. Currently under 
construction are a new building for the school’s department 
of music and a Speech and Hearing Clinic. Both buildings 
are slated for completion before the 1971 fall semester 
begins. 

During the last week in November Governor Albert 
Brewer announced the awarding of a $376,400 Highway 
Safety Project Grant to the University of Montevallo. 

The grant will be used to establish a safety instruction 
center in Montevallo and to develop graduate and 
undergraduate courses of study in the field of safety 
education. 

The center, only one of its kind in Alabama will serve 
the entire state. 

Construction of a $45,000 outdooor driving range for 
automobiles and motorcycles is expected to start early this 
year. 


BIZARRE MYSTERY UNFOLDS 

One of the most bizarre stories in recent years began 
to unfold in late January when a Columbus, Georgia 
attorney furnished the Shelby County Sheriff's Department 
a hand drawn map of a presumed gravesite and requested 
permission to search for the site and for the body of an 
alleged murder victim. The map was drawn by a prisoner in 
Atlanta, 

Accompanied ty FBI agents the attorney showed the 
map to Shelby County deputies and the search was on. 
Chief Deputy Joe Roden, who was investigating an area just 
off Shelby County Road 17 discovered what proved to be a 
crude, unmarked grave. 

The badly decomposed body was eventually 
identified and from dental and medical records as that of 
Harold Dean Zyble a 23 year old native of Sheboygen, 
Michigan. The F.B.I. said that a federal warrant had been 
issued for Zyble during 1969 with charges of desertion 
from the army, unlawful flight to avoid prosecution and 
armed robbery. 

The same prisoner in Atlanta’s Federal prison who 
drew the map, told a story of intrigue, bank robberies, 
murder and indicated to authorities that there were as 
many as a dozen more bodies buried in or near Shelby 
County. Sheriff C.P. Walker made several trips to Atlanta 
to interview the prisoner and led another search party in 
efforts to locate additional graves. 

However, no additional graves have been found and 
the mystery continues. 


INDUSTRIAL, BUSINESS PROGRESS 

Stories regarding industrial expansion and business 
progress were liberally sprinkled throughout the 52 issues of 
the Reporter in 1970, 

The issue of March 26 announced an $80 million 
expansion by SEGCO. Plans for a major additional 
generating facility were detailed by former Shelby 
Countian, Charles E, Brackett, now operating manager of 
the Southern Electric Generating Company. 

Brackett told the Reporter that the addition at 


Wilsonville will nearly double the generating capacity of the 
Gaston Steam Plant and will make the Shelby County 
installation larger than any generating unit on Alabama 
Power Company's system. 

The new boiler, now under construction, will be tall 
enough to hold a 14-story building and will have a stack 
that will tower more than 750 feet in the air. 

Also early in 1970 an Alabaster business landmark for 
the past twenty years changed hands. Farris Building 
Supply Company was purchased by Swope Company, Inc., 
on March 1. 

A picture story carried on the front page of an early 
1970 issue substantiated the county's increased population 
figure. The series of photos showed new apartment 
complexes under construction in Montevallo, Columbiana, 
Calera and Columbiana. Similar housing facilities were built 
in Helena, Pelham, Alabaster and Wilton. In most instances 
the apartments were rented even before completion. 

Another picture story in the April 23 issue illustrated 
a new method in housing construction, Modular homes 
were pictured being unloaded from huge trailers and being 
placed on foundations. The pre-fabricated homes are going 
up in subdivisions around the county, especially in the 
Pelham area. 

It was also in April that Southeastern Products 
Company of Pelham announced the acquisition of a 
Bloomington, [linois manufacturing firm. Vernon Gibson, 
Sr.. Chairman of the Board of SEPCO indicated the 
acquisition would “almost double the sales volume of the 
Pelham industry.” 


It was also in April that the Coosa River News Print 
Division of Kimberly-Clark announced plans for the 
construction of a new wood processing center. The new 
center including a sawmill and chip plant features a new 


concept in sawmilling and cost an estimated $700,000, 


Modern Handling Systems of Alabaster announced 


plans in late October for construction of a new $300,000 
plant to be located in the new Pelham Industrial Park. 
Shortly after the announcement the Transall Division of the 
firm was awarded two contracts amounting to nearly $1.5 
million for engineering, manufacturing and erecting a coal 
handling conveyor system to be located in North Alabama. 

In November, Plantation Pipe Line Company 
announced plans for a $49 million expansion project. 
Plantation has a heavy capital investment in pipelines and a 
major pumping station in Helena. 

Actual construction is scheduled to begin early this 
year and will involve 203 miles of 30-inch diameter pipeline 
from Collins, Mississippi to Helena and a new 10-inch line 
between Helena and Birmingham. 


PUBLIC PROGRESS, TOO 

Private industry was not alone in announcing 
progress, building and expansion plans. The county’s new 
public library, described as an architectural gem was 
formerly opened early in 1970. The new $230,000 county 
facility is unique in many respects, including its stained 
glass windows, and the fact it is the last library in the 
nation to receive funds through the federal Appalachian 


* program. ’ 


During late April, Shelby Memorial Hospital was 
notified that it had met standards set by the Joint 
Commission on Accreditation of Hospitals and that it is 
now an accredited hospital. 

Approval of a federal grant to construct a $209,000 
county building to house facilities for health and welfare 
adult education, employment assistance, legal aid and 
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Under The Courthouse Dome 


Judge of Probate Conrad M. Fowler is one of only three

The select group of leaders from all over the nation will 
be briefed by Presidential Adviser Henry Kissinger and 
heads of the State and Defense Departments.

Some of the deputies in the sheriff's department are less 
than overjoyed that they were bypassed when the sheriff 
selected a new lieutenant from outside the department. 

Morale is reportedly not high among some of the men 
who have long service as deputies. Their salaries are locked 
in a scale set in the legislature, but paid by the county. 

Under the system a new deputy earns $400 per month. 
With one year’s experience it goes to $450. Top deputy pay 
is $500. The lieutenant earns $575, the chief deputy earns 
$600 and the sheriff's salary is set at $15,000 per year, 
beginning with the new term January 19.

| recreation came to county officials in mid-May. Site 


preparation is now under way for the new building. It will 
be located adjacent to the new county library. 

In mid-July the city of Alabaster was notified it’s 
application for a $141,000 grant to aid in the construction 
of a sewer collection system was approved. Alzbaster’s 
planned sewer project including a treatment plant and 
collecting lines is expected to cost $1.3 million. 

Eight unpaved streets in Montevallo were included in 
a paving project approved by adjacent property owners and 
members of the city council. Paving was started during the 
fall and was completed late in 1970. 


TWO TOWNS MAY MERGE 
Citizens of Alabaster and Siluria will soon vote on 
merging the two municipalities. During the last week in 
October, the mayors and Town Councilmen of both towns 


, agreed unanimously that the two towns should merge. The 


October 29 issue of the Reporter carried an open letter 


from Siluria Mayor Jack Farmer outlining advantages of 


merger. The letter urged the citizens of Siluria to endorse 
the merger plans. 

In the same issue of the Reporter, Montevallo’s Water 
Works and Sewer Board announced plans for a half million 
dollar water improvements project. The project involves a 
$207,000 grant from federal sources. If the grant is 
approved, new or improved service is planned for five 
communities surrounding Montevallo. 

On December 8 county voters went to the polls and 
overwhelmingly approved renewal of ad valorem taxes that 
had been in effect for 40 years. Had the electorate turned 
down the taxes, county schools would have lost more than 
$3 million per year or approximately 75 percent of their 
budget. 

As 1970 drew to a close directors of Shelby Memorial 
Hospital revealed they are seeking a commitment from state 
hospital authorities to increase the number of rooms at the 
hospital. The board is hoping to obtain Hill- Burton funds 
in an effort to launch a building program. 


TORNADOS, FIRES, EXPLOSION, VANDALS 

All was not peace, prosperity and progress in 1970. 
Mother nature dealt a few severe blows to the county. Fires 
and explosions took tolls in property damage. 

Turbulent weather and small tornados skipped 
through the northeastern section of the county at about 
10:00 o’clock on the last Sunday in April. Property damage 
was heavy but no injuries were recorded. 

The county’s most spectacular industrial fire in recent 
years left the Alabaster Plastic Corporation in smouldering 
ruins during the late afternoon hours of last April 1. 

Fire apparently started in the storage area of the 
33,000 foot building and within minutes swept from the 
south end of the plant throughout the entire building. More 
than 100 firemen battled the blaze. Fire departments from 
Alabaster, Siluria, Montevallo, Calera, Wilsonville, Pelham, 
Helena, Vincent, Columbiana and Vestavia Hills remained 


on the scene for hours. 

In spite of the complete destruction of the Alabaster 
plant, the firm was back in production within 72 hours, 
operating out of make-shift offices in a farmhouse and from 
a company owned building in Pelham. 

Later during the year the company began 
construction of a new and enlarged plant in Alabaster’s 
Industrial Park. As 1970 closed, the new plant was nearly 
completed, 

The county suffered its quota of fatal traffic 
accidents, shootings and drownings, but one of the most 
spectacular tragedies occured on August 8 when the wing 
tip of a private airplane brushed the upper branches of a 
tall hickory tree located near the top of Penitentiary 
Mountain. The craft, carrying Dr. William Thompson and 
Miss Annice Lillius, both of Lithonia, Georgia crashed and 
disappeared from view among the mountains dense 
vegetation. It was a week before the plane’s wreckage was 
found, and once it was discovered it took a full day for 
rescue units from Shelby County to reach the scene, 
investigate and remove the bodies, 

Early in November Shelby County Engineer James L. 
Ray, Jr., revealed that the county is currently losing more 
than $1,000 per year to vandals who deface or steel 
highway signs. Ray pointed out that an even more 
important loss than the monetary aspect, is the loss of vital 
warnings and directions to motorists. 

The last major catastrophe of the year occured on 
December 13 when an explosion demolished the Dairy 
Queen Drive-In in Columbiana. Six persons were injured 
and three of the injured required extensive hospitalization. 
The building was declared a near-total- loss. 


PARK EMBROILED IN CONTROVERSY 

State parks and pollution became controversial 
subjects during the latter half of 1970. The on-again, 
off-again improvement plans for Oak Mountain State Park 
were delayed when the State Department of Conservation 
rejected at least 17 contractors’ bids that had been 
submitted on May 8. Later in the year a number of 
improvement projects at the vast Oak Mountain Park were 
re-bid and as the year ended only minor work was 
underway. 

Swimming in the lakes at Oak Mountian created wide 
controversy beginning in June. Large numbers of swimmers 
and others seeking outdoor recreation tended to become 
unruly, at times, causing the lakes to be closed to 
swimmers. “Who’s responsible for law enforcement at a 
state park?” seemed to be an unresolved question for several 
weeks, Eventually Parks Division of the State Conservation 
Department took over concessions and as the summer 
months drew to a close swimming was again permitted. 


POLLUTION IN COUNTY 
How to solve the refuse and pollution problem 
became important to many citizens of the county during 
July. Fish samples from the county’s two major rivers, the 
Cahaba and Coosa, were taken in July and sent to

laboratories for testing for mercury contamination. The 
sudden awareness of such contamination throughout the 
nation however, produced a flood of requests for 
examinations, and results of the tests are still being awaited 
by local officials. 

In early August groups of citizens began efforts to 
keep the Cahaba River a “Wild and free flowing river’ 
Petitions were circulated about Shelby County to “Save the 
Cahaba” from dams, and any other construction that would 
restrict or alter its flow. 

During the month of September, Ed Blake, general 
manager of the Reporter was named co-chairman of the 
“Save the Cahaba” committee. Blake is serving with Dr. 
John Ramsey of Auburn University. The “Save the Cahaba 
Committee” was appointed by the Alabama Conservancy. 

The Cahaba is one of the last major free- flowing 
rivers in Alabama. 

The Alabama Water Improvement Commission cited 
two county industries during the summer months for 
dumping pollutants and ordered them to purify wastes 
from their manufacturing operations. 

During the last few days of the year the commission 
expressed satisfaction with efforts taken by the Hackney 
Corporation in Columbiana. The commission indicated that 
work on installing pollution control equipment is 
“progressing very well”. 

Reeves Brothers (formerly Siluria Mills) was given an 


extension of time to correct its pollution problem. If 


citizens of Alabaster and Siluria vote to merge, a combined 
city sewerage system will satisfactorily handle the firm’s 
wastes. 


PEOPLE 

Throughout the year Shelby County’s people were 
the greatest newsmakers. Citizens of the county time and 
again brought honor and recognition to their county and 
their fellow citizens. 

The year had hardly begun when Dr. Rebecca Pate, 
Chairman of the Department of Home Economics at U M 
was named “Woman of the Year in Service to Rural 
Families”. 

Montgomery Lokey of Wilsonville was nominated for 
an appointment to the U.S. Military Academy. 

L. Gerald Fulton, who served for more than 30 years 
as Clerk of the Circuit Court announced that he would 
retire when his term ends later this month. 

In February, A Wilton native, Clinton R. Milstead 
received the 1970 Distinguished Alumnus Award of the 
University of Alabama’s Department of Journalism. 

Also in February, Alan Brand of Alabaster was 
nominated for an appointment to the Air Force Academy. 

Dr. Kermit Johnson, President of UM was named to 
serve on Alabama’s seven - member Education Commission 
of the States. 

John Allen Montgomery of Alabaster served as 
campaign chairman for the 1970 Heart Fund and the 
county’s United Appeal drive. 

T. A. Higgins was appointed principal of the

Columbiana Elementary School. 

Lewis Walker of Columbiana set a new state fishing 
record when he landed a three pound one counce white 
crappie. 

Mrs. Cathrine G. Clark of Columbiana was elected 
president of the Alabama Association of Housing 
Authorities. 

The month of June saw several prominent teachers 
retire, including Mrs. Rebecca Downs of the Calera 
Elementary school and from the Speech Department at 
UM Mrs. Willilee Trumbauer and Miss Vivian Roe. 

It was also during June that Vernon Wallace Gibson 
of Maylene was named Alabama Small Businessman of the 
Year. 

J. A. Brown, Jr., owner of Shelby County’s largest 
locally owned industry made headlines in June when he 
announced the merger of his company with U.S. 
Industries, Inc. 

Danny Goggins of Siluria and Linda Hinds Conn of 
Helena contributed to the rich history of Shelby County 
when their historical papers on Shelby County’s coal mines 
were run in serial form in the Reporter, 

A first in the history of Scouting in Shelby County 
was achieved on July 16 when five Scouts from 
Columbiana’s Troop 560 received Scouting’s highest rank. 
Jimmy McCullars, Alan Hume, Jeff Hill, Sonny Bristow and 
Ross Walker became Eagle Scouts marking the first time a 
court of honor awarded that many high awards at one time. 

Steve Barrow of Columbiana won the second annual 
Shelby County Soap Box Derby and represented the 
county in the national competition in Akron, Ohio. 

Mrs. Leona Bird, postmaster at Shelby for more than 
40 years and Mrs. Myrtle Stracener, postmaster at Vandiver 
for more than 25 years retired in August. 

Internationally famed archer Howard Hill of Vincent 
was voted into the Alabama Sports Hall of Fame during 
August and will be formally installed on January 22 

Hospital Administrator Chester M. Black made 
headlines when he announced that Shelby Memorial 
Hospital is the only hospital in this section of the state that 
is reducing costs. 

Debbie Comer of Calera will represent the county in 
the state finals of the Junior Miss Pageant, scheduled for 
next week in Birmingham. 

Band directors Jim Weese of Calera and Douglas 
Jackson of Montevallo brought credit to the county and to 
their respective schools when Calera’s band received a 
superior rating in the Tarrant City Marching Festival and 
Montevallo’s (and performed during nationally televised 
half time ceremonies of the Blue-Gray football game in 
Montgomery.

Rivers, air prime concern-- 


New agency t

The newly created 
Environmental Protection 
Agency should become the 
major force for the protection 
of our land, air and water, now 
threatened by pollution. 

With Alabama’s average per 
capita population for each 
square mile of land, we have 
plenty of room for more 
people and for more industry. 
At the same time, Alabama has 
more than 2,000 miles of 
navigable rivers and many more 
miles of other streams and 
waterways. This is one of the 
reasons that Alabama is the 
leading heavy-industry state in 
the South. 

Not too many years ago, 
there was a common belief that 
we were blessed with an 
abundance of clear water and 
fresh air in Alabama, and that 
there was no need to preserve 
either their quantity or their 
quality. 

But now we know 
differently, For example, in 
recent years there have been 
large fish kills along many of 
our rivers, and mercury 
pollution in northwest and 
southwest Alabama. Just two 
weeks ago more than 500,000 
gallons of diesel fuel were 
spilled overnight at the State 
Docks, threatening to pollute 
the valuable fishing grounds 
and oyster and shrimp beds in 
Mobile Bay. 

While we can purify water 
to make it drinkable, and we 
can restore land to make it 
reusable, only mature can 
purify the air, and we use the 
air as it comes to us, polluted 
or not. 

Recent research by 
pollution experts discloses that 
a wide area of the South, 
including Birmingham, has a 
higher frequency of stationary 
air masses than other major 
regions of the nation, Serious 
air pollution becomes a vital

health factor to humans, 
animals and plants alike when 
this stationary air combines 
with air contamination from 
industries, open burning 
garbage dumps and the 
automobile, which is rated as 
the single largest contributor to 
urban air pollution. 

Huntsville is one of only 
two Southern cities which are 
recognized as regional 
examples for air quality 
control, The Huntsville City 
Council in 1964 decided to 
clean up the city’s air, and 
through the cooperation of 
business and industry the air 
pollution there has been 
reduced by 50 percent.

More opportunity is open to 
cotton growers this year than 
in recent years, according to 
H.C. McDanal, Chairman of the 
Shelby County Agricultural 
Stagilization and Conservaton 
Committee.

items on the burglars’ list, but 
this week in Shelby County 
they have also helped 
themselves to 1,000 feet of 
electric wiring, coins, radios, 
cameras and even coffee 
percolators, 

Five burglarized homes were 
reported to the sheriff's office 
between Friday the 15th and 
Tuesday the 19th. Three were 
located in the valley area of Rt. 
1, Helena and Rt. 13, 
Birmingham, The others were 
in Westover and Rt. 1, Siluria. 

During a similar period in 
St. Clair County, 12 home 
burglaries were reported, 
according to Deputy Jim 
Mayhew. 

Mayhew said that Shelby 
County authorities are close to 
solving several of the cases and 
making arrests. He thinks the 
persons involved are not local, 
but from out of the county, 

In recent weeks all areas of 
the county have been subject 
to burglaries, although there 
seems to be a fall off in the 
number reported from homes 
along the Coosa River. 

Burglaries are by no means 
confined to homes. Nash Drug 
Store in Alabaster’s Main 
Street suffered a break-in two 
weeks ago that remains 
unsolved. 

Businessmen are so alarmed 
they called a meeting last week 
to discuss measures that might 
be taken to stop the trend. 
Among suggestions offered was 
a greater public awareness of 
the problem and greater care 
exercised by people when they 
leave their homes to go to 
work,

Charles Knowles, Principal 
of Thompson High School 
since 1962, has been named 
County Director of Vocational 
Education. 

Knowles assumed his new 
post Monday, with an office in 
the county school board 
headquarters in the court 
house, 


In his new position, 
Knowles will coordinate 
vocational eduation courses in 
all the high schools with the 
courses to be offered in the 
new area vocational high 
school which will open this 
fall, 


Knowles told the Reporter 
he had been very happy in his 
position at Thompson High, 
but in his new post, “I will be 
able to contribute to the 
overall educational program in 
this county, particularly to 
improve the vocational end of 
it. It’s a real challenge to me.” 

He added that county 
schools do a good job of 
preparing youngsters for 
college, but noted that many 
of those who do not go to 


college are not ready to move 
into an occupation. He hopes 
to bring about a great 
improvement in occupational 
preparedness among the 
county’s youth. His 
responsibility will not be 
confined to the new area 
vocational high school, but will 
include all vocational 
instruction in the county. 


A native of the Spring Creek 
area near Montevallo, the new 
vocational director is a 
graduate of Calera High School 
and holds the bachelor’s and 
master’s degrees from Auburn. 


He was .the vocational 
teacher at Thompson from 
1951 until his appointment as 
principal in 1962. 


He is married to the former 
Martha Ingram, also of Spring 
Creek. They have three 
children. 


Assuming new duties with 
Knowles is Jim Bice, vocational 
agriculture teacher at 
Thompson High since 1962. He 
has been appointed vocational 
guidance counselor for the area 
vocational school. 


Knowles said that Bice’s 
duties will be to counsel with 
sutdents who are interested in 
entering the vocational high 
school this fall. 

Students will attend their 
own high schools for half a day 


and the vocational high school 
for half a day, under the plan. 
A variety of vocational courses 
will be offered to young 
students and adults. Students 
will be bused to the vocational

‘<= Conservancy attempts to stop 


Jefferson County sewage plant 


The Alabama Conservancy, 
the organization which 
sponsors the Save the Cahaba 
Committee, has urged the 
Alabama Water Improvement 
Commission to stop Jefferson 
County from activating the 
new sewage treatment plant 
located on the Cahaba River. 

In a resolution adopted on 
January 14, the Conservancy 
stated that the new sewage 
treatment plant as presently 
designed, will release 
inadequately treated sewage 
into the Cahaba River below 
the U. S. Highway 280 bridge. 

The Conservancy said the 
plant should not be activated 
until tertiary treatment 
facilities be installed. 

“Since most of the river’s 
water at low flow will be 
removed for water supply, and 
since present treatment 
pepoul will cause esthetic 
and biological deterioration 
below the outfall, and since 
tertiary sewage treatment is 
technically feasible, the 
Alabama Conservancy urges 
the Alabama Water 
Improvement Commission not 
to activate the new Jefferson 
County sewage treatment plant 
until tertiary facilities be 


completed,” the resolution 
stated, 

Dr. John Ramsey of Auburn 
University, co-chairman of the 
Save the Cahaba Committee, 
said if the new sewage 
treatment system is placed into 


Operation “‘there will be 
oxygen depletion for what 
they call ‘limited to the 
portion of the river 


immediately down stream,’” 

Dr. Ramsey said the 
depletion of oxygen will affect 
the fish which abound in that 
area of the river and the 
increase of nutrients, such as 
phosphorus, will likely lead to 
changes in predominant plant 
types in the river. 

R. D. Erwin, — sanitation 
engineer for plans and 
development, told the Shelby 
County Reporter that the plant 
will begin operation as soon as 
vibrations in the plant’s 
pumping system can be 
corrected, 

Erwin said the new system 
will serve an approximate 
four-mile area, but may 
eventually serve 65 square 
miles in the Cahaba 
drainage. 

He explained that primary 
and secondary sewage 


' 
River: 


treatment systems will be used 
at the Cahaba River sewage 
treatment plant. Sewage will go 
through d* recycling process 
which will eliminate about 98 
per cent of the suspended 
solids. Erwin said this was 
considered normal for such an 
operation and the Alabama 
Water Improvement 
Commission jhas approved the 
system and granted Jefferson 
County permission to discharge 
from the plant into the Cahaba 
River, 

The resolution passed by 
the Conservance and 
distributed to political leaders 


stressed six points in favor of 
its stand: 

|. Cahaba River has been 
named already by the Office of 
the Governor for potential 
inclusion in the expected 
Alabama Scenic Rivers 
Program, 

2. the river supports a 
unique flora and fauna, 
including a fish species found 
nowhere and nine other 
fish species of rare or depleted 
status, 

3.it is centrally located, 
adjacent to the main 
population center, and already 
receives mush use by canoists,

Spotlighters plague county- 


Illegal night hunting subject of legislation

Darkness was so total where 
we sat Saturday night that the 
pine grove around us appeared 
to be boiling in the black pitch 
of the evening air. 

Only when a car came 
bumping down the dirt road 
could you regain your sense of 
direction. You could hear the 
automobile tires sizzling on the 
damp pavement to our left and 
then hear the cassons bump off 
the pavement onto the gravel 
road that passed in front of our 
position, 

Captain Ed Lightsey of the 
Conservation Department and I 
watched the cars as they made 
the arc in front of us. The 
drivers were not conscious that 
we were watching them 
closely. We were waiting for a 
car to approach our position 
slowly, turn into the hay field 
just below us and begin 
scanning the hillside with 
headlights or spotlights. 


Waiting for menace 

We were waiting for a 
human menace to Shelby 
County’s wildlife, farm animals 
and his fellow human being. 
This human menace, the night 
deer and rabbit hunter, stalks 
his prey by night and when his 
lights reflect from the eye of a 
deer, a rabbit or a farm animal, 
fires a projectile with no 
concern for animal or human 
life. 

Just ask any sportsman how 
this person ranks in the human 
social order and he will say 
“very low”. Talk a few minutes 
with the sportsman and he will 
tell you just how low. 

Three hours earlier we 
discussed this menace with 
members of the board of 
directors of the Yellow Leaf 
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Game Preserve. Shelby 
County’s Representative Tom 
Stubbs was there to discuss 
legislation that will place more 
severe penalties on a person 
convicted of illegal night 
hunting. 


Push for legislation 


H.R. Moore, chairman of 
the board of directors, had the 
illegal night hunter on the top 
of his list of legislative action 
requested by the membership. 
Moore said night hunting had 
plagued the Chelsea area for 
years and each year the 
problem seemed to grow. 

He related incidents that 
had occured in the area that 
has caused local hunters and 
Chelsea residents to push for 
additional legislation that 
would make penalties so severe 
it would discourage the 
amateur and put the 
‘professional night hunter” 
out of business. 

Moore said that dead deer 
have been found in the 
driveways and in the shrubbery 
near homes in the area. He said 
a doe had been found recently 
by a youngster on his way 
from his home to the mail box. 
Other members told of 
incidents when window glass 
was knocked out by gun fire 
and the glass rained into the 
bedrooms of occupied 
dwellings. Someone shot 
through a house trailer and the 
bullet pierced the dwelling just 
feet from where children were 
playing. 

Members of the Yellow Leaf 
and Chelsea Game Preserves are 
backing legislation which will 
allow the confiscation of 
automobiles and other hunting 
equipment of the illegal night 
jhunter. Representative Stubbs 
said five counties in the state 
already have such a law and 
that he plans to enter a local 
bill that will include Shelby 
County. He said that a bill is 
being prepared to make the law 
effective statewide. Stubbs said 
he plans to introduce a local 
bill for Shelby County in case 
the statewide bill becomes 
bogged down in the legislature. 

Stubbs said a statewide bill 
providing for confiscation of 
illegal night hunters’ 
automobiles and equipment 
was defeated by efforts of 
automobile dealers and finance 
companies. He explained the 
bill received opposition 
because no provision was 
included to allow persons or 
companies who had financed 
the automobile or hunting 
equipment to collect the 
unpaid balance. Stubbs 
indicated such a_ provision 
would be included in the new 
bill. 


Poisoning draws concern 


Yellow Leaf Board members 
also expressed concern over the 
poisoning of hardwood trees 
from airplanes, now being 
conducted by large timber 
companies in Shelby County. 
Moore said poisoning from air 
is a non-selective method of 
poisoning and as a result trees 
providing food for wildlife are 
being killed. Moore said the use 
of poison-coated seeds is 
destroying game populations 
which feed on these seeds. 
Members of the preserve, 
Moore explained, have been 
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finding dead wild turkeys in 
the area with no visible signs of 
being killed by predators or 
hunters. 

When the meeting 
adjourned, Captain Lightsey 
invited me to go along on a 
night hunting patrol. While we 
were on our way to the spot 
Lightsey had selected to watch, 
Officer Doyle Wood reported 
on the radio that he had just 
seen a deer along the road. 

We left the pavement and 
proceeded down a dirt road 
until Lightsey came to the 
field. We drove through the 
field, turned the car around, 
backed into a woods road and 
turned off the lights. Darkness 
quickly rushed in where the 
lights had been and after a few 
moments our eyes adjusted to 
the darkness and we could see 
just a faint glow over the hill. 

Wood called on the radio to 
say he had taken a position 
down the road. Watching for 
the night hunter is a waiting 
game and there is plenty of 
time to talk. Lightsey said on 
some nights he would wait 
several hours and never see a 
night hunter. On other 
occasions night hunters would 
come by a few minutes after he 
parked. 

While we were waiting, 
Lightsey gave this description 
of a night hunter’s routine: 

The average man who night 
hunts will start shortly after 
dark and quit when he gets a 
deer or gets sleepy. The more 
professional night hunter might 
be found hunting any time 
during the night - sometimes 
during the early morning 
hours. 


Drive zigzag pattern 

Lightsey said usually more 
than one hunter is in the car. 
He said the driver will often 
zigzag down the road playing 
the beam of his lights from side 
to side of the road while his 
companion sits ready with a 
loaded gun. Lightsey said often 
the gun man will sit in the back 
seat where he has access to 
windows on both sides of the 
car.

At times Lightsey said, a 
family will be out night 
hunting. The wife will drive 
and the husband will do the 
shooting. On occasions, young 
children will be in the car. 

The conservation officer 
said when the night hunters 
spot a deer they will mark the 
spot visually should the deer 
dart back into the underbrush 
and pull to a slow stop at that 
spot and shine lights into the 
bushes. When the deer’s eye 
reflects the light, someone 
shoots the deer. When it falls, 
the hunters speed off. At times 
the hunters will make a couple 
or more passes by the spot 
where the deer is lying before 
stopping and picking it up. 


Hard to catch 

Lightsey said it is very hard 
to catch someone pulling a 
deer out at night. He said he 
has only on one occasion 
during his long career as a 
conservation officer caught 
someone in the process of 
getting the deer to the car. 

He explained that you get 
all kinds of excuses when you 
apprehend a night hunter. 


Often they will tell you, 
Lightsey said, that they are out 
hunting a lost dog. He said 
they cannot explain why they 
are looking for the dog only in 
open fields and why they never 
stop to call the dog. 

They will deny night 
hunting when they are sitting 
in the back seat of an 
automobile with a shotgun 
across their lap with 
ammunition lying on the seat 
next to them, 

Lightsey said 16 cases of 
night hunting were made in the 
county last year. 

What is the answer? More 
conservation officers? Lightsey 
said he didn’t think so. He said 
more men would help; however 
he felt the public should 
demand more severe penalties 
in the courts and demand that 
maximum penalties be brought 
on the night hunters. Maybe 
the risk of facing stiffer fines 
and confiscation of personal 
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property would discourage had passed our position 
night hunting. Lightsey Neither car attempted to 
pointed out that ‘coon and spotlight or shine the field in 


opposum hunters would not be 
affected by the confiscation 
law, provided they abided by 
the laws of their sport, 

Lightsey said that now most 
hunters can go out to the back 
of their houses, except in the 
city, and hunt deer legally. He 
said it has not been many years 
ago When the hunter could not 
do this because of the scarcity 
of deer. 

With increasing hunting 
pressure from people in 
populous Shelby and Jefferson 
Counties, combined with the 
habitat to deer and 


loss of 


illegal hunting, this may not be 
the case in a few years. 
By midnight only two cars 


front of us, Lightsey cranked 
the car and radioed to Wood 
that he was heading for home, 

On the way back to my car, 
Lightsey commented that it is 
hard being a family man when 
he spends two or three nights 
each week out Waiting for 
night hunters or waiting 
netters to empty their nets on 
the however, this is 
what the public demands, 

Why do people night hunt? 
Lightsey said that he asked one 
and he told him that he “just 
liked to.” 

On the buck home, I 
met a car moving slowly up a 
hill.

- a Walker fox hound and has 
won enough trophies to fill a 
large sized, show case. She 
never misses the chance to 
accompany her husband -- 
Homer Bearden - - another 
widely known fox hunter - - on 
all hunts staged throughout the 
south. 

From Mrs. Bearden, and 
from another sportsman friend 
-- Mike Niven, we learned the

His love for hounds and 
hunting began at an early age. 
He hunted as a child following 
the footstpes of his father 
Robert (Bob) Brasher Sr. of 
Shelby who is now retired. 


Tom’s ability as a judge is 
known throughout the United 
States. As in many other things 
“You’ve Got To Be Where The 
Action Is”, and that is where 
Tom is, If he cannot get close 
enough to the pack on 
horseback he jumps from his 
horse and glides through the 
underbrush like an Indian and 
scores the lead hounds. 


Fox hunting is probably the 
oldest known sport in this 
country and still has the spirit, 
fellowship and sportsmanship 
of old times. 

On one occasion Tom rode 
his horse into some quick sand 
in South Mississippi and it was 
a narrow escape for both him 
and the horse. Another time in 
Missouri they rode three days 
in eight inches of snow. In the 
Mid-West trial it rained the 
whole week of the trial and 
Tom was lost in the torrential 
storm which caused much 
concern; but he showed up, 
drenched to the bone, with the 
score sheet in his only dry 
pocket, 


In the judges room the final 
day of the Mississippi State 
Hunt one year they were 
figuring the final scores and 
one of the judges collapsed. 
When he came to he said “I’m 
not sick. I’ve just been 
following Tom Brasher for 
three days and I’m exhausted.” 

Judging is hard work and 
requires many hours on 
horseback, but around any 
campfire you will hear praise 
for Tom Brasher. 

As “Captain” Buckner, one 
of the old time hunters says, 
“He is by far the most 
outstanding judge around and 
has truly earned the coveted 


position as Master of the 
Hounds”. 
So, we doff our little 


chapeau to our personal friend 
Tom Brasher this week as we 
extend congratulations for the 
signal honor he has received, and 
we express Our appreciation to 
our local fox hunters for their 
cordial invitation to 
accompany them one of these 
nights when they set forth to 
follow the trail of Mr. Reynard 
the Fox and personally find 
out what makes fox hunting 
tick with such enthusiasm.

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IRS will compute 
taxes for taxpayers 


Mr. W. T. Coppinger, 
District Director of Internal 
Revenue Service for Alabama, 
said today that taxpayers who 
wish to have the government 
figure their.tax) should 
complete Form 1040 as usual, 
but leave the computation lines 
blank, and mail the return to 
the IRS Service Center in 
Chamblee, Georgia. Further 
details are contained inside the 
front cover of the instructions 
that come with the Form 
1040. 


The IRS has offered to 
figure the tax for taxpayers 
who have income of $20,000 
or less consisting only of 
salaries, Wages, tips, dividends, 
interest, pensions, and 
annuities, and who claim the 


standard deduction, The offer 
also includes figuring the 
retirement income credit for 
older taxpayers who meet the 
income and deduction 
requirement, 

Taxpayers who wish to have 
their retirement income credit 
computed should follow the 
instructions at the top of 
Schedule R and attach that 
schedule to the Form 1040 
being mailed to the Service 
Center, Mr. Coppinger said. 

Figuring of taxes will be 
done by computer at the IRS 
Service Center in Chamblee, 
Georgia, not at local offices. 
After the tax is determined, 
taxpayers who have overpaid 
will be sent a refund, and those 
who owe additional tax will be 
sent a bill.

Tax Reform Act of 1969 


to affect tax returns this year

by the Alabama Society of 
Certified Public Accountants 
offering advice on filing 1970 
Federal Income Tax returns) 

Taxpayers preparing their 
federal income tax returns for 
1970 will be affected in a 
number of ways by provisions 
of the 1969 tax reform act that 
took effect during the past 
year, 

According to Joseph E, 
Snyder, President of the 
Alabama Society of Certified 
Public Accountants, there are 
pluses and minuses for all 
taxpayers, A great benefit to 
many was the expiration of 
withholding of the surtax on 
wages last June 30th. 

That cutoff does not mean, 
Snyder says, that the surtax 
applies only to income received 
during the first half of theyear. 
The surtax is levied at the rate 


of 2% percent against all 
income earned in 1970, so 
individuals who may have 
earned the bulk of their 
income after June 30th will 
have to pay additional tax on 
the income from which no 


surtax was withheld, 

On the other hand, if one’s 
income remained fairly steady 
all year and was derived mainly 
from wages, the five percent 
withheld during the first six 
months of the year will cover 
most or all of the surtax due,

the maximum 
generally 
for charitable 
contributions was raised from 
30 percent of adjusted gross 
income to 50 percent, But 
limitations were imposed on 


the deduction of contributions 
of certain appreciated 
property. 

A work of art, for example, 
donated to a museum for its 
own use is deductible in full. 
However, if the art work is 
contributed to the Community 
Chest or the Girl Scouts and 
they plan to resell it, only 50 
percent of the appreciation can 


be deducted.

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Littleton, Stubbs plan 
action against plant

State Senator Obie Littleton 
and Representative Tom 
Stubbs are planning to head a 
delegation of legislators from 
Central Alabama to stop 
activation of the new sewage 
treatment plant on the Cahaba 
River. 

Senator Littleton said 
Tuesday after meeting 
Representative Stubbs that 
they decided that the first 
course of action should be 
through the Alabama Water 
Improvement Commission 
Since it was the commission 
which granted Jefferson 
County a permit to discharge 


effluents into the Cahaba 
River, 
He said he was in the 


process of contacting Senator 
Walter Givhan, who represents 
Bibb and Perry Counties, and 
Bibb County Representative 
Walter Owens to join them at 
the next meeting of the 
Alabama Water Improvement 
Commission. Representatives 
in the state legislature from 
Jefferson County will also be 
contacted, Littleton said. 
Littleton explained that he 
and Stubbs had decided at first 
to pre-file bills in the senate 


and house to prohibit the 
activation of the plant, but 
later decided a meeting with 
the Water Improvement 
Commission would draw faster 
action. 

When the meeting is 
arranged -- probably within 
the next two weeks -- Ed 
Blake and Dr. John Ramsey, 
co-chairmen of the Save the 
Cahaba Committee, would be 
asked to represent the Alabama 
Conservancy at the meeting, 
Littleton said. 

Senator Littleton said he 
plans to request the Water 
Improvement Commission to 
halt activation of the Cahaba 
River sewage treatment plant 
until a study can be completed 
to determine if the Cahaba 
River can qualify for 
Alabama’s Wild and Scenic 
River System. Such a system is 
expected to be established in 
the next session of the state 
legislature. 

The new sewage treatment 
plant, located near the banks 
of the Cahaba River upstream 
from where Highway 31 
crosses the river, would 
endanger the Cahaba River's 
chances of qualifying for the

Edueation consortium 
gets start in county 


Prospects for unique, new 


opportunities in higher 
education in Alabama have 
taken on a positive new 
meaning.

The seven-college 
consortium, now operating 
under a $50,000 grant from 
the Developing — Institutions 
Act of HEW, hopes to 
upgrade and = improve — the 
quality of instruction at all 


institutions of higher 
education in Alabama. 

Dr. Lillian Manley, director 
of programs for the 
consortium, said “we are 


asking for a $1 million grant 


under Tithe Ul of the 
Developing Institutions Act, 
Office of Education Division 


of College Support, HEW.” 
She said the group is also 
exploring the possibility of 
funding from various 
foundations, including — the 
National Science Foundation. 
The newly incorporated 
consortium lists as some of its 
objectives: to develop 
curricula toward an 
achievement of the highest 
quality and content; to share 
facilities of all participating 
institutions; to resolve learning 
difficulties in higher 
education, to develop 
innovative programs in each 


participating institution; and 
to solicit, receive and expend 
funds to implement the 
organization’s goals. 

The articles. of 
incorporation describe — the 
consortium as a non-profit 


Alabama corporation. 

Interest in 
institutional cooperation 
been expressed by college 
presidents since 1968. The 
consortium was first suggested 
by the Alabama Education 
Study Commission. In 1969 
seven) colleges began serious 
planning for the organization 
of the consortium. 

The presidents of the seven 
institutions are listed as 
incorporators of the new non- 
profit corporation, 

Charter memberships 
held by the University 
Montevallo, University of 
Alabama, Alabama A&M 
University, Huntingdon 
College, Judson College, Miles 
College and Stillman College. 

Ten committees will guide 
the activities of the 
organization, The overall 
coordinating committee — is 
headed by Dr. Lawrence 
Malone of the University of 
Montevallo. 

Other committees include 
faculty development, joint 
purchasing, use of facilities, 
learning difficulties, calendar, 
lyceum, libraries, curriculum 
and faculty development.

Dr. Lucille B. Griffith writes book 


about Virginia House of Burgesses 


Of all the forces impelling 
a yet unborn nation toward 
its date with destiny on July 
4, 1776, probably no 
institution or group of men 
exerted more influence than 
the Virginia House of 
Burgesses. 

They set the pace for 
revolution in colonial 
America; they were the major 
force in shaping the young 
republic’s early course. 

Their influence is still with 
us, 

Who were these men? What 
were their interests other than 
lawmaking? How did they 
come to hold such positions 
of influence? Even more 
curious, Why were these men 
of aristocracy the 
“establishment” of that day - - 
in the vanguard of a move for 
independence? 

These and related questions 
are the subject of a recent 
book by Dr. Lucille Griffith, 
chairman and professor of 
social sciences at the 
University of Montevallo and 
one of the state’s foremost 
historians. 

Her newest publication, 
“The Virginia House of 
Burgesses, 1750-1774,” 
examines that colonial 
governing structure at all 
levels, from local to central.

Dr. Griffith’s approach to 
the overall subject is primarily 
through a biographical study 
of individuals. In her prologue 
she notes that historians 
readily recognize that “people 
rather than abstractions have 
made history.” 

An example of this 
approach may be found in her 
description of a rather 
controversial election held at 
the Augusta Court House on

Julia Tutwiler 

Julia Strudwick Tutwiler

the Alabama Girls Industrial 
School (now the University of 
Montevallo) was founded, and 
the University of Alabama was 


made coeducational, 

In prison reform she began 
the movement for separate 
prisons for men and women, 
and for separating young 
offenders from older criminals, 
The State Industrial School tor 
Boys was one result of her 
efforts. 

Miss Tutwiler also initiated 
and directed prison schools in 
the state. 

Helen Keller 

Left blind and deal by 
illness when she was 19 months 
old, Helen Keller (1880 - 1970) 
responded later to the teaching 
of Anne Sullivan Macy and 
becume world. acclaimed for 
her lectures, books, and work 
on behalf of the handicapped. 

After graduation with 
distinction from Radcliff 
College she lectured on behalt 
of the deaf and blind 
throughout the U.S. and in 
many foreign countries, Mark 
Twain called her one of the 
two most remarkable 


characters of the 19th century 
(Napoleon was the other). Poet 
Edwin Markham termed her 
“the most interesting being on 
the planet.” The Duluth News 
Tribune has said, “If the eighth 
wonder of the world were to 
be named, we believe the 
treatest minds of at least this 
country would register their 
votes for Helen Keller.”

Dr. Hallic Farmer (1891

Goal of $4,800 set 
for Heart Fund 


Shelby County has a goal of 
$4,800 as its contribution to 
the fight against diseases of the 
heart and blood vessels, it was 
announced today by Allen 
Montgomery, 1971 Heart Fund 
Campaign Chairman, 


A year ago, he reported, the 
Heart Fund in this County 
received a total of $4,100 from 
all sources. 


Mr. Montgomery 
emphasized that although the 
heart and blood vessel diseases 
are now responsible for about 
60 per cent of all deaths in 
Alabama, dramatic progress has 
been achieved since the onset 
of massive research programs 
begun in 1950, a year after the 
first Heart Fund Campaign, He 
noted, for example, there has 
been a decline of about 20 per 
cent since 1950 in the 
cardiovascular mortality rate 
for persons aged below 65. The 
death rate associated with high 
blood pressure has dropped 63 
per cent, the death rate from 
stroke is down 35 per cent, the 
rate from heart attack is down 
about two per cent, and that 
from other cardiovascular 
diseases is down about 27% per 
cent.

Dr. Raylicld cautioned parents about confusing the 
rubella immunization with immunizations given for red 
measles, He emphasized that rubella and red measles are 


two different diseases. 


The vaccine for rubella has been 


available only since June 9, 1969. 


The 


county health officer urged parents to take 


advantage of the free immunizations offered children aged 


one through cleven. 


Children in’ this age group should 


receive the rubella vaccine even if parents believe they have 
had the disease. Symptoms of rubella are similar to several 
other childhood diseases, and a laboratory test is required 
to make ua positive diagnosis of rubella.

of widespread interest 


Shelby County continues to 
draw wide spread interest. 
Especially are facts wanted by 
long time residents and new 
arrivals who are investing many 
thousands of dollars in real 
estate in this section of 
Alabama, Geologists in the 
state are interested in the 
Indian relics found around 
Coosa River territory, This 
morning a phone call came 
from a resident of Jefferson 
county interested in learning 
when Shelby County was 
authentically established. 
Another citizen wanted some 
facts about the old courthouse 
(City Hall) --+ since an 
automobile smashed thru the 
rear entrance a few days ago 
and the picture appeared in the 
Reporter. So, in addition to 
the many times I have 
published facts compiled by 
the late Rev, E.B. Teague -- | 
have found a few facts which 
might be of interest, and 
partially -- at least answer 
some of your queries - in an 


article written by the late 
Myrtle Miles of Columbiana in 
which the following 


information was obtained. 

The first authentic records 
regarding Shelby County date 
from 1820 when early white 
settlers held their lands by 
virtue of what was known as 
Squatter Sovereignty, and titles 
to their holdings were not 
granted by the government 
until 1821. The tear of an 
attack by marauding bands of 
indians caused the settlers to 


be on the alert lest their 
possessions be stolen or 
burned. However, when 


government Land Offices were 
opened, farmers and others 
who had established themselves 
ground 
rushed in to apply for and 
title. In 1850, 
this authority, 
there were many spacious, 
comfortable and beautiful 
homes built in the county. 
Shelby County, 


on choice plots of 


receive 
according to 


according 


to records, was established by 
act of the first session of the 
Legislative Council and House 
of Representatives of the 
Alabama Territory. This Act 
was approved Feb, 7, 1818. 
Originally the territory 
embraced in the county was 
described as “all that tract of 
country lying West of the 
Cherokee boundary line; south 
and east of Blount and north 
of a line to be drawn from west 
to east through the southern 
extremity of Cahaba Valley, 
from the eastern boundary of 
said county of Blount to the 
Coosa River and thence up said 
river to where it is intersected 
by the said Cherokee 
Boundary”. 

It used to be said that 
Shelby County extended from 
Dallas County to Rome, 
Georgia, not a great 
exaggeration, according to Miss 
Miles, but division soon started 
and through a subsequent act 
of the same session that 
created it, St. Clair was 
removed and afterward other 


segments went to Jefferson, 


Talladega and Chilton. Bibb 
had been established at the 
same time, 

Shelby county was named 
for Isaac Shelby, Kentucky’s 
soldier - governor who had 


been a revolutionary hero and 
had refused election to a 
second term as governor in 
order to fight the Indian wars. 
Most of the first settlers came 
from Tennessee and Kentucky 
and returned to this region 
after the victorious battle of 
Horseshoe Bend. They brought 
their families and their 
household goods, travelling 
chiefly by pack horse, to 
remain in this section of 
Alubama. Shelby County was 
organized in 1914,

when the county seat was 
moved to Columbiana 
following a heated 
controversary between 
Montevallo and Columbiana 
for the honor of being the 
county seat. In 1854 a red 
brick building was constructed 
but was soon found out to be 
inadequate to meet the needs 
for court procedures and for 
the official personnel in the 
Judge of Probate and Register 
in Chancery offices, In 1881 
more additions were brought 
about and vaults were installed 
to assure safety for the records, 

When the first courthouse 
was placed in Columbiana it 
stood on land that had 
belonged to William Akin who 
with Joseph Howard were the 
first comers to the town and 
had cleared the land on which 
Columbiana now stands, A jail 
was built at the same time, on 
land near present L &N 
Railroad station. The first 
prison gave place to a red brick 
jail located on White Street but 
vacated in 1955 when prisoners 
were moved into the new brick 
annex to the Shelby County 
Court house, a Georgia marble 
structure built at a cost of 
$300,000 in 1905. 

All of the above preamble 
brings me to attempt an answer 
to a telephone call regarding 
the old brick courthouse now 
being used as a City Hall. 

According to records I have 
gone through, the old 
courthouse was bought by the 
town of Columbiana for 
$5,000 and converted into a 
City Hall, It was later enlarged 
to house the first fire 
department until other 
provisions were made for this 
department. 

Perhaps next week [| shall 
give you some more facts from 
these early days -- if interest 
warrants the time and research.

Water Quality Lab 


receives high rank 


The Water Quality 
Laboratory of the U.S. 
Geological Survey in 
Tuscaloosa supervised by 
James R. Avrett was singled 
out to receive an ‘outstanding’ 
rating this week. 

The ‘outstanding’ rating 
here is of particular concern to 
Alabamians because about 
2,500 water samples are 
submitted annually to the 
laboratory for analysis. 

The Geological Survey of 
Alabama works closely with 
the U.S. Geological Survey in 
collecting water samples from 
oil fields, streams, municipal 
and industrial sources. 

Currently the federal and 
State agencies are cooperating 
in determining the chemical 
composition of water in an 
area being planned for future 
development by the city of 
Tuscaloosa. 

The Water Quality 
Laboratory is now surveying 
19 trace elements present in 


extremely minute quantities in 
water samples. Trace elements 
such as lead, nickel, zinc, 
copper, and cadmium are being 
checked. 

The lab is more than a fact- 
finding agency. It is also part 
of a statewide monitoring 
network for the Alabama oil 
fields. Water samples are 
received monthly from the 
monitoring sites. Any deviation 
in water quality is a signal to 
alert the Oil and Gas Board, a 
regulatory agency to locate 
pollution causes. 

In some cases, according to 
officials, the network has 
enabled commercial oil 
companies to repair even very 
small leaks within a matter of 
hours.

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Wallace Journey anniversary speaker 


The inspirational ideals that form the 
basic tenets of Rotary International were 
outlined and the history of the world 
wide organization was traced from 1905 
until the present time by Wallace C. 
Journey in his anniversary talk to 
Montevallo’s Rotary Club Thursday 
night. 

Journey, a former member of the 
Rotary International headquarters staff, 
was a personal friend of Paul Harris, 
founder of the Rotary movement. 

In his address to the Montevallo 
Rotarians, Journey recalled many 
personal experiences during his years 
while associated with the headquarters 
staff. 

In 1955 a bound history titled “Fifty 
Years of Rotary” was published. A 
special section of the book “Miracle on 


Dearbonr Street” tells the story of 
Rotary throughout the world. 

In his speech to the Montevallo 
Rotarians, Journey told the story of 


Rotary, in his own words. The published 
book, reads in part: 

“It was the typical business office - - a 
small room, not too well lighted, with a 
desk and three or four uncomfortable 
chairs, a coatrack in the corner, one or 
two pictures and an engineering chart on 


the wall. 

“This was the office of Gus Lochr, a 
mining engineer, and Gus had just 
welcomed a visitor- a merchant tailor 
named Hiram Shorey. Hiram took one of 
the straight- backed chairs, and he and 
Gus began to talk -- first. casual 
conversation about the usual topics, but 
their talk soon drifted to the dea which a 
lawyer- friend had been discussing for 
several months. The lawyer's name was 
Paul Harris, and he had an idea about a 
new kind of club. They would discuss it 
again tonight, for Gus and Hiram were 
waiting for two more visitors -- Silvester 
Schiele, a coal dealer, and Paul Harris 
himself. 


“Presently, these two men entered the 
room. They remarked that they had just 
eaten an excellent dinner at an Italian 
restaurant, Madame Galli’s. They talked 
about one or two amusing experiences, 
then Paul began to unfold his idea for a 
new club, He explained that it would be a 
good thing if a group of business men 
could get together periodically to get 
better acquainted, and then perhaps to 
help each other obtain more business. 
The new club might be started on the 
basis of only one man from each business

or profession, so there would be no 
competition. Keenly aware of the 
business rivalry of their time, they agreed 


that in this way there might be less 
chance for dissension with in the new 
club. 

“Shorey thought that it might be a 


good idea to make a lot of new friends 
who presumably would be working 
overtime to persuade new customers to 
have their clothes made at his place. 
Silvester Schiele also provided the idea. 
“Each one of us,” he said, “would be 
having some thought for the welfare of 
the other fellow.” 


“Thus Rotary was born. 
“From the facile brain and lonely 
heart of Paul Harris - - an idea had come 


-- an idea which stimulated the 
imagination of the three men who 
gathered around him. This idea, 


conceived as most great ideas -- a tiny 
fragment of genius - - challenged these 
men to dream a small dream even on that 
February evening. They dared not dream, 
however, that the idea set in motion 
within the drab walls of this Chicago 
office would some day enlist the minds of 
men around the world. 

“Within a few days other friends and 


acquaintances had been drawn into the 
circle of Gus Loehr, Hiram Shorey. 
Silvester Schiele, and Paul Harris. The 
first meetings were informal, but basic 


rules were adopted and gradually the 


Rotary Club of Chicago came into 
exuistchee, 
“Then, Rotary clubs began to be 


organized in other of the larger cities of 
the United States, and the idea in a few 
years spread to Canada, then to England 
and to Ireland, and back across the 
Atlantic to the South American 
continent, Then, again jumping the 
Pacific to the Orient, it moved on to 
Europe and Australia and New Zealand 
and South Africa -- all in the space of 
half a century! 

“All of this extension was achieved 
without the services of paid organizers - - 
the result of the enthusiasm of men who 
believed in Rotary, men who believed in 
its influence extended and strengthened, 
men who prayed that some day those 
ideas in which they believed might 
advance understanding and good will 
wherever Rotary had taken root. 

“Truly, on that night of 23rd of 
February, 1905, a miracle happened on 
Dearborn Street.”

Each Rotary Club is a group of 
representative business and professional 
men (one man from each distinct 
business or profession in a community) 
who have accepted the ideal of service 
and have organized to study this ideal as a 
truc basis for success and happiness in 
business. Each Rotarian is endeavoring to 
translate this ideal into practice in 
business and every day life, and to 
encourage its acceptance both in theory 
and practice by all non-Rotarians as well 
as by all Rotarians. 


In limiting the membership in each 
community to one man from each line of 
business or profession in the community, 


the intention is that each business and 
profession shall have one active and 
worthy exponent in the Rotary Club, and 
that the club may have one direct and 
responsible avenue of approach to all 
those engaged in each business and 
profession in the community. 
Attendance at the Rotary Club 
meetings is obligatory. Any members 
absent from four successive meetings of 
his club without excuse acceptable to the 
club directors may suffer forfeiture of his 
membership. Attandance, however, at the 
regular meeting of any other Rotary Club 
within the week immediately preceding 
or following his absence, counts for any 
Rotarian as attendance at his own club.

New regulations governing 
subdivisions in Shelby County 
have gone into effect. 

The regulations apply only 
to areas of the county that lie 
outside the boundaries of 
towns and cities, and only to 
areas where county road work 
or drainage is involved, 

W. Paul Yeager, Planning 
Director for the county, 


announced that the regulations 
went into effect February 8, 
when the county Planning 
Commission adopted the 
regulations, 

The chief provisions state 
that subdividers and land 
developers must build roads 
and provide drainage that meet 
county specifications, 

All roads built into new

New subdivision regulations 
now effective in county 


subdivisions must be approved 
by the county engineer, 

Subdividers must also 
submit a plat plan for new 
subdivisions to the county 
Planning Commission, The 
Commission has the right to 
accept or reject these plans, 
based on the regulations, 

No mention of zoning or 
zoning restrictions are made in 
these regulations. 

The subdivision regulations 
do not apply to an individual 
landowner who may want to 
provide houses on his own land 
for members of his family. 
Where no county road work or 
drainage is involved, the new 
regulations do not apply. 

In his announcement, 
Yeager pointed out that the 
regulations were adopted under 
authority of Act No. 816, of 
the State Legislature, 1965. 

They were adopted largely 
to protect home buyers from 
shoddy workmanship and to 
protect the county from large 
expenditures to maintain and 
repair roads that were poorly 
built. 

In some cases, the county 
has already required developers 
to put up a bond, when the 
engineer felt the roads were 
not adequately constructed, 
Members of the County 
Planning Commission are 
James E, Bailey, Leeds; Earl 
Bowdoin, Leeds; Lloyd 
Chesser, Sterrett; James W.

Firebug believed cause of Sterrett fires 


A firebug is thought to be 
on the loose in the Sterrett 
area following several fires in 
the community in recent 
weeks, 

J. Alpha Lowe, Mayor of 
Vincent, told the Reporter that 
the Vincent Volunteer Fire 
Department has answered 
numerous calls to the area 
involving three houses and the 
old wooden bridge in the last 
month, 

About three weeks ago the 
home of Tony and Nancy 
Driggers burned, Early Sunday 


morning, the home across the 
road from the Driggers, 
occupied by the J.C, Goodwin 
family, burned to the ground, 
destroying everything the 
family had, Monday night the 
W. Roy Lybrand home was 
destroyed by fire. This was the 
second fire at the Lybrand 
home. 

Mayor Lowe pointed out 
the difficulties the Vincent 
Volunteer Fire Department has 
in coping with fires six miles 
away in Sterrett, By the time a 
fire is reported, Lowe said, it is

Lowe saiG that on one 
occasion, they had the house 
fire extinguished except for a 
small blaze in a closet, when 
the truck’s tanks ran out of 
water. By the time the

County Republicans 


for revenue sharing 


Shelby County Republicans party members 


are all for revenue sharing and 
for establishing headquarters 
for a regional environmental 
protection agency in Shelby 
County. 

At the party’s mass meeting 
in Columbiana last Friday, 
they adopted a resolution in 
support of revenue sharing as 
the proposal was originally 
worded in its presentation to 
Congress. They see revenue 
sharing as very beneficial if 
controls are not placed on it 
and the money goes directly to 
cities and counties. 

Under a formula devised by 
President Nixon, if his 
no-strings- attached revenue 
sharing goes through, Shelby 
County would receive 
$159,964. Montevallo would 
receive $10,718. Figures for 
other cities in the county were 
not available. 


In a second resolution,

contract when the access to 
and from the bridge had not 
even been provided, 

The Parks Development 
Program for which the people 
approved a bond issue 
amounting to 43 million 
dollars a few years ago is in 
serious trouble, 

This was caused by both 
inflation and buying up new 
land for additional parks all 
over the State, which in my 
opinion is very poor business, 
The original plan, drawn up by 
professional planners, was 
abandoned and the 43 million 
dollars became a political grab 
bag. 

An example of this is the 
$1,370,000. the State paid for 
property on Lake Martin, 
owned by Russell Mills at 
Alexander City. The State paid 
$700. per acre, while the land 
was assessed for tax purposes 
at only $8.77 per acre. 

Funding for all phases of 
Education for the next year at 
least will be in serious financial 
trouble because of unwise 
spending from the Special 
Educational Trust Fund. 

Last year, the past 
administration appropriated 
100 thousand dollars for each 
of the 125 school systems in 
the State regardless of size or 
need, 

For example, the small 
school system of Green County 
received the same $100,000. 
amount that the many times 
larger school systems of 
Shelby, Jefferson, Mobile, ete. 
received, 

This abuse of educational 
money puts us in very difficult 
circumstances in providing for 
the real needs of education for 
the next couple of years, 

The surplus in the Special 


Shelby 


Educational Trust Fund has 
dropped from $24,000,000. in 
1969 to $10,000,000. in 1970 
to only $2,000,000 in 197] 
with which to go into the next 
fiscal year. 

Good business practice 
dictates that the new fiscal 
year be begun with at least a 
$12,000,000. to $15,000,000. 
surplus or carry-over. | 

The need for this much 
money to begin the fiscal year 
(October Ist) is caused by the 
lag of tax collections compared 
to disbursements. 

There were even many 
instances of highly irregular 
and unethical uses of the 


taxpayer’s money. Many 
contracts were let, ignoring the 
State’s Competitive Bid Law 
and other laws we have on the 
books to prevent such things 
from happening. 


So much good could have 
been done with this mis-used 
taxpayer’s money; and the 
needs of the people of 
Alabama are so great that this 
waste is tragic indeed, 

It now behooves the State 
Legislature to try to put 
together the pieces and restore 
some sort of order from this 
chaotic condition and begin to 
run the State on a business-like 
basis.

Montevallo county’s 
earliest settlement 


Continuing, by popular 
demand, for “more facts 
about Shelby County’s early 
history” -- we turn, this 
week, to some salient facts 
about Montevallo written by 
the late Myrtle Miles, 

Miss Miles states that 
immediately after Shelby 
County was organized, the 
county was rapidly settled, 
most of the new comers going 
to Montevallo, Harpersville 
and Wilsonville. Columbiana’s 
early settlers came from 
Wilsonville and Harpersville. 

Montevallo, built on a 
cluster of hills (hence _ its 
name) in the lower end of 
Cahaba Valley is doubtless the 
oldest settlement. Its first 
settler was Jesse Wilson who 
built his cabin on the big hill 
west of the depot in 1814, 
when the Creek War ended. 
The village that sprang up 
around him was called 
Wilson’s Hill. Edmund King, 
one of the most important 
men in the early development 
of the county came from 
Georgia to live nearby at 
about the same time. Other 
settlers reached Montevallo 
from more distant places, 
some even from New England, 
and the valleys and hills soon 
were dotted with busy 
industries. A stream winding 
through the town was utilized;

T.T. Walker, in 1823 built a 
mill on its banks and later 
Alexander Nelson built a flour 
mill to which many residents 
of the Cahaba Valley brought 
their wheat. 

In 1823 Edmund King 
built a large kiln on his land 
and here burned the bricks 
with which he was later to 
build the King Manston, That 
interesting old house. still 
stands on the Montevallo 
University campus and is a 
treasured reminder of the 


early progressiveness of 
Montevallo’s citizens. The 
King residence and _ the 


building erected by Daniel E. 
Watrous as a drugstone on 
Main Street and the home of 
Henry Harless (the two latter 
buildings have since vanished) 
were the first brick structures 
in Shelby County. The King 
House was the first in Shelby 
County to have glass windows. 


Many of the State’s

Green pointed out that the 
ant bites people, causes severe 
allergic reactions in some, has 
led to serious infections and 
even death, 

An average ant hill contains 
100,000 ants, according to the 
USDA information. Unless 
controlled, fire ants spread 
very rapidly. 

USDA has used mirex for 
several years in its fire ant 
eradication programs. 

Gardenhire told the 
Reporter that the procedure 
the Department hopes to 
continue using involves 
spraying mirex by airplane over 
infested areas three different 
times at spaced intervals, This 
method will attain eradication 
he says. 

The Department has never 
been able in the past to do all 
the spraying in Alabama that it 
wanted to, because the 
Legislature did not appropriate 
sufficient funds, he said. 

However, a 275,000 acre 
block in the four- county area 
surrounding Decatur was 
treated the prescribed three 
times and the fire ant is now 
gone in that area, Gardenhire 
told the Reporter. 

The USDA wants to treat an 
additional 120 million acres in 
the Southeast soon, and is 
fighting the environmentalists 
in court. 

Gardenhire feels that 
ecologists have put out a great 
deal of misinformation on 
mirex. He emphasizes that in 
proper treatment, no more 
than one ounce of mirex is 
used on 17 acres of land. 

He states that there has 
never been a single instance 
where a bird has died in fields 
that were treated with mirex. 
He said that the spraying in 
north Alabama included the 
Wheeler Wildlife Refuge and 
there was not a single 
complaint from personnel at 
the Refuge or from others.

harvesting some  two-foot 
diameter hardwoods still 
growing much faster than the 
best of the smaller trees. Aiken 
pointed out that the hickory 
trees, in this class for example 
would become less marketable 
bacause of increasing red heart 
wood. More important, some 
of these large trees of several 
varieties represent a_ salable 
crop value of from fifty dollars 
to a hundred dollars per tree. 

Aiken said Mr, Hester was 
risking total loss of these trees 
in case of fire, lightning, 
windstorm, or diseases that 
might strike them as quickly as 
the same disaster could strike a 
six inch tree. The difference 
was the difference between 
risking a serious loss and 
risking a minor one.

Millions of taxpayers fail 


to take advantage of service 


Millions of taxpayers so far 
this year are failing to take 
advantage of an offer of the 
Internal Revenue Service that 
will save them time, effort, and 
money in filing their tax 
returns, reports W.T. 
Coppinger, District Director of 
Alabama. 

He said the number of 
taxpayers requesting the IRS 
to compute their taxes is 
almost nil - - less than three per 
cent - - according to results of a 
survey of tax returns currently 
being filed at the IRS Service 
Center in Chamblee, Georgia, 
which serves seven 
Southeastern states, 

Under the new system, the 
IRS will, on request, figure the 
taxes for persons with incomes 
up to $20,000 who take 
standard deductions and whose 
incomes are from salaries and 
wages, dividends, interest, and 
pensions and annuities. The 
new rules include pension and 
annuity incémes so that the 
elderly can take advantage of 
the offer, 

Mr. Coppinger said all the 
taxpayer need do is complete a 
few lines on the 1040 Form 
and mail it to the Chamblee 
Service Center, After the 
computers figure the tax, the 
IRS will send the taxpayer a 
refund check or a bill for the 
tax due,

the taxes are contained in 163 
words on page two of the tax 
form booklet mailed at the 
first of the year to individual 
taxpayers. 

“Perhaps the system makes 
it so easy that the typical 
taxpayer is afraid to try it,” 
Mr. Coppinger said. “Those 
eligible taxpayers who refuse 
to accept this free help are 
making their returns more 
complicated than necessary.” 

Errors in figuring taxes were 
discovered on 3.6 million of 
the 78 million income tax 
returns filed for 1969, Mr. 
Coppinger said, These errors 
resulted from taxpayers using 
the wrong tables, lines, or 
columns to figure the tax. 

Thus the IRS established 
the new system for computing 
the tax to help reduce the 
largest single type of error 
made by taxpayers as well as to 
help elderly persons who have 
experienced difficulty with 
retirement income credit 
computations. 

“Use of the new system will 


help assure you of not paying 
more in taxes than what you 
actually owe the government,” 
Mr. Coppinger said. “Also, the 
new system is designed to save 
you time and 
taxpayers using this system is 
designed to save you time and 
effort. A taxpayer using this 
system need not come to our 
office and wait in line to 
receive assistance.” 

Estimates by the IRS 
indicate that upwards of 30 
million taxpayers across ihe 
nation have incomes under 
$20,000 and are otherwise 
eligible to have the Service 
Center computers figure their 
taxes. 

Mr. Coppinger reminds all 
taxpayers to sign their tax 
forms (signatures of both 
husband and wife are necessary 
on joint returns), and attach 
the employer's statement of 
taxes withheld (Form W-2) 
before mailing the Form 1040 
to the IRS Service Center, 
4800 Buford Highway, 
Chamblee, Georgia 30006.

Walter Flowers discusses 
plans for federal health care 


By Walter Flowers 

In 1960, the nation’s health 
bill was $26 billion; ten years 
later the bill had soared to $70 
billion. Indeed, in 1970, the 
average cost for health care 
totaled $342.32 per individual 
in America. | am sure everyone 
has felt a part of these 
increases in his own budget. 

All America is concerned 
and quite naturally this 
concern is evidenced in the 
Congress. Numerous proposals 
have advanced, each with some 
merit, and it appears certain 
that this will become one of 
the major legislative 
considerations of the 92nd 
Congress. 

The broadest proposal has 
been termed the “Human 
Secur, y Program.” It would 
provide comprehensive 
national health insurance for 
all Americans regardless of 
income, and feature coverage 
for hospitalization, doctors’ 
services, preventive and home 
health care, general services for 
children and so on. Because of 
its broad coverage, it brings 
with it a whopping price tag: 
somewhere between $53 and 
$77 billion per year. The 
program would be financed by 
a payroll tax of 1 % on 
employees, 3.5% on employers, 
and 3.5% contribution by 
government. The program 
would be administered by a 
presidentially appointed board 
through the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
and carried out by private 
practioners and institutions. 

A second plan called 
“optional Extended Medicare” 
also has extensive coverage and 
would achieve about the same 
results except it would provide 
an option to buy private 
medical insurance if a person 
chose not to participate in the 
national plan. This program 
would also be financed by 
payroll taxes and when it 
reached full coverage would 
come with a price tag 
estimated at $66.4 billion per 
year. 

Another program, termed 
“Medicredit” by its sponsors is 
supported by the American 
Medical Association, The 
essential feature is a provision 
for credits against income 
taxes, Health insurance would 
be purchased from private 
companies just as it is now 
except a portion of the 
insurance cost could be 
deducted from the actual taxes 
to be paid. Persons with low 
incomes could credit virtually 
all of the cost of their 
insurance against taxes, The 


credit would be somewhat less 
for higher income families, but

the very poor would receive 
health insurance coverage paid 
for by the government. 

The, Medicredit program 
provides for universal coverage, 
but because of certain 
deductibles from initial costs 
and other aspects, its price tag 
is approximately $16 billion 
per year. Moreover, private 
insurance companies would 
continue to function without 
the competition of a 
government insurance carrier. 
The governing board would be 
drawn primarily from the 
medical profession. Finally, 
Medicredit has a catastrophic 
illness provision which would 
absorb a large portion of

UM seeks funds increase 


The University of 
Montevallo, one of the few 
institutions of higher learning 
‘in Alabama showing significant 
enrollment increases during the 
past two years, has requested 
an increase in operating funds 
for next year in the amount of 
$690,811. 

+ Dr. John B. Walters, dean of 
the university's College of Arts 
and Sciences and Lee A. 
Barclay, Business Manager and 
Treasurer, appeared before a 
joint legislative committee last 
fhursday. Walters and Barclay 
substituted for UM president 
tr. Kermit Johnson who is 
recovering from surgery. 
Montevallo’s request from 
he state’s educational trust 


fund amounts to an 
approximate 34% increase over 
the current appropriation, It 
includes a 15% increase during 
the first year of the upcoming 
biennium and an additional 5% 
increase during the second year 
to provide for an increasing 
enrollment. 

During the past two years 
enrollment at Montevallo has 
increased at a much greater 
rate than the average for the 
senior colleges of Alabama. 
Montevallo registered a 23% 
increase in number of students 
enrolled during the past two 
year period. 

Montevallo officials also 
requested a 4% increase cach 
year to offset increased costs 


caused by inflation, 

Five new master’s degree 
programs are expected to 
require approximately $22,000 
each, Included in the request 
to the legislature is $110,000 
for purposes of operating the 
new graduate programs, 

Montevallo officials also 
requested $114,000 per year to 
be used to upgrade faculty 
salaries. 

In addition to general fund 
requests, Montevallo requested 
$50,000 a year for operation 
of the school’s Spech and 
Hearing Clinic, $50,000 each 
year for operation of an 
educational television 
production center and

Phase One of the University 
of Montevallo’s $1 million-plus 
Institute for Environmental 
Safety -- an extensive driver 
education and traffic safety 
program - - is under way. 

Plans for the institute's 
initial project were detailed 
this week for local, county and 
state leaders by Richard A. 
Whitworth, senior systems 
analyst in driver education 
research at the General Motors 
Proving Grounds, Milford, 
Mich. 

Whitworth, one of the 
nation’s top experts in highway 
safety research and 
development, is in Alabama as 
an adviser to the new driver 
education at 
Montevallo. 

He said the program here is 
a “first” in the nation -- no 
other university has contacted 
an automobile manufacturer 
for help in organizing a safety 
education program from the 


center 


ground up, and Montevallo is 
the first university in the 
nation to receive this kind of 
attention from General Motors. 

Citing the need for such a 
program, Whitworth said the 
average driver is ignorant of the 
basie skills needed to handle 
even the simplest driving 
emergencies such as skids and 
off-road recovery. 

While automobile 
manufacturers feel a social 
Obligation to improve their 
products, he said, “we must 
also improve the driver.” 

All three elements of a 
driving environment -- driver, 
vehicle and road -- need equal 
emphasis and attention to 
improve our highway safety 
record, he stated, adding that a 
deficiency in any of the 
elements will bring about a 
conflict.

By Legislative act- 


Shelby County formed in 1818 


We have previously recorded 
that -- according to Myrtle 
Miles’ historic sketches of 
Shelby County -- that our 
county was formed by 
legislative act in 1818. The 
same authority gives us the 
information that less than 
three months later the county 
court was organized; and 
beginning April 7, 1818, 
sessions of the court were held 
at the William Wallace 
residence. But this was 
intended as only a temporary 
proceeding. A motion was 
speedily made to construct a 
county building. This was in 
1820. The specifications drawn 
up afterward showed that the 
building was to cost $53 and 
that it was to be 24 feet long, 
20 feet wide and eight feet 
from floor to eaves. 

Following the above named 
dimensions, the first 
courthouse was built of logs, 
with a clapboard roof and was 
lined and clinked. Benches 
were included and there was 
one door with a shutter. 
Thomas A. Rogers, a leading 
citizen of that period received 
the contract. He and George 
Phillips, both residents of the 
northern part of the county, 
represented the county as the 
first secretary of State of 
Alabama and died in 1821 
while holding this office. 

The little log court house 
stood on a site somewhere near 
the present town of Pelham. 
Although never intended as a 
permanent building, sessions 
were held there until 1826 
when the county seat was 
moved to Columbiana. A vote 


had been taken and although 
Montevallo and Columbiana 
contested for the honor, 
Columbiana (then called 
Columbia) won by a small 
majority. 

Montevallo received the 
vote of a strong element in the 
Cahaba Valley, but 
Columbiana -- with the 
support of residents in the area 
including Wilsonville, 
Harpersville and communities 
nearby, and also by virtue of 
its location nearer the center of 
the county, was victorious. 

One of the familiar legends 
of these early times describes 
the celebration of this victory. 
Citizens of Columbiana and 
vicinity, lacking guns, bells and 
whistles with which to make a 
joyful noise made use of a large 
pine tree which stood about 
halfway between the site of the 
old brick courthouse and the 
proposed location of a jail, 
later built on the site of the 
Henry Norris house on the left 
side of the road as one enters 
Columbiana from Calera. Holes 
were bored in the old tree and 
the holes were filled with 
powder which, when touched 
off, made a report so loud as to 
notify people living as far away 
from the town as Four Mile 
and neighboring communities, 
and which shattered the old 
tree to bits. 

Columbiana has remained 
from 1826 to the present day 
the county seat. Although it 
was not intended that the little 
frame school building should 
be used continuously, court 
was held there for the next 28 
years. In 1854, a structure of a

permanent nature was built 
and even that was inadequate 
from the time it was built. The 
red brick building, originally 
included two large rooms with 
two smaller ones in front on 
the ground floor, and one large 
room above for a court room, 
The lower offices were used by 
the Probate Judge and the 
Register in Chancery; the small 
platform projecting from the 
roof of the upper floor was 
used by the Sheriff to stand 
and call court. 

It was not until 1881 
alterations purposing to 
complete the building were 
added. James T. Leeper was 
the presiding judge. A grand 
jury room was built in the rear 
and a vestibule in front. Several 
years later two small vaults 
were added in the offices of 
the judge and the clerk of the 
court so that records might be 
safely preserved. 

The first court held in the 
county at the William S. 
Wallace residence near Siluria. 
It was presided over by three 
judges: George Phillips, Chief 
Justice and Bennett Ware and 
Patrick Hayes. Court sessions 
were for the most part

occupied with laying out and 
constructing roads, When court 
was removed to Columbiana in 
1826, the presiding judge was 
Joab Lawler. He represented 
the county in the state 
Legislature and served until 
1831, when he began his 
services in the Senate from 
Bibb and Shelby. In 1835 he 
was elected to Congress and 
served until his death in 1838, 
He was buried in Washington in 
the Congressional Cemetery.

“Mr. Speaker, that which 
we all knew ‘could’ happen did 
happen last week when the 
Capitol Building of the United 
States was desecrated by a 
tremendous bomb blast at 1:32 
A.M. on March Ist. The 
indignation, the outrage, that I 
feel for this tragic act is not 
that of a Member of Congress 
apprehensive of any special 
danger but rather that of an 
individual citizen of the United 
States realizing the proportion 
to which disregard for 
authority and lawful processes 
of government has risen. 

“In describing the position 
of the Congress and 
particularly the House of 
Representatives to the New 
York State Convention on the 
adoption of the Constitution in 


1788, Alexander Hamilton 
said, ‘Here, Sir, the People 
Govech. Una ats 


imperfections 
compromising, slow moving, 
sometimes tedious the 
Congress is fairly representative 
of the people of America, and 
generally the end product of its 
work should be the composite 
will of the American people. 
The Capitol itself is both a 
workplace and a_ national 
symbol of the institution. It 
belongs to all of the citizens of 
the United States, past, present 
and future; we who = are 
privileged to labor here for a 
time as elected representatives 
have no proprietary interest 
other than as ordinary citizens 
of the Republic. 

“Whether by derangement 
of mind and purpose or by 
design, those who perpetrated 
this act have committed a 
grevious crime against our 
society. If possible, it is even 
more reprehensible coming as it 
did during the week that the 
House passed the bill raising 
the public debt limit of our 
nation to $430 billion. The 
enormous debt was largely

“In a speech to Parliament

Contributions to candidates not 
deductable from income tax 


Q) Can I deduct the 
contribution | made to one of 
the candidates running for 
office here? 

A) No, contributions to 
political candidates and 
campaigns are not deductible, 

Q) As part of my job I work 
at home a lot and have a little 
office for myself. How do | 
handle my deduction for this? 

A) To qualify for a 
deduction, you must show you 
are required to provide your 
own space and facilities as a 
condition of your employment 
and you use it regularly for 
business purposes. 

You must also show the 
portion of your home used for 
this purpose and the time it is 
so used, 

For example, if the office 
space accounts for 10% of the 
space in your home, you may 
take 10% of such items as rent, 
depreciation, heat, light, 
insurance, real estate taxes and 
mortgage interest. If you use 
the office portion only half the 
time for business purposes then 
you may deduct only 5% of 
the expenses as a_ business 


deduction, 

Q) If I give presents to some 
of my customers can I deduct 
the cost as a business expense? 

A) Yes, business gifts are a 
deductible expense as long as 
they do not exceed $25, to any 
one customer during the year. 
If gifts total more than $25, 
only $25 may be deducted. A 
gift to a customer’s wife or 
child must generally be 
included with any gift to the 
customer himself in figuring 
the $25 limit. 

Note that gifts which cost 
$4 or less are not subject to 
this limit if your name is 
clearly and permanently 
printed on the item and is one 
of a number of identical items 
distributed by you. This would 
cover calendars, pens and 
similar items, 


Q) My brother had some 
heavy medical expenses last 
year and | helped him out with 
them, Can I deduct this on my 
return? 

A) As a general rule, only 
medical expenses paid for a 
dependent may be deducted

The purpose of the new 
OSH Act is “To assure so far as 
possible every working man 
and woman in the Nation safe 


and he althful working 
conditions... 
The Act applies to all 


businesses affecting interstate 
commerce except for certain 
employees in the mining and 
the transportation industries, 
which are covered by other job 
safety laws. Special provisions 
are made for Federal and State 
government employees. 

More than 57 million wage 
earners in 4.1 million 
establishments will be 
protected by the new law. 

Under the Act both 
employers and employees have 
duties. The employer must 
meet the standards which are 
promulgated and also provide a 
place of employment free from 
recognized hazards. Employees 
have the duty of complying 
with any rules, regulations or 
standards which apply to their 
own conduct. 

An initial group of more 
than 100 Labor Department 
safety officers and engineers 
will begin on-site inspections 
on April 28 to insure 
compliance with the new 
safety and health standards, 

Inspections may also be 
initiated as a result of a written 
request from employees 
reporting an alleged dangerous 
condition at their place of 
work, In such event, the 
employer will receive a copy of 
his employees’ complaint -- 
but the originating employees 
may remain anonymous. They 
are also protected by the Act 
from being discharged or 


issue a citation and a proposed 
penalty. Refusal to correct a 
violation can result in fines. 
Imprisonment may be imposed 
where a willful violation results 
in death. 

The Act provides an 
employer the right to contest 
any citation or proposed 
penalty by filing a timely 
request with new Independent 
Agency created by the law, 
The Occupational Safety and 
Health Review Commission 
The Commission's final 
judgments are subject to review 
by the U.S. Court of Appeals. 
Employees also have the right 
to seek relief from the Review 
Commission if they feel the 
time allowed their employer by 
the Labor Department for 
abatement of OSH violation is 
unreasonable. 

In enforcing the OSH Act, 
Secretary of Labor J.D. 
Hodgson has made it clear the 
a “worst first’ policy will be 
implemented, 

This will no doubt mean 
that high hazard industries and 
those firms with higher than 
average injury frequency rates 


will be visited by a Labor 
Department safety inspector 
soon after the April 28th 


effective date of the law. 

The Act also reflects 
awareness that the high rate of 
industrial accidents is not 
solely the fault of employers, 
Working people sometimes 
shun protective clothing or 


standards relating to the Act 
which are applicable to his own 
actions and conduct. 

Ignorance or disregard of 


safety practices are not the 
only causes of worker 
disability. The twentieth 
century has been tremendous 


technological accomplishments 
- but scientific and industrial 
innovations have outdistanced

Noting that he called “a 
new national passion for 
environmental improvement”

Some time ago, Dr. Roger 
O. Egeberg, HEW’s Assistant 
Secretary of Health and 


Scientific Affairs told a Senate 
subcommittee hearing on job 


safety that, “Maimed and 
broken bodies ... workers 
burned, blinded or gravely 


injured ... is the daily fare of 
hospitals in every part of the 
county, We are experiencing a 
continuing national tragedy of 


occupational injury and 
death” 
The Bureau of Labor 


Statistics says the number of 
reported disabling injuries was 


up from 11.4 per million 
employee- hours worked in 
1958 to 14,8 in 1968. And, 


there have been recent charges 
that many employers are 
careless in reporting such 
incidents. 


The new Act addresses itself 


to this problem by requiring 
employers to maintain accurate 
job injury records and by 
authorizing the Departments of 
Labor and Health Education 
and Welfare to require 
employers to file periodic 
reports on work-related deaths, 
injuries, and illnesses as well as 
reports on employee exposures 
to potentially toxic materials.

Hospital repaid 


by pharmacist 


A special audit of pharmacy 
records at Shelby Memorial 
Hospital resulted in two 
recommendations by the State 
Department of Examiners of 
Public Accounts. 

The first was that the 
hospital secure a faithful 
performance blanket bond on 
all employees, The second 
recommendation was that the 
hospital take steps to insure 
close control over the handling 
of drugs. 

These recommendations 
were made when the examiners 
filed their report after charging 
that the hospital's former 
pharmacist, William W. Travis, 
had approved payment for 
drugs that apparently were not 
received by the hospital. 

The audit was undertaken at 
the suggestion of Ernst and 
Ernst, the hospital's accounting 
firm, and covered the period 
October 1, 1969 through 
November 30, 1970, 

The total amount of money 


involved was $4,646.18 in 
cight different transactions. 
When state auditors presented 
the charges to Mr. Travis with a 
demand for settlement, he paid 
the charges. Travis’ 
employment at Shelby 
Memorial was terminated on 
November 30, 1970, but at the 
time, hospital officials were 
not aware that he had engaged 
in such practices, according to 
Dr. John B. Walters, Chairman 
of the Hospital’s Board of 
Directors. 

The following paragraphs 
are from the official audit, 
conducted by T. E. Peeks of 
the State Department of 
Examiners of Public Accounts. 

“During the period under 
audit records indicate that the 
hospital purchased through 
Interstate X-Ray Corporation 
of Alabaster, Darvon 
Compound-65, Vistaril, 
Atarax, and Cholografin 
Methigiucanine in the amount

David Owen built 
tavern in 1830 


According to Miles History 
of Columbiana, David Owen, in 
1830, built a log house for use 
as a tavern. A stage coach 
carried travelers and when, 
drawn by four horses, it 
reached the top of German 
Hill, above the residence now 
owned by Mrs. Forgus 
Williams, the driver made 
known his approach by 
blowing a horn, the number of 
blasts indicating the number of 
prospective guests. The coach 
continued in service even after 
the railroad was laid furnishing 
transportation to and from the 
depot. 

Mr. Owen occupied the 
tavern for many years before 
conveying it to Dixon 
McLendon, a relative. The 
tavern was later replaced by a 
frame building and was 
operated by a succession of 
proprietors before becoming 
thé property of J.R. White. 
This fine old building is best 
remembered as The White 
House. It was destroyed by fire 
in 1933. Originally purchased 
for use as a tavern site it had 
been the farm of Dr. J.C. 
Roberts. The other, houses 
built at about the same time as 
the White House and still 
remaining to prove the 
architectural taste of early 
residents include the old 
Leeper place, built by Judge 
James T. Leeper in the edge of 
town on Main Street and the 
imposing White residence of 
Judge and Mrs. W. W. Wallace 
near the beginning of the 
Shelby road. 

The Leeper place was 
purchased in 1955 by Harris M. 
Gordon to be rehabilitated and 
used as a family home. A third 
building of early days is the old 
house best remembered as the 
home of Jefferson B. Elliott 
and later by Dr. D. S. Lightcap, 
but known throughout the 
county today as the Bolton - 
Walton Funeral Home (This 
house has since been torn 
down and is now used as a car 
lot operated by Sherman - 
Holland). These houses together 
with the City Hall building 
which at the moment is 
undergoing redecoration give a 
mellow old time charm,. Miss 
Miles states, to the town that 
has survived for a century and 


a quarter. 
Regarding Wilsonville, Miss 
Miles says, that many 


structures in Wilsonville prove 
the importance of its early 
place in Shelby County 
history. The rich acres of that 
area were cultivated by 
experienced farmers. There 
were large plantations and 
many business men with 
progressive ideas and vision. 
The War between the States 
interfered here as in other 
sections of the county with the 
rapid settlement of the lands 
and prosperity of the people

remembered. In Klein, near 
Wilsonville, the Wallace family 
owned a vast plantation and 
their fine old home is today a 
landmark at the spot where the 
road to Childersburg branches 
off from Highway 25. It was 
not too far from this residence 
that a small house stood until a 
few years ago and is 
remembered as the school 
building in which Mrs. Kate 
Henderson Wallace, 
grandmother of the present 
Mayor of Columbiana, Wales 
W. Wallace Jr., brought together 
the small children of her slaves 
and taught them as she 
believed was the right of all 
children of whatever race or 
color. A small public lending 
library bearing her name stands 
near the old home in her 
memory. 


Also from that part of the 
county came Henry Walthall 
who added glamor to stories of 
the War Between the States by 
his enactment of the role of 
the “Little Colonel”, in “Birth 
of a Nation”, the early motion 
picture classic, produced about 
50 years ago. Mr. Walthall was 
a Broadway actor when 
selected to play the 
unforgettable role in the silent 
movie. His family owned a 
large plantation near that of 
the Wallaces. 

Another native of 
Wilsonville is Howard Hill 
whose artistry with the bow 
and arrow made possible 
period motion pictures of a 
spectacular type such as 
“Robin Hood”, for which he 
trained archers and “doubled” 
for the star Errol Flynn. =~ 

(Mr. Hill is living in Vincent 
having retired but was recently 
awarded the coveted honor of 
being placed in Alabama's 
“Hall of Fame”’.)

Wo you are a fisherman interested in maintaining a 
quality of water that will support fish in the future, now is 
the time for you to take action, 

Lee Walls, district biologist, Game and Fish Division 
of the State Department of Conservation, called last week 
and informed us of a meeting scheduled in Montgomery 
April 5-7 by the Water Quality Office of the Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

The purpose of the meeting is to give sportsmen and 
interested persons an opportunity to voice their opinions 
on the standards of water quality desired in Alabama. 

The Game and Fish Division has recommended a 
minimum water quality standard of five parts oxygen per 
million and with water discharged into streams not to 
exceed 90 degrees and no more than a daily fluctuation of 
water temperature of more than five degrees, 

These are the standards that the game and fish 
biologists have determined necessary if Alabama streams are 
to continue to support healthy fish populations, Industries 
und municipalities on the most part are requesting 
standards less than what are recommended by game and 
lish biologists, 

Walls pointed out that the water quality of streams in 
Alabama far surpass the minimum standards recommended 
by the conservation department. He said that we want to 
maintain the water quality in these streams: however, 
should the water quality deteriorate, we don’t want the 
standard of water to go below what is recommended by the 
conservation department. 

As co-chairman of Save the Cahaba Committee, | am 
requesting an opportunity to speak at the hearing in behalf 
of the people of Shelby County, I need your help. Every 
fisherman and every person participating in recreation 
afforded by the rivers and streams of Shelby County should 
be interested in maintaining a high standard of water 
quality. If you can go to Montgomery with me on 
Wednesday, April 7, let me know. If you are not able to 
attend the hearing in Montgomery, drop me a card of letter 
Stating your interest in maintaining a high standard of water 
quality. This is our opportunity to be heard, so take action. 

Here is a letter we received recently: 

“Please send me information about your work to save 
the Cahaba River from development. | would support your 
work in any way I could. I am twelve years old, and I go to 
the river often. It surprises me that it has survived thus far 
with the little pollution it has.” 

The letter was signed Kevin Clayton of Birmingham.

During the 
conversation, he said he wanted to appeal to the coon and

He said that fox and coon hunters have the entire 
year to run their dogs and hopes that they will allow the 
turkey hunter to enjoy his sport which lasts a little over one 
month,

Grand jury recommends 
pay raises for deputies 


The grand jury completed its deliberations 
Tuesday morning, in less time than court officers had 
predicted. 

The grand jury considered 168 cases, Of these, 
146 are true bills and will be taken to court, Four 
cases were continued and 18 cases were returned as no 
bills, without sufficient evidence for a case. Four cases 
were classified as misdemeanors and 140 cases are 
felonies. 

The major recommendation to come from the 
grand jury’s deliberations involved the _ sheriff's 
department and alluded to the friction that exists 
between that department and the County Commission. 

The jury recommended that the department be 
placed on the same pay scale as the officers with the 
Alabama Department of Public Safety. They also 
recommended that the same clothing allowance be 
given the deputy sheriff as that which is now provided 
the state troopers by the Department of Public 
Safety. 

The grand jury report stated, “We also 
recommend that all equipment purchased for the 
Sheriff Department be made with the approval and 
knowledge of the Sheriff; we further recommend that 
a closer association and exchange of viewpoints 


between the Board of Revenue (Ed note: now called 


County Commission) and the Sheriff Department 
would be beneficial to Shelby County. We further 
recommend that due consideration be given to the 
prior grand jury recommendations insofar as to provide 
a covered walkway. from the jail to the courtroom.” 


The grand jury studied the audit of Shelby 
Memorial Hospital records of October 1, 1969 to 
November 30, 1971 and neither accepted nor rejected 
the audit. The District Attorney’s office was requested 
to make further investigation into the hospital audit 
and report his findings to the next grand jury. 


Audits were studied and accepted from the 
following: University of Montevallo; Board of Revenue 
and Control and County Depository, Offices of tax 
collector, tax assessor, and judge of probate. 


After the grand jury indictments were 
completed, Circuit District Attorney Harold Walden 
scheduled 14 cases for arraignment Wednesday 
morning, so they could be set for speedy trial during 
criminal week beginning next Monday, Involved in 
these cases are 14 men who have remained in jail since 
their arrests, unable to make bond. 


Two of the cases are for second degree murder. 
Charles E, Creel of Rt. 1, Maylene and J.C. Ray of 
Calera are accused of murdering their wives.

makes wall systems 


Another first is soon to be 
recorded in Shelby County. 

The only plant in Alabama 
to manufacture patented 
pre-stressed wall systems was 
started this week north of 
Pelham, 

Garr S. Williams, president 
of Jamestown Corporation, 
told the Shelby County 
Reporter that the walls 
manufactured at the Shelby 
County plant can be used both 
for the housing industry and 
for commercial buildings. 

Made of pre-stressed 
concrete, the walls can be 
made to duplicate brick, cedar 
shake, board and batten and 
other conventional wall 
finishes. They are load bearing 
walls and can be used as 
interior or exterior walls. 

Location for the plant is 
across Highway 31 from the 


Dixie Cloth Barn, between 
SoutheaStern Products and 
Odom Steel. 

Williams told the Reporter 
the firm hopes to produce its 
first wall panels by May 1, 
although the building may not 
be completed by that time. He 
estimates that about ten or 
twelve persons will be 
employed. 

The Jamestown Corporation 
is the first operational division 
of its parent holding company, 
the newly formed Thirteenth 
Colony Corporation. 

Initial investment in the 
Shelby County plant will be 
$250,000, Williams said, 

Jamestown has a license to 
build the walls, which are 
patented by Modular Walls 
Systems of Charlotte, N.C.

Shelby Springs popular 
prior to Civil War 


Shelby Springs was a 
popular summer resort many 
years prior to the Civil War, 
according to Myrtle Miles. 
Families drove their carriages 
from all parts of the state to 
drink the health - giving waters 
and rest in the large frame 
hotel that stood there. 

During the War the 
Confederate government took 
over the hotel and planned to 
use it as a hospital for the 
troops but the surrender put an 
end to proposals for rebuilding 
and equipping with 300 beds. 
During most of the nineteenth 
century the place remained a 
popular camp ground for 
religious and political rallies. 

A high light of its history 
was the debate between 
Seantor John T. Morgan for 
the Democrats and Napoleon 
Mardis for the Republicans. 
Special trains were run from 
Anniston to Selma, and 10,000 
people gathered for a barbecue 
dinner and to hear the 
candidates. There were heated 
arguments as to which speaker 
would have first chance to 
present his arguments, Sen. 
Morgan was finally chosen as 
first speaker and was to take 
whatever time he thought 
necessary, Mardis was to reply, 
taking as much time as he 
wanted. Senator Morgan began, 
speaking deliberately and 
forcefully, meanwhile keeping 
an eye on the barbecue pits. 
The noonday sun beat 
mercilessly down and the 
aroma of the cooking meat

became more and more 
enticing as the speaker 
eloquently went on and on. 
Although in fine form he was 
obviously holding back, At last 
the food was ready and the 
master of ceremonies prepared 
to strike the dinner gong. The 
senator, ever watchful, saw him 
and boomed forth the 
announcement that he had 
not finished but would 
continue after dinner. Then he 
jumped down from the 
platform and joined in the rush 
for the barbecue tables. 

When dinner was finished 
the crowd was again called 
back, Senator Morgan mounted 
the platform and resumed his 
speech. Slowly the day waned 
but the speaker’s voice did not. 
Twilight came and he was still 
talking. Finally whistles and 
clangs from the locomotives of 
the special trains warned that 
they were getting ready to 
depart. The crowd moved 
restlessly and Senator Morgan 
announced that he regretted 
that time had been insufficient 
for his arguments and that he 
hoped to continue in a 
subsequent address, very soon. 
Then he stepped down from 
the speaker’s paltform while 
the crowd rushed pell mell to 
board the train - - Mr. Mardis’s 
comments were not recorded. 

In 1938 the site of Shelby 
Springs was bought by J.R. 
Irby of Cincinnati who built a 
large white house, improved 
the swimming pool and 
landscaped the gardens, After

About Calera 

Before signing off for this 
series of articles, I have located 
a book written by Rev. B. F. 
Riley, DD bearing the title 
“Alabama As It Is” - The book 
was adopted by the State by an 
Act approved Feb. 28, 1887. It 
was published by the 
Constitution Publishing Co., 
Atlanta, Ga. and contains brief 
chapters on all counties in 
Alabama and a few towns. 
Among the towns is Calera - 
which at this time, according 
to Dr,-Riley,-is fastest growing 
in the county. He says the 
population is 2,000. The name 
Calera - is a Spanish word 
meaning “lime”. Besides its 
lime works it has, at this time, 
shoe factories, tanneries, spoke 
and hub works, handle 
factories, saw and planing 
mills, charcoal and wood 
alcohol establishments, etc. 

Ed. note: The fact that

Local employees of the 
Alabama Forestry Commission 
and the Department of 
Conservation are asking all 
Shelby County citizens to be 
very careful with outdoor fires 
during this Spring wildfire 
season, 

Shelby County Forest 
Ranger A.C. McCullers and 
Conservation Officer Doyle 
Wood suggest that no burning 
of any kind be done outdoors 
on dry, windy days. 

“Each year in the Spring 
forest wildfire season,” Ranger 
McCullers said recently, 
“thousands of forest fires burn 
millions of dollars of valuable 
timber and watershed land 
across the State." The Alabama 
Forestry Commission spends 
about three- fourths of all its 


revenue on detecting and 
suppressing wildfires, 

Thete are about 150 
lookout towers in Alabama 
from which wildfires are 
detected. Shelby County has 
two of these towers located at 
Signal Mt. at Mooretown, 
Ranger McCullers said, “The 
County also has three truck 
and tractor units,” he added, 
‘‘which are the primary 
wildfire fighting tool, About 
200 of these units are located

Seventeen boys and the 
scoutmaster from Columbiana 
scout troop 560 left in tired

Patient’s condition determines 
placement in nursing homes 


The difference between a 
skilled nursing home and an 
intermediate care facility has 
been a subject of much 
discussion in Alabama and 
Shelby County recently. 

Patients have been asked to 
transfer from skilled nursing 
homes only after the patient's 
condition and needs have been 
carefully evaluated, states Dr. 
Paul I. Robinson of Medical 
Services Administration, 
Alabama Department of Public 
Health. MSA administers the 
Medicaid program in Alabama. 

“Those persons who have 
been asked to move may need 
hlep in their everydya activities 
of living, but we found that 
they did not need the care of a 
skilled nurse 24 hours a day,” 
Dr, Robinson explained. 

Essentially, the only 
difference between a skilled 


nursing home and an 
intermediate care facility is the 
training of the nursing staff. 
State health department 
regulations require that a 
skilled nursing home have one 
skilled nurse - licensed practical 
nurse or registered nurse - on 
duty for 14 hours a day for 
each 10 patients. A registered 
nurse must be in charge, but 
she need not be present 24 
hours a day. Rules for 
intermediate care facilities 
require that a trained nurse be 
in charge, but other members 
of the nursing staff may be 
aides or attendatns, 


If the patient only needs 
assistance in feeding himself or 
the ordinary activities of living, 
unskilled nursing care is 
adequate.

WITHIN THE CITY OF 
ALABASTER, ALABAMA: 

BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
ALABASTER, ALABAMA, AS 
FOLLOWS: ; 

Section 1, It shalt be unlawful 
for any person, firm, or 
Corporation, to keep any domestic 
or farm animal or fowl, including 
cats and dogs, within the corporate 
limits of the City of Alabaster, 
Alabama, in such manner as will be, 
@ public or private health hazard, 
safety hazard, or a public or private 
nuisance due to obnoxious odors or 
noises. 

Section 2, it shall be untawful 
for any person, firm, or corporation 
to permit their premises, whether 
vacant or not, to accumulate 
bottles, tin cans, brush, trash, 
rubbish, a growth of weeds, or 
anything that will, or is likely to, 
constitute a health hazard, safety 
hazard, nuisance, obnoxious odor 
or condition, or unsightly 
appearance, 

Section 3. Anyone or ali of the 
untawful acts defined in Section 1 
and 2 are hereby declared to be 
Public nuisances per se, and should 
the owner or person in charge of 
any of the fowls or animais or the 
Premises upon which the same are 
kept, or the premises upon which 
other unsanitary conditions exist, 
fail to make such premises 
completely sanitary within ten (10) 
days after written notice by the 
Sheiby County Health Officer to do 
so, of should the owner or person 
in charge of the premises fall to 
remove the cause of the obnoxious 
odors, noises or conditions or 
unsightly appearances within ten 
(10) days after written notice by 
the Chief of Police to do so, then 
such person, firm or corporation 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shai 
be fined not less than five (5) nor 
more than one hundred (100) 
dollars.

Mrs. Browne was a native of 
Toledo, Ohio and longtime 
resident of Birmingham and 
Vincent, 

She was a registered nurse, 
holding a degree from a 
Colorado Springs, Colorado 
school of nursing, 

She was active in civic 
affairs in Vincent and Shelby 
County, serving as secretary

According to reports, Leroy 
Collum of Rt.

“ The ‘Alabama GI Bill’ could be just the ticket to give a 
financial boost to some Shelby County high school seniors 
who need funds to enter college this fall, according to Bill 
Clark, Shelby County Veterans Service Officer. 


“At the present time,” 


said Clark, “there are more 


than 1200 students, on a statewide basis, attending college 
under the Alabama GI Bill, and many thousands have taken 
advantage of its benefits since World War II.” 

Mle pointed out that, “This program is a one-hundred 
percent Alabama program and has no effect whatever on 
similar benefits offered by the Veterans Administration, an 
agency of the Federal Government.” 

Clark explained that the Alabama GI Bill provides free

Of special 
importance in our area is the 
plight of men who are listed as 
missing in action. 

There are seventeen families 
in the greater Birmingham area 
who have men listed as missing 
in action in Southeast Asia. 
Two of these families live in 
the immediate area covered by 
the Shelby County Reporter. 

Mr. and Mrs. Marvin P. 
Bannon have never heard from 
their son since he went down 
over Laos in July, 1969. The 
Bannons lived in Montevallo 
until recently when they 
moved to Jemison. 

Their son is Air Force Major 
Paul W. Bannon, who is 
married to the former Nancy 
Smith of Hueytown, She now 
lives in Fort Walton Beach, 


Florida with their three 
children, 
The Bannons have been 


unable to get any word from 
the government of Laos or 
North Vietnam about their 
son, Last October the major’s 
wife went on a tour of eight 
countries with the wives of 
several other men who are 
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missing in action. The trip was 
paid for by citizens of Fort 
Walton Beach who raised the 
money at various fund-raising 
events, The wives had an 
audience with the Pope, went 
to Sweden and London to 
inquire about the plight of 
their husbands, and then went 
to Bangkok and Vientiene, 
Laos. In Vientiene they were 
graciously received and were 
promised that some word 
would be sent them soon, 


However, to date Major 
Bannon’s wife has not heard 
from the government and his 
name has not appeared on any 
list of prisoner’s names. 

The children of Panama 


City raised money last month 
to enable three of the 
servicemen’s wives to return to 
Vientiene. Mrs. Bannon was 
among them. Last Thursday a 
representative of the Pathet 
Lao told them in Vientiene 
that he had been unable to 
gather any information about 
their husbands because 
American bombings over 
northern Laos kept the Pathet 
Lao busy with self defense. 

The son of Fred Moreland 
of Rt. |, Brierfield has been 
listed as missing in action for 
more than two years, He has 
received no word about the 
fate of his son. 

The North Vietnamese will 
not even acknowledge whether

It usually takes five or six 
weeks for the IRS to issue a 
refund if your tax return is 
correctly made out and filed 
early, W.T. Coppinger, 
District Director for Alabama, 
said today. 


If you do not receive your 
refund within this period, you 
should wait at least ten weeks 
after filing before writing the 
KRS. Writing earlier may only 
delay processing, he said. 


To avoid refund delays, Mr.

Education is the biggest 
business in Alabama, Over 
$500 million annually is the 
dollar volume of the enterprise 
in’ Alabama, with Alabama 
citizens being the prime 
stockholders and beneficiaries. 
Education in Alabama is 
largely a state activity, since 
$.63 of every dollar spent for 
education comes from the state 
appropriations, 


Alabama ranks fourth 
nationally in percentage of 
state money provided for 


education, fifth nationally in 


the percentage of federal 
money received by Alabama 
schools, and forty seventh 
nationally in the percentage of 
local money provided for 
Alabama schools. 

In 1969, the Alabama 


Legislature enacted Act 33 
which made it mandatory that 
every county in the state 
supply a certain amount of 
local money for the school 
systems in that county or face 
a complete cut-off of state 
funds, 

The 1971=72 school year 
will find many counties in a lot 
of trouble because of the local 
effort law. This will occur for 
several reasons, First of all, the 
local effort requirement is 
calculated on a county wide 
basis, which does not take into 
account that in a_ particular 
county there may be a city 


school system which develops, 


more local effort than is 
required while the county wide 
average would fall below the 
required level, thus penalizing 
every school system in the 
county. In addition, counties 
are not permitted to count as 
local effort, those funds which 
come to the school system 
because of a federal 
installation’s being located 
within the county.

Ad Valorem tax equalization 
in our county is, in my opinion, 
an issue which every individual 
landowner should strive for, The 
funds derived from this tax are 
used basically for education 
within our own county, The 
inequity found in land 
assessments in a large part 
accounts for the poor financial 
condition confronting our school 
systems, To illustrate these 
inequities - five large companies 
own 40% of the land in Shelby 
County - the ad valorem taxes 
they pay account for less than 2% 
of the tax paid, There are further 
inequities which exist between 
individual land owners, The ad 
valorem tax is supposed to be 
based on a percentage of the 
actual market value of the land, 
for example, the assessment rate 
for automobiles is about 20%, 
whereas for home owners it is 
approximately 15% - 16%. YET 
for these five large landowners 
(paper and steel companies), the 
tate of taxation is only 14% - 2%, 
1 feel we should not tolerate the 
‘jnequiety any more than we 
would tolerate, allowing some 
individuals in the county to pay 
1% sales tax and others to pay 
4%,

cities provide buildings, roads, 
utilities, and supplies for a 
school, but because the money 
for these facilities and services, 
is not carried on the books of 
the Board of Education, they 
can not be included in 
calculating the local effort for 
the county. 

Because the required local 
effort is determined by an 
average of several factors, there 
will always be half of the 
state’s schools below the 
average and half above the 
average. 

It is generally agreed that 
local schools receive more 
support from within the 
geographic area they serve, 
However, under a strict 
application of the law, a 
county could be short as little 
as ten cents ($.10) and still be 
panalized the full amount of 


state funds normally allotted 


to that particular county. One 
remedy here would be to 
penalize the county a 
corresponding amount of state 
money as the county failed to 
raise locally. 

It would be helpful if the 
procedure for calculating the 
amount of required local effort 
could be tied to a fixed index 
figure for say a five year 
period, and at the end of the 
five years, the required local 
effort would be recalculated 
for all counties. This would 
seem just and equitable 
provided the penalty for failing 
to meet the required amount 
of local effort would be 


adjusted to that outlined in the . 


preceeding paragraph. 


If some relief is to be 
obtained, citizens must study 
the situation and express to 
their legislators their feelings 
on the subject of required local 
effort. A better informed 
citizenry should help to create 
a climate in which our schools 
can thrive.

A number of Shelby county 
cotton farmers are finding 
themselves in the position of 
putting their cotton picking 
machines in the from 
harvesting the 1970 crop and 
rolling out their planting 
equipment for the 1971 crop 
at the same time. 

Continued wet 
plagued cotton 
throughout the harvest season, 
keeping heavy cotton picking 
machinery out of the field for 
long periods of time. 

Dewey F. Bolton - a cotton 
grower and ginner at 
Wilsonville - provides a case in 
point. “I still had 1970 cotton 
in the field in late March. I like 
to plant cotton in early April,” 
he said, 

Bolton was harvesting a 
acre cotton 1970 crop. Shelby 
County had 4,447.7 acres 
cotton on 217 farms last year. 
The county ranks high in 
comparison with other areas in 
cotton yeild, averaging 525 
pounds lint cotton per acre in

“We expect all cotton 
allotment acres in Shelby 


county to be planted in 1971,” 
he said. 

Shelby county farmers will 
harvest and market near 2.4 
million pounds lint cotton 
from the 1970 crop - grossing 
near one-half million dollars. 

This one-half million dollars 
is not all labor return for 
cotton growers, Bolton 
estimates that he must have 
one and one- fourth bales 
cotton yield to break even on 
expenses of producing and 
harvesting the crop. 

Putting this in terms of 
dollars and cents - “It costs me 
approximately $120 to 


produce and harvest a bale of 


cotton that currently is selling 
for approximately $200,” he 
said. 

Most Shelby county cotton 
farmers are highly mechanized. 
“D.E. Morris of Harpersville 
has equipment that will 
prepare seed bed for his 360 
ucre cotton crop in five days 
and plant the crop in two to 
three days,” explained ASCS 
director Smith. 

High machinery inventory 
means a high dollar investment 
for the cotton grower. Bolton 
estimates his investment in 
farming equipment if bought at 
present prices to be near the 
$100,000 figure. Many 
merchants in Shelby county 
have less inventory than this 
amount. 

Shelby cotton ginners are 
keeping their equipment up to 
date. Bill and Sam Florey of 
the Coosa Valley Cooperative 
Gin at Vincent are in process 
of installing equipment to 
modernize their gin to do a

Ray gets 99 years 


on murder charge 


J. C. Ray of Calera was 
found guilty by a Shelby 
County jury on charges of 
murder in the second degree in 
circuit court, The jury asked 
for a sentence of 99 years, Ray 
was accused of killing his wife 
last December. 

Ray's court-appointed 
attorney entered evidence in an 
attempt to show that Ray was 
not guilty by reason of 
insanity, but the eleven-man 
one-woman jury was 
apparently not impressed by 
the argument. 

In a second jury case heard 
in circuit court last week, 
David Graham of Rt. 1, 
Helena, whose family operates 
a cigarette store on Highway 
31 just south of the Cahaba 
River bridge, was found guilty 


on charges of hunting without 
a permit. 

Graham’s case was on 
appeal from the Law and 
Equity Court.

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Shelby County DPS 
handles $1.5 million

Almost a million dollars was 
paid to old age pensioners in 
Shelby County last year 
through the Department of 
Pensions and Security. 

In the annual report of the 
agency, which covers the fiscal 
year October 1, 1969 to 
September 30, 1970, it was 
revealed that old age assistance 
amounted to $995,993 in 
Shelby County. Of this sum, 
$45,778 went directly to 
nursing homes, and $2,992 to 
hospitals. 

The total amount of public 
assistance received by Shelby 
County residents was 
$1 391,803.49 according to 
the report which means that by 
far the greatest portion of 
assistance went to the aged, 

The sum of $20,508 went 
to blind persons in the county. 
Aid to dependent children 
totaled $236,668. It was the 
second largest category, but a 
small percentage of the total 
expenditure. 

Permanently and totally 
disabled persons in the county 
received a total of $119,449 
during the year, 

Children in foster homes in 
Shelby County received aid 
totaling $17,636.58 during the 
fiscal year. Family day 
expenditures came to $1,510 
and the sum of $37.50 was 
expended for temporary aid. 

During September of 1970, 
the last month of the fiscal 
year, there were 1,211 
receiving old age assistance. 
Average payment was $70.24. 

The average amount ofl 
assistance to each of the 23 
blind persons in the county 
was $75.17 during that month. 

The 395 cases under aid to 
dependent children, 
average assistance of $55.70. 

Twenty-eight children were 
being aided in foster 
during that month with 
average assistance of $48.95.

operation, Dr, Estes estimates 
that the resulting savings from 
the suggestions made by the 
executives will be in excess of 
$500,000 a year, with the total 
cost of implementation being 
about $100,000. 

Mr. Stephens stirred his 
listeners when he asked, “Have 
you stopped to examine your 
local school system to 
determine how it measures up 
to modern managerial 
standards; What measures of 
quality control, let us say, exist 
in our school systems? Are we 
producing the best possible 
product with the least waste of 
our financial and _ physical 
resources? If we don’t know 
the answer to these questions, 
then I say, it’s high time that 
businessmen got concerned 
about education. 

“With the ferment in 
today’s elementary and 
secondary education, 
experimentation and 
innovation taking place at 
every schoolhouse in town, it 
behooves all of us as educators 
and businessmen to scrutinize 
these new developments - not 
only in light of their 
educational soundness, but 
how well they measure up to 
the standards of acceptable 
business practices.” 

In concluding his remarks, 
Mr. Stephens said to the 
businessmen, “ we need 
your advice, your support, and 
above all, your constructive 
criticism. Unless we can take 
an objective look at the 
problems - free of emoticns - as 
well as the opportunities facing 
education in Alabama, 
tomorrow won't be as bright 
and as promising as it 
otherwise could be.”

Nine states had to ratify the 
Constitution after it was forged 
into being in Philadelphia in 
1787. The major compromise 
worked out to achieve 
ratification was the agreement 
(unwritten but clearly 
understood by all) that the Bill 
of Rights would be vigorously 
supported and adopted during 
the first Congress.

Every 
single day, in thousands of 
different ways, this precious 
right is exercised across our 
land. 

Some have little or no 
contact with elected officials, 
while others may have the 
occasion several times a year or 
more often. But for all, the 
Right is there, present 
whenever the need may arise.

what the old concept of their 
function might have been, they 
certainly have a place in our 
system. The advocacy of 
opposing points of view in a 
fair and reasonable manner 
provides valuable assistance to 
those who must make ultimate 
decisions. 

All of us, in one way or 
another, are lobbyists for the 
principles we believe in. This is 
a part of the genius of our 
democracy. We may disagree 
with our neighbor down the 
street, or in Kansas or 
California, but all of us stand 
equal under the Constitution in 
our ability either individually 
or collectively to work toward 
a given goal. In other words, 
“to petition the government 

. for a redress of grievances.” 

One of the encouraging 
things that comes to my 
attention almost daily is, rather 
than finding areas of 
disagreement. Just a few 


examples that come to mind 
that began not long ago as 
grassroots murmurs and built 
into significant _ national 
legislation are the Tax Reform 
Act of 1969, Legislative 
Reorganization Act, anti- 
pollution bills passed last year, 
and most recently the defeat of 
funding for the proposed 
Supersonic Transport (SST). 
As always, your 
Congressman is available to 
listen to your petition or 
request, whatever it may be.

Doodle socking? No, it’s not a new dance but a 
relatively new fishing technique that should bring the bass 
to the boat this summer, 

I first heard mention of this technique about a year 
ago while hunting with John DeBuys on his farm over in 
East Saginaw. John said doodle socking is a popular method 
of fishing in the bayous of Louisiana, He gave this simple 
explanation: you doodle a bait around a brush top and 
when a fish hits, you sock it to him. 

1 laughed and promptly forgot about it until last 
Thursday night when Bob Brister, field editor for Field and 
Stream magazine, talked about doodle socking for bass 
during his presentation in the sport fishing course 
sponsored by the University of Alabama in Birmingham. 

Brister said doodle socking is a deadly technique for 
bass when they leave the banks and head for deeper water 
in the summertime. He said Lay Lake will be an ideal lake 
for doodle socking. Here’s how you do it: find you a big 
tree that is standing in the water just off a river point, drop 
a weighted plastic worm or jig worm down near the trunk 
of the tree, jig it up and lower it back and when a bass hits, 
sock it to him and bring him to the boat. 

Brister uses a saltwater popping rod with a lot of 
backbone to get the doodle- socked bass out of the 
underbrush fast. 

Brister also had some interesting comments about 
fishing for bass when they begin to school. He recommends 
what he calls a slurp bait -- a topwater plug with spinner 
back and front similiar to the Devil Horse. He said the 
slurping sound that the bait makes sounds just like a school 
of shad surfacing. For bigger bass during schooling time, 
Brister jigs a spoon under the schools of shad. He said the 
larger bass usually roam beneath the school and wait for 
crippled shad to come limping by. 

Brister and Jerry King of Birmingham fished Lay 
Lake last Thursday mourning and came in around noon with 
a nice string of bass -- the largest going over four pounds. 
They located the bass on the river points and fished the 
Bush Hog back in the brush,

Those of us who ply the 
penpoint industry grow 
accustomed during the years to 
frequent ciritcism and we are 
also keenly grateful for the few 
bouquets occasionally tossed 
across the inky trail. For 
instance, this morning’s mail 
brought a splendid letter from 
Douglas Clark, formerly of 
Birmingham, recently retired 
and currently residing at his 
spacious home in Shelby, We 
quote in part his letter dated 
March 30.

“As work on Lay Dam 
(then known as Lock 12) 
approached an end, more than 
a hundred law suits were filed 
against the company alleging 
that the dam would create a 
public nuisance since it would 
breed mosquitos that carried 
malaria.

Gorgas, who had conquered 
the malaria problem at the 
Panama Canal, to Columbiana 
to testify. The result was a 
victory for the Power 
Company. Give me a little time 
and I ought to be able to give 
you the facts so that you can 
present them to your readers.

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Social Security Office offers 
answers by telephone service 


Shelby County residents 
who have a question to ask 
about social security should 
telephone 425-4334. 

Social security matters can 
generally be handled by 
telephone, according to Charles 
J. Simon, Social Security 
District Manager in Bessemer. 
Most people can now file their 
social security claims or have 
their questions answered by 
telephone. 

Social security offices all 
over the country are putting in 
new telephone equipment so as 
to provide courteous and 
convenient telephone service. 
The new project is called 
“Teleservice”. 

Simon pointed out that the 
public can still come into the 
office if they prefer - some 
people just rather handle their 
business on a face to face basis. 
“Our goal”, said Simon, “is to 
give everyone the type of 
service he wants and needs”. 

He told of a recent case 
involving a widow with four 
young children, She lived 12 


miles from the district office 
and had no one to care for her 
children. She called the social 
security people to ask about 
office hours and was pleasantly 
surprised to find the claims 
application could be completed 
during the telephone interview. 
It was mailed to her for her 
signature. She mailed it back to 
the social security office 
together with the necessary 
birth certificates and marriage 
certificate. These proofs were 
returned to her by mail. She 
and the children now receive 
$434.40 a month and it was all 
handled by one telephone call. 

Another area that is a 
“natural” for “Teleservice” is 
the issuance of social security 
cards, Simon mentioned that 
his office issues about 400 
original and duplicate social 
security cards each month. 
These include youngsters 
getting their first card, women 
changing their name after 
marriage, and workers of all 
ages who have lost their cards. 

Simon commented about 


obtaining these cards, “A trip 
to our office isn’t necessary; 
just call and we will mail you 
the application form and a 
return envelope. If you need 
help, we'll complete the form 
over the telephone and mail to 
you to sign”. 

“Teleservice” is another 
attempt by the social security 
people to provide quick and 
convenient service. Just call 
425-4334 and you will 
probably be ___ pleasantly 
surprised to see how many 
matters can be entirely handled 
without leaving your home,

Senator Sparkman 
answers questions 


Supreme Court decision 
barring non- denominational 
prayer in public buildings? 

SPARKMAN: I and at least 
25 other Senators are 
co-sponsoring Senate Joint 
Resolution 32, proposing an 
amendment to the U.S. 
Constitution with respect to 
prayer in public buildings. Just 
a few days ago I urged Sen, 
James Eastland, Chairman of 
the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, to hold hearings 
on this proposal. The proposed 
amendment reads as follows: 
*‘Nothing contained in this 
Constitution shall abridge the 
right of persons lawfully 
assembled, in any public 
building which is supported in 
whole or in part through the 
expenditure of public funds, to 
participate in non- 
denominational prayer. 

QUESTION: FBI Director 
J. Edgar Hoover seems to be 
the target of attacks and 
criticism about the way he runs 
the FBI. What is your opinion 
of Mr. Hoover’s performance 
of his job? 

SPARKMAN: Since his 
appointment in 1924 as FBI 
Director, Mr. Hoover has 
guided and shaped the FBI in 
such a way that his 
Department has the 
overwhelming respect of 
professional law enforcement 
officials and the American 
people throughout the Nation. 
Some in our society seem to 
feed on disrespect for law 
enforcement. It seems to me 
that attention should be called 
from time to time to the vital 
stake that our citizens have in 
effective law enforcement. I 
congratujate Mr. Hoover on the 
job that he is doing.

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ASC offers credit to farmers 


Shelby County feed grain 
farmers who are unable to 
obtain enough blight- resistant 
corn seed to plant 45 percent 
of their feed grain base may 
receive ‘prevented planting 
credit’, according to H.C. 
McDanal, Chairman of the 
Shelby County Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
(ASC) Committee. 

This means that producers 
who qualify and made the 
required certification will not 


have their feed grain bases 
reduced for failure to plant 
corn, 

Farmers receiving ‘prevented 
planting credit’ may plant the 
acreage which would have been 


put into corn to other crops if 


they choose, providing they are 
not quota crops. 

To qualify for ‘prevented 
planting credit’ a producer who 
has a farm with an eligible feed 
grain base must file a request at 


the county ASCS office not 


later than 15 days after the end 
of the normal planting period 
for corn in the county. For 
Shelby County, the deadline 
for filing requests is June 15, 
1971. 


The request form is available 
at the County ASCS Office. On 
it, the producer will note 
which seed dealers he tried to 
obtain blight- resistant corn 
seed from. 


producer will also 


certify he was unable to obtain 
sufficient blight- resistant corn 
seed to plant at least 45 
percent of his farm’s feed grain 
base. 


After all requests are filed, 
the County ASC Committee 
will first check with local seed 
dealers and then notify 


producers of the action taken 
by the Committee on the 
requests for ‘prevented 
planting credit’.

Watson retires 
as postmaster 


Morris Watson retired this 
month as Montevallo 
Postmaster after having served 
more consecutive years in the 
position than any postmaster 
in the office's 149 year history. 

Mrs. Leslie Mahaffey was 
named officer in charge until a 
new postmaster is named. 

The post office was 
established May 23, 1822 as 
Wilson Hill, Alabama. The first 
postmaster was John Francis 
who served for a year. 

On July 14, 1826 the name 
was changed to Montevallo. 
The first postmaster under the 
new name was Leroy McCravey 
who served until July 8, 1829. 

Frank C, Crowe held the 
position longer than any other 
postmaster, but his tenure was 
divided. He served from 1897 
to 1914 and again from 1922 
to 1933. 

Watson was appointed 
postmaster in August, 1950. 
Poor health prompted his 
retirement, 
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Wilsonville bank robbers still 
at large with $25,843 in cash

It was a game of cops and 
robbers all over Shelby County 
last Thursday after the 
Wilsonville branch of the First 
National Bank of Columbiana 
was held up by three men 
wearing ski masks, 

Chief Deputy Joe Roden 
and Jim Davenport arrived to 
investigate. Five FBI men 
arrived within 30 minutes after 
the report. 

Ironically, it was the 
Wilsonville policeman’s day off 
and he was out of town. 

A young boy watched the 
men enter and leave the bank 
and was helpful in giving 
information to law 
enforcement officers. 

The men left the scene in a 
1960 Pontiac, stolen from the 
street in Calera. According to 
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Deputy Roden the men left the 
Pontiac at a point three and a 
half miles from Wilsonville on 
an unnumbered paved road 
that enters highway 55. 

Officers now theorize that 
they had two cars stashed there 
and that a woman drove off in 
one car with the money, ski 
masks, rubber gloves and other 
incriminating evidence, leaving 
the three men and two women 
to drive off in the other car. 

(A variation on the theory is 
that the group hid the money 
somewhere to come back at a 
later date to retrieve it.) 

Lt. Buddy Glasgow stopped 
a green Plymouth on a highway 
into Leeds, warning them 
against driving too fast, In the 
automobile were three white 
men and two women. He 
followed them into Leeds and

75th anniversary- 


Shelby County’s oldest business celebrates 


Shelby County’s oldest 
business establishment is 
celebrating its 75th anniversary 
this year. The Columbiana 
Leader, established in 1896 by 
Max Lefkovits, is marking its 
diamond anniversary with a 
series of planned events. 

The Columbiana Leader has 
been in continuous operation 
by the same family, and is 
now owned by Norman 
Lefkovits and his wife, Sonya, 

The founder was born in 
Hungary in 1872 and landed in 
America with 16 cents in his 
pocket. His story is a true-life 
illustration of the American 
dream. 

After traveling about the 
country a short while, he came 
to Columbiana in 1894 or 


1895, 

By 1896 he had established 
his business with Philip Erlick 
and called it the Columbiana 
Mercantile Company. It was 
located across the street from 
where the Leader now stands, 
A newspaper account in 1905 
stated the store occupied a 
building of 7,820 square feet. 
They employed five clerks and 
a bookkeeper. 

In 1907 he entered into 
partnership with his 
brother-in-law Simon 
Friedberger and located the 
store in its present location. 

Two years later he bought 
out Friedberger for $1,585.43, 
which included the stock and 


fixtures, 
In 1951 Max Lefkovits gave 


took them to the Leeds City 
Hall for questioning. 

The five were checked, but 
none were reported as wanted 
and the car was not stolen. 
Their story was that they were 
on the way to Draper Prison to 
visit the brother of one of the 
women, but she became ill, so 
they turned around to go home 
to Tennessee, There was no 
evidence in the car to 
incriminate them, so they were 
let go. A few minutes later, the 
Shelby County sheriff's office 
radioed Leeds to hold them, 
but it was too late. 

On further checking it was 
found that two of the men had 
records of bank robbery. 

At press time, no one had 
been charged with the robbery.

Norman Lefkovits has worked 
continuously at the store since 
1929, except for a three year 
period of service in World War 
i.

that the final count showed the 
robbers took $25,843, all of 
which was insured. 


The robbers rushed into the 
Wilsonville bank and ordered 
“the two women tellers and a 
repairman to lie down on the 
floor. The repairman was 
James Roper of Birmingham, 
who was in the bank to repair a 
calculator. The robbers pushed 
a 45 automatic in his face and 
said, “Open the vault!” Roper 
protested that he did not know 
how to open it. The robber 
then said, “I said, open the 
vault,”” 


The women interceded -in 
his behalf, telling the robbers 
that the repairmen did not 
have the combination, so the 
robbers ordered the tellers to 
open the vault. They complied, 


in the face of the guns the men 
carried, 

There were no customers in 
the bank at the time. 

The ski masks completely 
covered the robbers’ faces and 
black rubber gloves covered 
their hands, 

It was only at the wrist, 
where the gloves and sleeves 
parted, that the three people in 
the bank were later able to 
verify to law officers that the 
men were white. 

Roper, the repairman, told 
Shelby County Reporter 
General Manager Ed Blake, 
that it was a harrowing 
experience for him. 


Roper said; “That'll scare 
the death out of you. I hope I 
never have to go through it 
again.” 


County may lose

Shelby County may lose 80 
acres of land to Jefferson 
County if a proposed bill 
passes the legislature.

It formerly belonged to E. A.

Fletcher Properties was 
incorporated in Shelby County 
on March 11, 1971. All 
directors and officers of the 
corporation live in 
Jacksonville, Florida, but the 
Alabama incorporators are 
George F. Maynard, N. Lee 
Cooper and Meade Frierson III 
of 902 First National Bank 
Building, Birmingham. 
According to Cooper, 
Shelby County Representative 


between Birmingham and 
Montgomery’’, The 
Columbiana Leader - “The 
Busy Corner”; and “Pay us a 
visit - the Visit will pay you”. 

Mr. Max Lefkovits was a 
widely respected and loved 
citizen of Shelby County. He 
married Miss Dottie 
Friedberger in 1901. Family 
records include a letter he 
wrote her before their 
marriage, in which he 
apologized for writing such a 
short note, stating “I would 
write more, but there is a 
farmer standing in the store 
waiting for me to buy two 
bales of cotton, so I guess I will 
have to stop and go buy it.” 

In its early years the store 
handled dry goods, clothing, 


‘Properties may engage in

It was incorporated with 
$1,000 in capital stock.

Under The Courthouse Dome 


Shelby County Representative Tom Stubbs joined with 
other legislators last week in co sponsoring several pieces of 
legislation that passed in the special session, 

One bill will increase the franchise tax on domestic 
‘and foreign corporations from $2.50 to $3 per thousand of 
capital stock, It is expected the bill will raise $3.3 million in 
revenue, 

Another bill provides additional homestead exemption 
from ad valorem taxes to persons over 65 years of age. 

Extending unemployment compensation benefits was 
the intent of another bill that passed. 

Stubbs was sole author of a bill to establish a 
clerk-secretary for the Circuit Judge of the 18th Circuit, 
Place Two, a position held by Judge James Sharbutt. 

The salary of the new clerk secretary will be paid out 
of the general funds of Shelby County under terms of the 
legislation. 

Stubbs failed to get a 2/3 majority for a bill he 
introduced relating to the funds allotted dry counties from 
the liquor taxes. He proposed that if legislation passes which 
prevents dry counties from sharing in the taxes, then an 
automatic wet-dry referendum would be held in the dry 
«xounties within 60-90 days. 


The art of defensive driving will be taught in a special 
one day course May 5 at the courthouse. 

Open to the first 75 persons who pre register and mail 
one dollar to cover costs, the course is sponsored by the 
National Safety Council and the Alabama Department of 
Public Safety. 

Defensive driving is defined as “driving in a manner 
which will prevent accidents in spite of the actions of others 
or the presence of adverse driving conditions.” 

It is increasingly heralded as the safest way to operate 
a vehicle. Over a million and a half people have taken the 
course. 

According to the sponsors, “As a defensive driver, 
you'll learn to “give” a little, to tailor your driving behavior 
to the unexpected actions of other drivers and pedestrians, 
to the unpredictable factors of light, weather, road and 
traffic conditions, to the mechanical condition of your 
vehicle, even to how you feel. 

‘Ensolling in the defensive driving course will help you 
avoid loss of life, disabling injury and property damage to 
yourself and others; lower your car insurance rates by having 
fewer accidents; and lower auto operating costs through 
smooth operation and less repairs.” 

The course will start at 9 a.m. and conclude at 3 p.m. 
in the auditorium of the courthouse annex. Movies, slides 
and lectures will be used in instruction. Deposits and pre 
registration must be sent in by April 26 to Marian Cotney, 
Cooperative Extension Service, Courthouse, Columbiana, AL, 
35051.

Due to inflation- 


Cost of education up 


Each time I drive by the 
Columbiana Clinic I am 
amazed at the number of cars 
surrounding it. Still more 
amazed am I over the long 
hours our doctors and their 
co-workers maintain in an 
endeavor to meet the needs of 
so many people. 

According to a fellow 
supposed to have pertinent 
“facts and figures” on this 
matter, the cost of becoming a 
doctor is formidable. He 
stated, over the coffee cups 
this morning, that a single year 
of medical education, today, 
costs about $5,000. With 
inflation continuing and taxes 
rising relentlessly, few families 
can meet this financial burden 
without help. 

Out of the 2,513 doctors in 
Alabama, | was told that only 
1,825 were state educated, 

During this discussion, a 
well known educator joined us 
and remarked that this fact was 
not only true in the medical 
profession but from grade 
school on through college, 
education had become an 
increasing costly and 
complicated business. It was 
suggested that unless some 


remedy was forthcoming to 
lessen the cost of educational 
advantages that the students 
and their families could not 
meet the financial demands for 
higher educational advantages. 
In other words, according to 
this usually reliable source, it 
costs $4,400 a year at present 
to attend a university. It is 
said, due to this fact, 
applications are down at many 
institutions. If the present 
trend continues, estimates now 
being compiled place tuition 
and living costs at a university 
in excess of $8,000 a year 
before the end of the 1970's. 
Currently, a bachelor’s degree 
at atirst rank university costs a 
student about $22,000 -- a 
doctorate up to $47,000. 
From these facts and 
figures, it would appear that 
the economics of acquiring an 
education might largely solve 
the problem. Those fortunate 
enough to attend college will 
be there but for one reason - - 
to get the most for their 
money in their chosen field of 
learning. Perhaps this fact may 
bring about fewer collegiate 
rebellions so recently 
publicized. This staterhent

Most state doctors 


not from Alabama 


Alabama has produced only 
about one- fourth of the 
doctors now practicing in the 
state, figures compiled from 
1970 publications of the 
Medical Association of the 
State of Alabama (MASA) 
reveal. 

This means that about 
1,825 of the state’s 2,513 
doctors had to be recruited 
from out-of- state schools. 

Counties having no 
Alabama- educated doctors 
include Bullock, Cleburne, 
Coosa and Crenshaw. With one 
Alabaina- educated doctor are 
these counties: Bibb, Blount, 
Choctaw, Clay Elmore 
Franklin, Macon, Pickens, Pike, 
Sumter and Winston. 

Counties with only two 
stated- educated physicians 
include Chilton, Conecuh, 
Fayette, Green, Hale, Henry, 
Lowndes, Marion, Perry and 
St. Clair. 

helby County has 11 
doctors, five of them educated 
in Alabama. Only ten of 
helby County’s doctors are 
eneral practioners and three 
"e over retirement age. 

As these names of cc unties 
sow, the rural areas are most 


ritically in need of more 
sctors to be educated in 
labama. The medical

Oy law oui us the amount of 
funds available for budgeting 
and the appropriation of these 
funds wisely and fairly among 
the various departments. The 
Sheriff has no responsibility 
relating to the amount of 
receipts except the fees earned 
by his office and the fines and 
court cost paid by defendants 
successfully prosecuted in 
court. 

The County Commission is 
aware of and responsible for 
many unmet needs presently 
existing in Shelby County. The 
Sheriff has responsibility only 
for his own department, The 
County Commission adopts a 
budget for each fiscal year. 
Several weeks are spent in the 
preparation of the budget, 
Department heads including 
the Sheriff are consulted. For 
the past several years we have 
had a particularly tight budget 
Situation, Last year the 
Commission borrowed 
$200,000.00. The Commission 
is acutely aware that the 
expenditure of funds outside 


the budget means more deficit 
financing. The Sheriff has no 
responsibility for a balanced 
budget. 

The Grand Jury 
recommended that Deputies be 
paid the same scale as officers 
of the Alabama Department of 
Public Safety. 

The Commission shares with 
the Sheriff his concern for the 
rate of pay of the personnel of 
his Department but the 
Commission also has concern 
for the rate of pay of about 
130 other county employees.

Over 1300 acres of land in 
Shelby County is scheduled for 
a major real estate 
development project. 

The land is located to the 
west of Highway 280 where 
Shelby and Jefferson Counties 
join, 

Paul Fletcher, President of 
Fletcher Properties, Inc. of 
Jacksonville, Florida 
telephoned the Shelby County 
Reporter to describe the 
proposed development, after 
an article appeared in last 
week’s issue calling attention 
to a proposal to change the 
county boundary line. 

Fletcher said that the land 
the company wants to legally 
move to Jefferson County is 
the site of a projected 
$800,000 clubhouse, which 
will be only a part of the $100 
million recreation- housing 
complex planned by the 
Fletcher company. 

The main reason for 
changing the boundary line is 
to put the clubhouse in a 
legally wet county, Fletcher 
said, If Shelby County were to 
vote wet soon, he indicated 
there would be no need to 
request the legal transfer. 

Fletcher’s company has 
studied the site for over a year, 
he said and is convinced that a 
need exists for a ‘‘total 


environment’ 
development he fk 

The company has 
completed a similar project 
south of Jacksonville, called 
“Baymeadows”, 
housing units with recreational 
facilities available to residents, 

The Baymeadows project 
was described in an eight page 
color section of the national 


magazine “House & Home” of 


February, 1971. The magazine 
said, “This project may well be 
the forerunner of a major 
change in the life style offered 
by suburban housing. It 
referred to it as a “new 
approach to the suburban 
apartment market,” 

Fletcher selected the Shelby 
County site for his new 
development because of its 
proximity to Mountain Brook 
and Birmingham. The plan 
envisaged for Shelby County is 
similar in concept to the 
Baymeadows plan, It includes a 
90 acre lake and several small 
lakes, six tennis courts, an 18 
hole golf course, and swimming 
pools. The housing units would 


be apartments, condominiums, 


and single family homes, 
Fletcher said that 95 
percent of the total 
development will be in Shelby 
County. He plans to start 
construction on the dam 
within 60 days, on the

clubhouse in the early fall of 
this year and on 300 garden 
apartments by fall of 1972, 

Recreational development 
will be well underway before 
housing units are constructed, 
Fletcher indicated, adding that 
this type of building calls for a 
tremendous capital outlay 
before any return can be 
expected, 

Streets in the development 
would be largely cul-de-sacs, 
Fletcher said, to discourage 
through traffic, and to provide 
a total community feeling for 
residents, 

The long range building plan 
will take up to 12 years, 
Fletcher indicated, 

The company plans to use 
the new Jefferson County 
seWage treatment plant to 
handle sewage from apartments

and houses in the project. 

The planned unit 
development is regarded as 
very desirable by many Shelby 
County officials, largely 
because Fletcher Properties has 
a good reputation as a builder 
of high quality developments. 
Local officials have studied the 
plans and they expect it would 
raise property values in the 
entire area, as well as provide 
many job opportunities, Many 
additional residents would be 
drawn to the county. 

However, the company is 
asking for transfer of 200 acres 
to Jefferson County, rather 
than the 80 acres reported in 
last week’s issue of the 
Reporter, (The error was the 
Reporter’s, not Fletcher’s.) But

Elderly not acceptable- 


Bryce, Searcy for 


Dr. Stonewall B. Stickney 
State Commissioner of Mental 
Health, has written to Alabama 
Probate Judges to advise that 
elderly patients not mentally ill 
will no longer be accepted for 
admission at Bryce Hospital 
and Searcy Hospital. The 
advice follows a ruling in the 
Federal Court in Montgomery 
by Judge Frank M. Johnson, 
Jr. The order said in part: 

‘‘Included in the Bryce 
Hospital patient population are 
between 1,500 and 1,600 
geriatric patients who are 
provided custodial care but no 
treatment. The evidence is 
without dispute that these 
patients are not properly 
confined at Bryce Hospital 
since these geriatric patients 
cannot benefit from any 
psychiatric treatment of are 
not mentally ill... The 
patients at Bryce Hospital, for 
the most part, were 
involunatrily committed 
through noncriminal 
procedures and without the 
constitutional protections that 
are afforded defendants in 


criminal proceedings. They 
have an unquestioned 
constitutional right to receive 
such individual treatment as 
will give them a realistic 
opportunity to be cured or to 
improve his or her mental 
condition... The failure of 
Bryce Hospital to supply 
adequate treatment is due to 
lack of operating funds... To 
confine any person for humane 
therapeutic reasons and then 
fail to provide adequate 
treatment violates the very 
fundamentals of due process.” 
The order points out that more 
operating funds would be 
available if this large 
population of elderly patients 
being extended custody care 
only was reduced in number. 

Dr. Stickney said, “The 
court order makes it clear that 
we cannot confine a person to 
a hospital for psychiatric 
treatment when in fact he is 
not there for such treatment, 
but merely for a place to 
stay... This means that other 
living arrangements for 
geriatric patients must be

ALABAMA: 

Section 1, The boundary between 
Jefferson County and Shelby 
County, as heretofore established 
by law, Is hereby altered and 
reestablished by the transfer of 
certain lands hereinbelow described 
from Sheiby County to Jefferson 
County. 

Section 2. The following 
described lands lying in Section 2, 
Township 19 South, Range 2 West 
and now being a part of Shelby 
County are hereby detached from 
Shelby County and added to 
Jefferson County: 

The East half of the Northwest 
Quarter; the Northeast Quarter of 
the Southwest Quarter; the 
Northwest Quarter of the 
Southeast Quarter; and the 
Southwest Quarter of the 
Northeast Quarter. 

Section 3. Except as altered as 
set out in Section 2 of this Act, the 
boundary between Jefferson 
County and Shelby County shali 
remain as presently established by 
law, 

Section 4. The provisions of this 
Act are severable, and if any part 
hereof is deciared invalid or 
unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect any other part 
hereof. 

Section 5, All laws or parts of 
law which conflict with this Act are 
hereby repealed. 

Section 6. This Act shali become 
effective immediately upon its 
Passage and approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming law.

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Siluria approves merger 


with Alabaster, 126-13 


Residents of Siluria voted 
Tuesday to merge with 
Alabaster. 

Of the 139 who cast ballots, 
only 13 voted “no”, leaving a 
wide majority of 126 favoring 
the merger. 

The merger had been 
actively supported by the 
Mayor of Siluria, Jack Farmer, 
and the members of the Siluria 
Town Council. 

The need for an expanded 
and improved sewerage system 
was the major reason the 
merger was brought to a vote. 
The sewerage system at 
Thompson High and 
Elementary Schools was called 
“nearly inoperable” by Major 
Farmer last fall. 

Siluria had conducted 
extensive studies to find state 
and federal funds to aid in 
building a sewerage system. 
Alabaster, at the same time, 


with inadequate sewerage for 
‘Shelby Memorial Hospital, was 
faced with extending its 
system. Reeves Brothers, Inc., 
of Siluria, (formerly Siluria 
Mills), was also faced with 
improving its waste treatment 
before emptying it into Buck 
Creek. 

As one municipality, 
covering a wide geographic 
area, the town can now qualify 
for grants to install one large 
sewerage treatment and water 
improvement system. 

Mayor L. C. Payne of 
Alabaster said that they hope 
to move forward on the new 
construction as early as July. 

In a gentleman’s agreement 
between members of the two 
town councils, the vacancy 
created on the Alabaster Town 
Council in January was not 
filled pending Tuesday’s 
election, 


Now that Siluria has voted 
to merge, Bascomb L, Vinzant 
of the Siluria Council will be 
appointed to the vacancy. 
Vinzant has been a member of 
the Siluria Town Council since 
the town was incorporated in 
1954. He retired following 
many years of employment at 
the mill. 

City Clerk Frances Duke 
was responsible for making the 
arrangements for the election. 
Voting machines were used. 
Allen Fulton, Principal of 
Thompson High School, was in 
charge of supervising the 
polling place. 

Many long time residents 
regretted to see the merger 
take place. As one of them said 
to the Reporter, “It’s a matter 
of sentiment with me. I’ve 
lived here all my life, but I 
wouldn’t stand in the way of 
progress, even if I could.”

alteration. In my judgment 
construction of a new jail will 
be underway within a year. 
The Report said, “We 
further recommend that a 
closer association and exchange 
of viewpoints between the 
County Commission and the 
Sheriff's Department would be 
beneficial to Shelby County.” 
It is my judgment that both 
the Sheriff and I would agree 
with the Grand Jury on this 


recommendation. 
The Report said, 
‘*‘Recommend that all 


equipment purchased for the 
Sheriff's Department be made 
with the approval and 
knowledge of the Sheriff.” 
Such a procedure is followed 
regularly by the Commission 
and without exception. 
Testimony heard by the Grand 
Jury upon which this 
recommendation was based is 
unknown to me therefore I can 
only say that the Sheriff is 
consulted and his approval 
sought before any item is 
purchased for his Department. 
This is also true of purchases 
made for all other Department 
Heads. 

The Report recommends 
that the pay scale of the 
personnel of the Sheriff's 
Department and their clothing 
allowance be the same as that 
provided for officers of the 
State Department of Public 
Safety. To weigh this 
recommendation it is necessary 
for you to know the pay scale 
of the State Officers and of the 
County Deputies. First, the 
County pays each employee of 
the Sheriff's Deaprtment a 
uniform allowance of $20 per 
month, The State furnishes 
uniforms to the State 
Troopers. They receive no 
uniform allowance. 

With reference to personnel, 
the state law provides that 
Shelby County shall have the 
following personnel with 
annual pay as indicated:

Sheriff wants deputy pay 


comporable to other lawmen 


Following is the text of a 
letter written to the attention 
of C.M. Fowler, Chairman of 
the Shelby County 
Commission, by C.P. “Red” 
Walker, Sheriff. 

Sheriff Walker sent a copy 
to the Reporter requesting it 
be printed: 


Please accept my regrets 
that I will be unable to attend 
the meeting of the Board of 
Commission April 26, 1971. I 
will be attending a National 
Drug Abuse School that week, 

I have discussed privately 
with several members of the 
Board of Commissioners the 
Grand Jury recommendations, 
Each member that I spoke with 
assured me that they were 
sincere in considering these 
recommendations. They felt as 
1 did and stated that they 
suggested that the County 
Board of Commissioners not 
make any comment publicly or 
otherwise until such time as 
our department and the Board 
could get together. 

As Chairman of the Board, 
however, you went ahead with 
newspaper comments for the 
past two weeks, Under your 
most recent comments you 
stated that the Sheriff was only 
responsible for his department- 
which is most true- and with 
this responsibility, vested in me 
by the voters of this county, it 
is a full time job and leaves no 
time for me to meddle into 
other departments which I 
have no desire to do, The 
statement implied that I was 
not concerned with the other 
county functions, which is 
anything but true, I almost 
explode with pride when I look 
at our elected officials in the 
County. | think they are the 
finest and most qualified in 
every respect of any officials in 
the State. | believe also that we 
are one of the wealthiest 
counties in the State per capita 
tax revenue wise. | think 
people in Shelby County are as 
good as people anywhere and if 
the county employees other 
than the Sheriffs department, 
are grossly underpaid in 
comparison with people in the 
state and other counties where 
they work side by side, day in 
and day out, then I think steps 
should be taken to correct this. 

I am not familiar with the 
pay scale of any other 
department as compared with 
the state employees. | will try 
to find time to avail myself of 
this information, when I can 
do so without neglecting the 
responsibilities of my office. I 
do know, however, that our 
employees work a minimum of 
nine and ten hours a day six 
days a week, This schedule is 
under routine, ordinary 
circumstances, In case of illness 
among our employees or 
emergency or explosive 
situations or when being 
plagued by a series of different 
type crimes, then it is from can 
to can't with no day off, 
without expenses or overtime 
pay. The desire of our 
employees is to provide good,

‘*One of the most 
interesting lectures was given 
by Emmett T. Cox, a 
representative of the 
International Association of 
Fire Fighters.” said fireman 
Davis.

Stubbs said that two other 
major items will be needed to 
complete the park. These 
projects are roads with 
overlooks, estimated to cost 
$300,000 and furniture and 
equipment estimated at 
$330,000. Stubbs said he has 
talked with the Conservation 
Director and has been assured 
that these items will be 
included in future contracts. 
Stubbs said they are an 
absolute “Must” for making 
the park usable. 

Stubbs indicated his 
displeasure at building a golf 
course at the park saying, “‘l 
thought we voted for 
upgrading camping facilities, 
hiking trails and study of 
natural resources when we 
the bond issue for 
parks.”

Three Shelby County 
municipalities hit the mother 
lode in Washington Tuesday 
when they were awarded grants 
totaling over a half million 
dollars. 

Congressman Walter 
Flowers, Senators John 
Sparkman and Jim Allen 
announced that Alabaster, 
Helena and Montevallo were 
each awarded grants for which 
they had applied. 

Montevallo’s grant of 
$207,000 comes from the 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, and 's 
authorized under the water and 
sewer facilities program, 

The grant will be used for 
the expansion of the present 
water and sewer system. It 
means that Pea Ridge will be 
added to the areas that now get 
water from the Montevallo 
system. Six and eight inch 
distribution mains will be 
installed as well as a booster 
pumping station, the 
announcement said. 

Modifications and additions 
will also be made to the 
existing water treatment plant, 
and two water storage facilities 
will be added, 

Alabaster received a grant of 
$215,000 from the 
Environmental Protection 
Agency. The grant will be used 
with others that will total 
$729,000 in constructing a 
secondary waste water 
treatment facility, interceptor 
sewers, pumping station and 
forced main, 

Alabaster has applied for a 
series of grants from various 
federal sources to complete the 
system. 

Helena’s grant totals 
$80,500. It comes from HUD 
and is for construction of 
water and sewer facilities.

Comparisons of work in 
other counties are difficult to 
make, because no two counties 
have the same geography, road 
structure and population 
concentrations, but the eight 
counties chosen give a variety 
of these factors. 

Shelby County is different 
from many counties in that it 
has 11 different municipalities 
with no single city that 
dominates the county. Shelby 
also has a big geographical area 
to patrol with all kinds of 
terrain and traffic problems. 

However, Shelby County 
citizens have the benefit of 
protection of one of the largest 
law enforcement forces per 
capita in the state, when one 
adds to the number of deputies 
the many other enforcement 
officers stationed here. Each 
municipality has at least one 
policeman and the larger towns 
have four or five each. There 
are three or four state troopers 
Stationed in the county, in 
addition to ATU officers, 
Conservation Department 
officers, ABC men, etc. 

Municipal and state 
operated vehicles are also 
available for law enforcement 
and the men from the various 
agencies work together in all 
phases of law enforcement. 

Although spiraling costs and 
inflation keep up the demands 
for more public money to be 
spent at all levels, not only in 
law enforcement, but every 
other government agency, it 
would seem that when 
compared to other Alabama 
counties, Shelby County is 
doing a good job in providing 
funds for law enforcement.

Aides help families 
stretch food dollar 


The program to help low 
income families make better 
use of their food dollar is 
moving at a rapid rate, 
according to Marian Cotney, 
Associate County Extension 
Chairman.

The Power Company was 
organized in 1906 by William 
Patrick Lay of Gadsden, In’ 
1907 Captain Lay obtained the 
consent of the United States 
Congress to erect a “dam 
across Coosa River, at a place 
selected for Lock numbered 12 
on said river’. The capital of 
the company was at this time, 
only $5,000 and this sum was 
quickly consumed for surveys 
and preliminary engineering. 

From 1907-1911 Captain 
Lay and his associates spent all 
their time seeking finances 
necessary to construct the dam 
and power house -- without 
success. But in 1911, through 
James Mitchell, was able to 
obtain from English investors 
sufficient capital to build the 
dam and power house on Lock 
12, 

Shortly after the 
completion of Lay Dam and 
the filling of the reservoir in 
the spring of 1914, the 
situation developed that 
threatened disaster for the 
infant power company. 
Coincidentally with the 
impounding of the waters 
above the dam, thousands of 
citizens of Shelby, Chilton, 
Coosa and Talladega Counties 
contracted malaria. 

Citizens became convinced 
that the impounding waters 
were serving as breeding places 
for mosquitos thereby causing 
malarial sickness in the area 
around the lake. The citizens 
claimed the Power Company 
was legally responsible for the 
sickness and in some 
instances - - death. 

Residents of the area filed 
hundreds of suits against the 
Power Company seeking to 
recover damages aggregating 
more than $3,000,000. The 
financial position of the Power 
Company was such that the 
loss of these suits would have

been catastrophic. 

Thomas W. Martin, General 
Counsel for the Power 
Company, recognized the 
absolute necessity of knowing 
the scientific facts about the 
transmission of malaria by 
mosquitoes. So he went to 
Washington D.C. and conferred 
with Dr. William Crawford 
Gorgas, then Surgeon- General 
of the Army, and the greatest 
living authority on the subject 
of malaria. Dr. Gorgas, a native 
of Alabama, was known the 
world over for his work at 
Havana and later at Panama in 
the eradication of yellow fever 
and malaria. 

As a result of this 
conference, Dr. Gorgas agreed 
to come to Alabama and 
examine the whole matter. He 
told Mr. Martin, “Whatever 
experience I have should be 
available for the well- being of 
the people of my native state 
and of the entire South”. 

The trial of the first 
complaint in February, 1915, 
at Columbiana, was a dramatic 
affair. Unknown to any except 
those who were handling the 
defense, General Gorgas came 
to Columbiana and was kept 
available as an unsuspected 
surprise witness. 

(Ed note: I 
remember 
Borden Burr’s law firm 
associated W. W. Wallace Sr. - 
to assist in the trial of these 
cases and Gen. Gorgas stayed 
with us “incognito” until he 
made his dramatic appearance 
in the courtroom. Will tell you 
about this next week if you 
care to follow throughM.W.W.)

too, but that credit goes to the 
sheriff. 

The reason given is, “No 
one else has to run for sheriff.” 

One other reason Damron 
gave for resigning is the long 
hours deputies put in for low 
pay. 

“The people of Shelby 
County should realize that 
deputies work a minimum of 
56 hours a week and they are 
not treated the same as other 
county employees.” 

Damron noted that the 
County Commission (Board of 
Revenue) leaves the 
administration of the Sheriff's 
Department to the sheriff, who 
handles all scheduling of hours, 
vacations and off days for the 
deputies. 

He said the deputies get no 
holidays, while other county 
employees get five or six 
holidays a year. Deputies get 
one week vacation per year 
while employees in other 
departments get two weeks. 

Damron thinks the 
Commission should exert 
pressure to bring about better 
working conditions in the 
Sheriff's Department. 

The veteran officer 
indicated he hopes to 
contribute additional articles 
to the Shelby County 
Reporter.

Littleton defends right 
to vote on tax increases 


Senator Obie Littleton, who 
represents Shelby, Autauga, 
Coosa and Chilton Counties 
was among the majority of 
State Senators demanding the 
the people have a right to vote 
on any tax increase to finance 
highway bonds. 


The issue at stake, according 
to Sen. Littleton, was not the 
need for a bond issue for 
Alabama highways, but rather 
was a matter of sound 
financing without imposing 
additional taxation on the 
people of Alabama without the 
people having an opportunity 
to vote. 


Littleton said he 
feels that each of the 35 
senators Should have an 
opportunity to make their 
voices heard in the discussion 
of legislation and taxation so

vital to the people of Alabama. 


“I am convinced that the 
overwhelming majority of the 
people I represent not only 
want, but demand, an 
opportunity to vote before any 
new taxes are placed on them,” 
Littleton said. “Had a small 
number of senators not

for roads.”

Trustees announce- 


New UM graduate programs 


Two new graduate programs 
were approved by the 
University of Montevallo’s 
Board of Trustees during a 
meeting of the school’s 
governing body held last week 
on the Montevallo campus, 

Trustees approved courses 
of study leading to a Master of 
Business Education degree and 
a Master of Music Education 
degree. Classes in the two new 
areas will be available 
beginning with the 1971 
summer term. 

Approval of the two new 
degrees brings to four the 
number of master degree 
programs now offered by UM. 
Courses leading to the Master 
of Arts in Teaching degree have 
been available for a number of 
years. A program leading to the 
Master of Education degree has 
been offered for the past two 
years, 

In other curricular matters 
the Montevallo Board approved 
membership for UM in a 
consortium of colleges and 
universities establishing courses 
of study in the marine sciences. 
Members of the new 
consortium will develop 
curricula in various areas of 
marine science. The University 
of South Alabama will serve as 
headquarters for the group. 
USA already possesses 
facilities, such as ocean going 


craft for marine studies, 
Trustees authorized the 
administration to establish a 
ten member faculty council. 
The soon-to- be-created council 
will replace the present 
President’s Advisory Council. 
The new faculty body will 
consist of two representatives 
from the College of Business, 
three from the College of 
Education anf five from the 
College of Arts and Sciences. 
University librarians were 
granted faculty status by the 
Trustees. Librarians will now 


hold the rank of Assistant 
Professor. 
Maximum and minimum 


salary scales for the various 
professorial ranks were 
established by the Board, 
Professors’ salaries will range 
from $12,000 to $15,000. 
Associate Professors will 
receive from $9,500 to 
$12,000. Assistant Professors 
will receive between $8,500 
and $9,500, Instructors’ 
salaries will range from $8,000 
to $8,500. The salary scales are 
for the nine month academic 
year and do not include 
summer sessions. 

In setting the salary ranges 
the Board reserved the right to 
exceed the maximum salary in 
each rank, if the board deems 
such action justified.

plans, location announced 


The board of directors of 
Central State Bank in Calera 
announce plans this week to 
construct a new bank building. 

The new building will be 
located on Highway 25, east of 
the Land N Railroad. 

Roy Downs, President of 
the bank said, “Business is 
good in this area and the future 
of this county looks bright. We 
have outgrown our present 
building, and we want 
continue to provide adequate 
banking facilities.” 

In the bank’s present 
location on Calera’s Main 
Street, parking is a problem, 
Downs said, and there is no 
place for drive in windows. 

The new building will have 
two drive in windows and 
equipment for three. 

Parking spaces will be 
provided in the 50,000 square 
feet area available at the new 
location, with two entrances 
from the parking area, 

The new building is 
designed to be 70 feet wide by 
82 feet long. 

Inside there will be seven 
tellers’ units, four offices for 
officers and the loan 
department will be separate 
from the other offices. 

In addition, there will be 
adequate safety deposit boxes 
and two booths for persons to 


to 


use in connection with the 
deposit boxes. 
A spacious lobby and 


lounge for employees will be 
included in the architectural 
design. Architects for the 
structure are Pearson, 
Humphries Jones & Associates 
Inc. of Monigomery. 

The building will be one 
story and will be built of brick. 
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Downs said the bank directors 
hope for completion by fall. 

Central State Bank was 
founded in January, 1916 by 
Gordon DuBose, merging with 
the Shelby County State Bank 
of Columbiana.

Question: Did I violate an 
understanding with the County 
Commission or with Sheriff 
Walker by writing articles 
about the public business of 
the County? 


The answer is no, Interest 
created by publication of the 
Grand Jury Report on March 
25 indicated a lack of 
knowledge by the public of the 
county’s business. A member 
of the Commission suggested 
that no reply be made to the 
report until the Sheriff and 
Commission had met. No reply 
was made to the grand jury 
report until April 29 after a 
meeting of the Commission 
with the District Attorney and 
the County Solicitor. The 
Sheriff had been requested to 
attend this meeting but was 
away on official business. The 
articles published on April 15 
and 22 were not in reply to the 
charges of the Grand Jury but 
were facts about the business 
of Shelby County. 


Question: Why were not the 
people of Shelby County 
informed about the proposal to 
annex 200 acres to Jefferson 
County? 


When the request was made 
in 1970 the developer was in 
the act of acquiring options 
checking title to lands, and 
doing other work preliminary 
to making a decision upon the 
development. The developer 
explained that it was important 
that the tentative plans not be 
made public because of the 
possibility of adverse affect of 
a premature disclosure. An 
investment of $100 million 
over a ten year period was 
contemplated, 95% of which 
will be in Shelby County.

He explained that 
the Anopheles mosquito was 4 
weak flyer and never traveled 
more than 200 yards from the 
place of birth. 

Undisputed evidence had 
previously been shown that the 
premises of the plaintiff was 
greatly in excess of the 200 
yards from the nearest point of 
the impounded waters, General 
Gorgas then went on to prove

If this verdict had not been 
favorable, it is questionable if 
the Power Company would have 
survived.

He uses a Shakespeare 
rod and the No, 1810 Under-the-Rod Shakespeare spinning 
reel. The reel is mounted on the rod almost in the same 
position as you would mount a fly reel. 

Cook said he prefers this particular combination 
because it allows him to feel the line on the retrieve. He 
attributes his success in bass fishing to his ability to receive 
4 signal through the line when the plastic worm bumps over 
anv underwater obstruction or when a bass takes the worm. 

Cook has educated the middle finger of his right hand

County Commission to open bids

Events of significance to 
Shelby County are occuring 
and you should know about 
them. 
New County Building 
For the past twelve years 
the County has been acquiring 
additional property west of the 
Courthouse, This property has 
been used for parking and as a 
site for the new library. On 
Tuesday, May 25th the County 
Commission will open bids for 
the construction of a 


Community Facilities Building, 
to be located on the Simmons 
property adjacent to the 
library. 

The Simmons property was 
purchased several years ago for 
$30,000. It is 1.4 acres in area. 
The new building will be 
financed with local and federal 
money. It is to be constructed 
under a Housing and Urban 
Development Department 
program. Total cost of the 
project is expected to be in the 
range of $400,000 of which a

maximum grant of $271,000 is 
to be provided by HUD, The 
building will house the County 
Department of Pensions and 
Security, and many other 
activities related to community 
activites on the county level. 
Present quarters occupied by 
the Pensions and Security 
Department were designed for 
a staff of eleven. Present 
occupancy is by 19 staff 
members. The new building 
will fill a very pressing need. 
Additional Property Acquired 
The County has taken steps 
to acquire the Columbiana 
Quick Freeze property, owned 
by N.Y. Horn. This lot fronts 
on Highway 70 for a distance 
of 110 feet and is 250 feet 
deep. The building is 60° by 
90”. It is across the street from 
the Simmons property and 
adjoins the courthouse parking 
lot. Mr. Horn provided many 
years of satisfactory service to 
his customers from this site, 
but decided to terminate the 
business in January. Bill 


Horton of the Kingdom 
Community considered pur- 
chasing the property and 


continuing the business but 


then decided to locate a new 
meat processing plant on his 
farm. 

Cecil Davis, in charge of the 
commodity distribution 
program for Shelby County, 
will move this activity from its 
present location at the hanger 
of the old Columbiana Airport 
to the Quick Freeze Plant. The 
interior of the structure will be 
renovated and an office area 
will be provided. A new roof is 
to be placed on the building. 

The County is purchasing 
the property on a lease sale 
contract. Monthly payment 
will be $375. and this amount 
will be paid from federal funds 
made available to the county 
for the operation of the surplus 
commodity program. The 
agreed purchase price is 
$35,000. Payments are to be 
made for 126 months. Interest 
at 6% is provided, The County 


may accelerate payment of 


principal after five years. 


Gasoline Tax Shortage 

The County continues to 
experience a shortage of 
revenue to meet necessary 


programs. When the budget is 


adopted in October there is no 
way of knowing just what 
grant funds will be available to 
the county road program from 
the State Highway 
Department. These grant funds 
are in addition to the share of 
the gasoline tax paid to the 
county by operation of the 
law. We have been fortunate to 
receive annual grants from 
$150,000 to several hundred 
thousand dollars for the past 
ten to twelve years. When the 
current budget was adopted 
last fall, work was programed 
to provide new paving and 
badly needed resurfacing to 
many miles of county 
highways, in anticipation of 
possible grant funds. We all 
know of the unusual financial 
problems facing the State 
Highway Department. We do 
not expect to receive any grant 
funds for the current year. 
Once again the County 
Commission must borrow 
money to fulfill the program 
promised last fall. Funds will 
be borrowed in June as 
follows: for paving contracts, 
$175,000; funds to cover

Words cost 
nothing but it might 
behoove all of us to think more 
about words we use in our 
daily medium of conveying our 
ideas and just how much they 
mean to those with whom we 
come in contact. 


A little word o° cheer early 
in the morning somehow gives 
the day a lighter heart for the 
coming week. Kind words left 
as happy mementoes often 
bring joyous memories and 
when eventide comes and a 
tired footstep is heard, just one 
refreshing word spoken and a 
glad light springs from the 
heart into the eye “As 
sometimes from behind a cloud 
a star leaps to the sky”. 

So, the weight of a word is 
- - measureless!

Senator Sparkman answers 
questions raised by readers

QUESTION: We hear a 
great deal about the Federal 
Government being a money- 
losing operation. Isn’t it true 
that some operations of the 


Government actually make 
money? 
SPARKMAN: A total of 


$2.4 billion in profists have 
flowed into the U, S. Treasury 
from the manufacture of coins 
since the Coinage Act of 1965 


went into effect in 1966. 
Profits from coinage 
operations, known as 


seigniorage, will be greater in 
the future. As a member of the 
bi-partisan Joint Commission 
on the Coinage, I am pleased to 
have a part in this profitable 
program. 

QUESTION: What about 
the Eisenhower dollar and the 
Kennedy half- dollar? Will 
these operations be profitable? 

SPARKMAN: Planned 
minting of 200 million silver- 
free Eisenhower dollars is 
expected to bring in $191.6 


million in seigniorage profits. 
Another $143.8 million in 
scigniorage profits will come 
from minting 300 million

have a better chance to borrow 
money for maintaining or 
expanding their businesses, 
thus maintaining or creating 
jobs. 

QUESTION: Sen. 
Sparkman, we seem to have a 
strange alliance in the Near 
East among Russia, Great 
‘Britain, France and Egypt, all 
against Israel. Do you see it 
that way? 

SPARKMAN: Well I think 
perhaps an idealogical lineup. 
But, the two nations that really 
are effective in that- area are 
the United States and Russia. 
Any settlement is going to have 
to be worked out through the 
cooperation of those two. I 
think Russia has had a 
restraining effect on Israel and 
I believe and I hope they will 
continue to operate in that 
way and we can get them 
together and get the problem 
solved. 


QUESTION: More and 
more Alabamians are becoming 
concerned about the 
deterioration of the natural 
resources of the state. What 
cabinet level agency of the 
Federal Government is charged 
with helping Alabama with this 
problem? 

SPARKMAN: The 
Department of the Interior is 
concerned with this problem. 
In fiscal 1970 the Department 
spent $5.7 million for such 
things as land management, 
outdoor recreation, geological 
survey, bureau of mines, sport 
fisheries and wildlife, the 
National Park Service and 
Water resources research in an 
effort to preserve Alabama's 
resources. The expenditure for 
fiscal year 1971 is $9.3 million, 
and for 1972 $9.6 million. 


QUESTION: Some 
economists say that we have a 
dangerous balance in our 
economy today. As*Chairman 
of the Senate Banking, Housing 
and Urban Affairs Committee 
and also the top ranking 
Democratic Senator on the 
Joint Economic Committee 
what is your view of this

dangerous balance? 
SPARKMAN: Presently, the 
economic factors are 
precariously balanced at the 
anomalous level of six - - a six 
percent unemployment rate, a 
six percent inflation rate, and a 
six percent prime interest rate. 
A sharp rise in any of these 
rates could be disasterous to a 
housing boom, but a significant 
drop would provide a stimulus 
to housing that could give us 
housing starts at the highest 
level in our history. This 
possible increase in housing 
starts could help but 
enemployment. 


QUESTION: Congress is 
currently looking into 
legislation to extend the 
military draft. We have had the 
draft for a long time. Js there 
an alternative to the draft? 

SPARKMAN: I want to see 
an end to the military draft. 
However, | know that we must 
have some kind of system to 
maintain our armed forces. The 
present draft system does not 
fall equally upon all of the 
young men in our society. I 
hope that in time we can work 
out a volunteer system in 
which our servicemen, 
especially in the enlisted ranks, 
will be paid sufficient salaries 
to inspire them to choose the 
military as a career. 


QUESTION: The U.S. 
Senate has just completed a 
battle about whether to change 
Senate Rule 22 so that three- 
fifths instead of two- thirds of 
those Senators present and 
voting could vote to shut off 
debate, What was the result of 
that battle? 

SPARKMAN: The final vote 
was 55-39. In order to change 
the rule a total of 63 votes in 
favor of the change was 
needed. Those wanting to 
change the rule failed by cight 
votes. We Southern Senators 
and a few from other parts of 


the country were able to 
preserve free speech in the 
Senate during the 92nd 
Congress.

Peridontal disease cause 
of tooth loss among adults 


Peridontal disease 
(pyorrhea) -- or disease of the 


gums -- is the main cause of 


tooth loss in adults. 

It can, however, be 
prevented through a proper 
program of personal oral 
hygiene and regular 


professional care. And many, 


teeth can be saved, according 
to the Alabama Dental 
Association. 

Peridontal treatments 
sometimes become necessary. 
Generally, unless the infection 
is severe, such treatments are 
given by the family dentist. 

The more serious the stage 
of disease, the more drastic the 


treatment. And more extensive ' 


treatments are likely to be 
referred by your dentist to a 
specialist, a periodontist. 

Most periodontal treatments 
involve removing the cause of 
irritation, inflammation or 
infection. This normally means 
scaling calculus away, 
correcting malocclusion or 
faulty bite and starting on a 
regular system of good oral 
home care. Sometimes the 
cause of irritation may be as 
simple as an ill-fitting denture, 
which can be easily and 
quickly corrected through 
realignment. 

Often, however, periodontal 
treatment includes surgery. It 
is often therefore, generally 


done under local anesthesia. 
Surgery is used to eliminate 
troubled areas and facilitate 


home care. 

The most simple treatment 
for inflammation on the gums 
is the old saltwater treatment, 
recommended by many 
dentists. This is made by 
dissolving a teaspoon of table 
salt in a tumbler of very warm 
water. The saltwater, or saline, 
is then around the 
infected area and spit out. The 
process is repeated a sip at a 
time until the tumbler is 
empty. If necessary, this may 
be repeated every hour.

Osseous surgery -- the 
cutting into the boney socket 
around the base of a tooth in 
order to correct deformities.

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Space monkey in exhibition 
at Huntsville Rocket Center 


Huntsville, AL... One of 
the first monkeys to complete 
asuccessful flight into space has 
been acquired for exhibition at 
the new multi- million dollar 
Alabama Space and Rocket 
Center in Huntsville, according 
to an announcement made by 
Senator John J. Sparkman 
Senator James B. Allen, and 
Congressman Walter Flowers. 

Squirrel monkey, ‘Miss 
Baker”, an early space pioneer, 
is presently at the Naval 
Aerospace Medical Center, 
Pensacola, Florida, and will be 
moved to the world’s largest 
missile and space exhibit, 
pending inspection and 
approval of the Center’s 
facilities by Navy officials. 

The Huntsville based Army 
Ballistic Missile Agency was 
responsible for launching 
primates Able and Baker 
aboard a Jupiter Intermediate 
Range Ballistic Missile on May 
28, 1959. The project was 
jointly sponsored by the U. S, 
Army and Navy in support of 
the National Aeronautics and 
Space Agency’s space program. 

Clothed in a special space 
suit and helmet, the “first lady 
of space” made the 10,000 
miles per hour flight while 
electronic devices monitoring 
her physiological state showed 
her to be mildiy startled at 
lift-off and at other times 
during the 15 minute flight. 
Immediately after recovery, 
she was given a banana and a 
cracker, and then rolled over 
and went to sleep. 

Now retired from space 
travel, “Miss Baker”, a native 
of Iquitos, Peru, has kept her 
age well. She still weighs about 
one pound, and is in good 
health. Miss Baker continues to 
receive fan mail from school 
children who now read books 
that have been published on 
that first successful flight of a 
primate in space. However, her 
new address will soon be the

in 8 miles of Waxahatchee Creek

Vultures reaped the harvest of fish - not fishermen -- 
during a recent fish kill in Waxahatchee Creek, the largest 
stream Which feeds into Lay Lake. 

Initially reported in the May 13 issue of the Shelby 
County Reporter, the completed study now shows that 
over 7,000 pounds of dead fish were found in Waxahatchee 
Creek during an investigation of a fish kill conducted on 


May 11 by L. 


E. Walls, district fishery biologist with the 


State Department of Conservation. 

In a nine-page comprehensive report of the fish kill, 
Walls stated that he found 2,571 dead fish in an,ecight-mile 
section of the creek. The dead fish were found one-half 
mile upstream from where State Highway 145 crosses the 


creck to where the Shelby - 


Waxahatchee. 


Shelby Springs road crosses 


" Walls found 214 game fish, including bass, bream 
and crappie, and 2,357 rough fish, including catfish, carp 
and gar. The value of the fish was set at $1,707.70 based on 


commercial rates. 


Walls said in his report that 90 per cent of the dead 
fish counted were carp averaging at Icast three pounds each. 


All of the fish were in an advanced state of decomposition, 
*" Walls said. 


It was obvious, Walls stated, that all of the smaller 
fish had decomposed and that some had been caten by 
turtles and other wildlife. Vultures were observed feeding 


heavily on the dead fish. 


Live fish were observed in the lower reaches of the 
stream near State Highway 145, Walls said, but no live fish 
were observed in the stream from a point three miles north

Waxahatchee Creek near Shelby reported that they first 
observed the dead fish on Monday morning, May 10. They 
reported seeing hundreds of dead fish along the shores and 
in the snags, Walls said. R. J. Hodge, foreman of the 
construction crew, reported that he observed bass, bream, 
catfish and carp on Monday but that the extremely heavy 
rains Monday night had washed many of the dead fish 


downstream. 
One or all three Columbiana companies who 
discharge their effluent into ditches that drain into 


Waxahatchee Creek were responsible for causing the kill, 


the report stated.

“DOG DENTENTION PERIOD” in the Town 
of Calera, and the police jurisdiction thereof. 
During the “dentention period” every person 
owning or keeping a dog shall confine it 
securely on his premises, and any dog found 
running at large shall be seized and impounded, 
unless noticeably infected with rabies. All dogs 
so noticeably infected with rabies and 
displaying vicious propensities shall be killed by 
the Police Chief without notice to the owner. 
Dogs impounded during the period of such 
proclamation, if claimed within six days, may 
be released to the owner unless infected with 
rabies, upon payment of the impounding 
charges provided for in Section 9-6, and meeting 
the other requirements summarily destroyed.

A federal geodetic survey of 
a five-county area in central 
Alabama has been completed 


by the National Ocean Survey,

The six-month survey was 
conducted by an 18-man field 
party to provide over 80 
geographic positions (latitude

The geographic positions, or 
control points, established by 
the party will serve as starting 
points for carrying out surveys

Inflation trims 


By Conrad M. Fowler 

(7th of a series on Shelby County government) 

As of last summer, Shelby County had in excess of 
500 miles of County paved road, not one mile of which had 
been constructed with borrowed money. The county 
bonded debt was retired in 1953 and we could speak with 
pride that Shelby County was able to have constructed a 
new office building and jail, an airport, health center and 
additions, CE Emergency Operations Center with offices 
for the County Engineer, operate garbage land fills, and 

. “gn other functions normal to county government, all 
be going into debt. We had received substantial sums 
of federal and state money. We had never lost a dollar of 
federal money available to us in a matching program. 
Growing tax receipts, particularly from the SEGCO plant in 

ilsonville, made a lot of this possible. 
34 -But this favorable situation has not continued, 
Tuesday, June 1, the Commission will sell $425,000 in 
gasoline warrants to raise money to finance paving and 
resurfacing contracted for by the County Commission and 
to purchase badly needed heavy equipment. It is 
appropriate to give explanation for this turn of events. 

Inflated cost of supplies and equipment, annual pay 
raises together with other payroll costs and a major 
reduction in revenue in 1967 have taken a toll on the 
ability of the Commission to supply needed services from 
current funds. Also, Commissions are acutely aware that 
demands for services in all areas have increased substantially 
as a result of population growth with the development of 
new residential areas. How best to help you understand the 
financial problems of the Commission? Let’s look at the 
sources of funds and budget expenditures for 1970-1971. 

There are four major funds: General Fund, Gasoline 
Fund, Road and Bridge Fund, Public Highway and Traffic 
Fund. Money paid to Gasoline Fund | and Public Highway 
and traffic Fund must be spent in the county road program. 
Road and Bridge Fund money may be spent on capital 
improvements, including highway projects or, where not 
needed for payment of debt, may be used for General Fund 
purposes; purposes other than road construction, road 
maintenance and debt service. 

Let’s look at the budget for the 1970-1971 General 
Fund. A five-mill property tax provides about 50% of this 
Fund; $335,000 of a total budget of $717,000. A transfer 
from the Road and Bridge Fund of $85,000 is also 
included, Other major items of receipts include:

The items of fees from the Probate Office and the 
Clerks Office include the period January 17, 1971 to 
October |, 1971, hence the amounts for a full year will be 
greater for 1971-72.

Fishery biologist reports 


The following is excerpts from Walls’ report: 


“Accordingly, it was decided to visit the companies 
to find out if any excess discharges had been make during 
the past week. While enroute back to Columbiana, we 
received word from our Montgomery office by radio that 
the Water Improvement Commission desired to have 
samples of water from the discharge ditches of the 
companies in the area. 

“We first visited the Hackney Corp. plant and Mr. 
Richard Fish, plant manager, offered to demonstrate and 
explain his company’s method of discharge. Two holding 
lagoons had recently been completed and were in operation 
with automatic pH sensors in each lagoon, Mr. Fish 
explained that previously his company hag had a problem 
in discharging residual zinc into the creek, However, he 
explained that by maintaining the pH (measure of 
acid-alkali content) above 8.5 in his holding lagoon the zinc 
was precipitated out and, hopefully, if his sensors were 
operating properly the pH of their effluent would be 
around 8.5 to 9.0. Mr. Fish produced a copy of a water 
analysis check made for his company by the Southern 
Research Institute on May 3, 1971, and again on May 6, 
1971. The report indicated that the pH on May 3, 1971, 
was 6.6, on May 6 the pH was recorded as 9.0, Zinc was 
reported as 34 ppm on May 3 and 1.16 on May 6. 
According to Mr. Fish, the pH sensors in his holding 
lagoons are connected to a recorder in their control room, 
which will cut off the plant operation if the pH exceeds the 
values set on the sensors. Apparently, the sensors are set a 
little high. The upper lagoon is set for a pH of 12, and the 
lower lagoon from which the effluent is discharged was 
reportedly set at a pH of 9. However, a check of the 
discharged effluent revealed that the pH was, in fact, above 
10 at the time of our investigation. Mr. Fish explained that 
the Hackney Corp. uses the hot dip galvanized method for 
metalplating wire. 

“Mr. Fish produced four samples of water taken in 
the ditch above his company. The National Standards Corp, 
which is located about 500 yards north of the Hackney 
plant uses the ditch above the Hackney plant to discharge 
into. A pH of less than four was checked in one of these 
samples which allegedly was part of the discharge from the 
National Standards Co. All of these samples have been 
properly labeled and forwarded to the Water Improvement 
Commission for further analysis. Mr, Fish was extremely 
helpful and cooperative. He did not attempt to cover up 
any part of his operation and said that he would welcome a 
visit from the Water Improvement Commission so that his 
company could get the necessary technical advice to 
adequately treat their effluent. He also stated that, if 
necessary, instead of discharging their effluent where it 
would run into Waxahatchee Creek, they would recirculate 


the discharged water. It appeared that a pH sensor installed 
in his discharge pipe with an upper limit of nine and a lower 
limit of 6.5 would solve the problem. Mr. Fish explained 
that the sensors were very expensive and that he could 
probably manage better by recirculating. 

“We next visited the National Standards Co., textil® 
division, and were introduced to Mr. Harry Beach, general 
manager of the.plant. Mr. Beach also was very cooperative 
and introduced his plant foreman, Mr. Neal Harkins and his 
laboratory technician, Mr. Verne Gernal, to conduct us 
through the plant and to explain their methods of treating 
their industrial waste. The National Standards plant has a 
5.0 acre holding lagoon and an automatic liming machine to 
neutralize the acid waste from the plant. The pH in the 
National Standards lagoon at the exit point was 9.0. 
However, no discharge was being made at the time. Mr. 
Harkins explained that they had been discharging on

Sunday and Monday during the high rains according to the 
instructions given his company by the Water Improvement 
Commission. Mr. Harkins said that they held their waste in 
the lagoon during dry weather periods and during wet 
weather periods they opened discharge valves from the 
holding lagoons. The company has two concrete holding 
vats in which the waste is collected directly from the plant 
before it goes through the automatic liming machine, 
thence, to the holding lagoon. The pH of the water in these 
holding vats was less than four, After mixing with the 
liming operation and at the point where it is discharged into 
the lagoon, the pH was well above 10. The field kit being 
used for these checks has an upper limit of 10 and a lower 
limit for measuring the pH of four. 

Mr. Verne Gernal, the laboratory technician, 
explained that the lab makes daily checks on the water of 
the lagoon and on water being discharged to insure the pH 
of that water is not above nine or lower than 6.5. At the 
time we checked the National Standards Co, the pH was 
within safety limits. But it should be noted that Mr, 
Harkins inquired as to what the company should do in case 
they did have an industrial accident. | advised Mr. Harkins 
to notify the Water Improvement Commission and the 
Conservation Department immediately so that we would be 
prepared for the numerous reports that we would receive in 
the case of a fish kill. Water samples were taken from inside 
the plant from their lagoon and from the ditch they used to 
discharge their effluent into. These samples were also 
forwarded to the Water Improvement Commission for 
analysis. 

“We next visited the A Model Threaded Rod 
Company. This company produces threaded rods for 
mounting electrical conduits and lighting systems and in the 
process they use a zine plating technique. Mr. Henry 
Wheaton, general manager, conducted us through the plant 
and explained their operation and the method for treating 
their discharged waste, He said to his knowledge they were 
operating according to the instructions provided them by 
the Water Improvement Commission and that his company 
had been advised to hold their waste during dry periods and 
to discharge it during a wet weather period. He stated that 
they had opened their discharge pipe on Sunday and 
Monday during the heavy rains according to the 
instructions he had received from the Water Improvement 
Commission. The lagoon was relatively low at the time 
because they had discharged the two previous days; 
however, the pH in the lagoon was 7.2 Mr. Wheaton 
explained that they had been instructed to construct a 
larger lagoon and to add some control valves to their 
present system which they were in the process of doing 
now. 

“Again, Mr. Wheaton was extremely cooperative. He 
welcomed any suggestions we could give to him and said his 
company would readily correct any defects in treating their 
discharge effluent if any such defects were noted. 


Summary and Recommendations 
“Apparently, all three companies have been advised 
by the Water Improvement Commission to discharge from 
their holding lagoon during wet weather periods. It is 
obvious that if each one did this at the same time, the creek 
may be overloaded. Also, there is a possibility that the

National Standards Co, had an industrial accident which 
was not reported. The discharged effluent from the 
Hackney Corp. did have a pH above 10 and the plant 
manager explained that they were still in the process of 
adjusting the new pH sensors and their was a possibility 
that they were not adjusted properly yet. Again, the 
possibility exists that since all three companies are releasing 
their holding lagoons during wet weather periods that a 
combination of the material from each may have caused the 
fish kill, It is, therefore, recommended that the Water 
Improvement Commission thoroughly investigate the 
procedure of each company and that some better system be 
devised for releasing the discharges from their holding 
lagoons. One recommended method would be for the 
companies to cooperate with each other so that they would 
not all release their lagoons at the same time, There is no 
question but that one or all of the companies cited are 
responsible for this fish kill and that further fish kills can be 
expected in Waxahatchee Creek unless changes are made in

the treatment of their waste material and in the method for 
discharging from their lagoons. 

It is further recommended that if one of the above 
cited companies can be found responsible for the fish kill 
that they be required to reimburse the state for the damage 
to public property.

companies be held responsible and each required to 
reimburse the state in equal amounts,”

Senator Sparkman 
answers letters 


By Senator John Sparkman 

QUESTION: After a very 
difficult time in getting an 
adequate number of housing 
units built each year, is it now 
time to be optimistic about 
housing? 

SPARKMAN: I think we 
should be optimistic. There is 
certainly adequate financing 
available now. Savings and loan 
associations have money that 
they are eager to put into 
home mortgages. Banks have 
more money. Home financing 
is in very good shape. Interest 
rates have come down 
considerably. 1 thing they will 
continue to go down some. 

QUESTION: What is the 
outlook for: preserving as a 
wilderness the Bee Branch- 
Sipsey Wilderness area? 

SPARKMAN: I have 
introduced a bill to place about 
12,000 acres in the area of the 
headwaters of the Sipsey River 


in the National Wilderness 
Preservation System -- a 
system set up by the 


Wilderness Act of 1964. The 
acreage is located in the 
Bankhead National Forest in 
Lawrence and Winston 
Counties in northwest 
Alabama. The area is a

veritable botanists’ paradise. A 
total of 25 to 53 species and 
subspecies of southeastern 
mammals have been recorded 
in the proposed wilderness 
tract. 

QUESTION: What is the 
local industrial development 
loan program of the Small 
Business Administration? 

SPARKMAN: I guided this 
program through the Senate in 
1958. It permits state and local 
development authorities to 
borrow funds from SBA to pay 
as much as 80% of the cost of 
building plants for lease or 
lease- purchase by small 
businesses, Since enactment in 
1958 the program has created 
over 3400 jobs in Alabama and 
has helped maintain nearly 
1200 existing jobs. A total of 
72 state and local industrial 
development loans have been 
awarded, with SBA lending 
$10.3 million and local 
companies supplementing this 
amount with an additional 
$6.7 million. 

This relatively smal] amount 
of seed capital, all repayable to 
SBA and local financing 
groups, has had a substantial 
impact on the economies of 
small towns throughout 
Alabama.

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Bus drivers 
want pay raise 


By Marcia M. Sears 

School bus drivers in Shelby 
County would like to have a 
raise, 

They receive $152 per 
month when the month has 20 
school days in it. This past 
school year, there were only 
three months that brought the 
drivers their full check. 

Other months had holidays 
that cut the paychecks down 
below $152. 

It is not just the new drivers 
who would like to be paid 
more for their services. Some 
of the drivers with more than 
10 years of service to the 
county are coming forth to ask 
for a better pay break. 

The school bus driver’s day 

"starts early. Many of them 
leave home by 6:30 a.m, to 
travel their routes and deposit 
the children at their schools by 
8 a.m. 

Then it is back to school at 
2:45 (earlier at some schools) 
to return the children to their 
homes. Many drivers are not 
finished until 4:30. 

To make ends meet, many 
drivers hold down a part time 
job in the between- hours. 
Other drivers are students who 
attend classes during the day, 

The drivers who work 
outside, note that they have to 
give up four days a year to 
attend the driver training 
school required under the new 
state law governing school bus 
drivers. They are not 
reimbursed for the time spent 
at the school. 

One of the drivers said, “We 


love our jobs and we love our 
students, but we don’t like our 
working conditions, They dock 
us for all the days we’re off,” 

She continued, “I think if 
the people knew what we had 
to go through, they would help 
us get a steady income.” 

They would like to be 
guaranteed $152 per month for 
the nine months, so the 
amount of their checks would 
be the same each month. 

One driver said, “We feel if 
they would pay enough salary 
to get all adult drivers, they’d 
save enough on repairs and 
wear and tear on the buses to 
make up the pay difference.” 

Among the responsibilities 
listed are road conditions, 
especially on unpaved roads. 
“One day last year I waded 
water over my knees to make 
sure the road and bridge were 
still there, before I let my 
children out.” 

Another responsibility the 
drivers say is becoming heavier, 
is discipline among the children 
on the buses. “Nine to ten 
years ago we didn’t have half 
the problems we have now, We 
don’t get any help with 
discipline problems and if one 
of the children throws out any 
paper, we have a state trooper 
on our necks by the next 
stop.” 

Another factor the veteran 
drivers would like to see 
considered is extra pay for a 
safe driving record.’ 

Indications are that no pay 
increase is planned for the 
coming school year for the bus 
drivers.

Merijuana found 
in Montevallo field 


An anonymous telephone 
call regarding the whereabouts 
of a stolen camper body from a 
pickup truck, led police in the 
Montevallo area on Sunday, 
not only to the missing camper 
body, but to a field of 
transplanted marijuana plants. 

J, O. Page, Chief of Police in 
Wilton, received the call 
Sunday, while he was filling in 
for an absentee on the 
Montevallo police department. 

Page followed up on the tip, 
and accompanied by Shelby 
County Deputy Sheriff James 
Edwards discovered the stolen 
camper in a field on Holloway 
Hill just off Highway 25 within 
the Montevallo police 
jurisdiction, 

While searching the field for 
the camper, Page and Edwards 
discovered 45 to 50 cultivated 
Marijuana plants and two 
so-called “hot beds” used for 
Starting young plants. The 
Starting beds contained young 
marijuana and each bed 
measured approximately five 
feet by six feet. 

Authorities speculated that 
the young plants were 
probably worth $700 to $1,000 
at their present stage of 
development, but when mature 
would be worth many times 
this amount, 

It is now believed that this 


is one of several sites for 
growing marijuana and that 
others exist in general

The Road and Bridge Fund 
is anticipated to be $178,500 
in the 1970-71. $175,000 is 
provided by a 2% mill ad 
valorem tax and = interest 
income on government bonds 
will account for $3500. As is 
the case of the General Fund, 
receipts to this fund is 95% 
completed by early January. 
The Commission invests 
surplus funds in both the Road 
and Bridge fund and the 
General Fund in short term 
government bonds.

Beaunit Fibers 
to close plant 


Beaunit Fibers in 
Childersburg is closing. 
Company officials announced 
the closing on Tuesday 
afternoon, They are hoping 
that someone will come forth 
to buy the giant Childersburg 
rayon producing plant and 
continue operating it. 

Many residents of eastern 
Shelby County have earned 
their living at Beaunit for the 
past several years. The closing 
is expected to have a serious 
economic effect in Shelby 
County as well as in 
Childersburg and Talladega 
County. The plant was 
employing about 1,000 persons 
when the announcement came. 
About 300 of these live in this 
county. 


Charles O’Bryant, Director 
of Manufacturing at Beaunit 
read the company’s official 
Statement at the Childersburg 
Town Hall stating that the 
plant would terminate its work 
in 90 days or by August 30. 

Childersburg City Clerk 
Ward Rognelson told the 
Reporter that a committee 
composed of local leaders went 
to work immediately to try to 
up with a plan for 
continuing the plant operation. 

The company 
announcement said that the 
decision to close was dictated 
by the drastic lowering of 
demand for rayon and the 
competition of foreign 
imports. The company said it

) Of all the services provided by the Shelby County 
*Commission perhaps the County Highway Department 
| stands largest in the mind of the public. The construction 
}of County paved roads since 1947, some 530 miles, has 
been a remarkable achievement. Members of the 
; Commission and former members of this governing body 
may take pride in that which has been accomplished. 
; Elected commission members give credit to the 
) Highway Department and to those who have served as 
County Engineer and as employees in years gone by. Credit 
is also due Frank Head who, as Shelby County 
Representative in the State Legislature in 1949, obtained 
passage of a law changing the form of county government 
to the “Unit System”, an act that went against the grain of 
, the times and required considerable political courage. The 
Unit System has been proven superior here in Shelby 


} County. 
§ A number of delegations from other counties have 


‘visited us over the years to observe the organization of our 

‘Highway Department. The Commissioners from Tallapoosa 

¢ County were our most recent visitors, They spent a day 
with us last week. 

‘ Unusual financial problems have arisen, To help 
others understand these problems, it is necessary to give 
information about the Gasoline Fund. 

The Board estimated receipts to the Gasoline Fund in 
the current year will amount to $773,171. The principal 
amount, $655,000, and comes from the state gasoline tax, 
Mr. Stubbs estimates that we will receive an additional 
$50,000 in 1971-72 as a result of the 6,000 population 
increase reflected in the 1970 census. However, inflation 
has added a considerable burden upon this fund. 

Other items of current receipts to the Gasoline Fund 
nclude a $54,336 balance carried forward from the sale of 
gasoline warrants in 1970; refund from the State of 
Alabama on participating road projects, $31,200; and a 
transfer from the Road and Bridge Fund in the amount of 
$32,635.

You will note that the receipts are approximately 
$88,000 below the budgeted expenditures. The Gasoline 
Fund no longer supports the monthly charges of the 
Highway Department. Monthly charges are in the Vicinity 
of $72,000 and the gasoline check averages out at about 
$54,000 per month. Around $200,000 per year is required 
to fill the financial gap. It should be noted that much of the 
paving contracts, estimated to be $200,000 for the current 
year, is in addition to this shortage. 

During the current year $87,000 in the Public 
Highway and Traffic Fund will also be spent in the 
Highway Department's program. 

The financial picture before the Shelby County 
Commission reflects a need for additional revenue sources 
to keep current programs going at existing levels. If 
additional funds are not provided, the Commission has no 
choice except to curtail services or continue deficit 
financing. 

Our Highway program has been reduced considerably 
from the high level of performance maintained during the 
mid-sixties. We still have many miles of roads to be 
constructed; roads that have been promised by County 
Commissioners. Our maintenance burdens will grow rapidly 
in the years ahead, A paved road must be properly 
maintained, otherwise it becomes an unsatisfactory way for 
all who travel it. 


Top news this week in 
Shelby County involves various 
changes in the law that will be 
put before the legislature this 
summer. 

A bill proposing to do away 
with the Shelby County Law 
and Equity Court and 
substitute an Inferior Court is 
probably of greatest 
significance. 

Other bills will seek to 
extend the town limits of 
Alabaster to include an area 
west of town in the Navajo 
Hills section and to include the 
area on both sides of the 
Simmsville Road up to and 
including Deer Springs Estates. 

Yet another bill will provide 


that vehicles, guns, rifles, 
ammunition and hunting 
equipment may be condemned 
and sold if they are used in 
illegal night time deer hunting 
in the county. 

Representative Tom Stubbs 
will introduce these bills during 
the regular session. The 
proposed bills appear with 
other legal notices in this issue 
of the Reporter, 

Stubbs explained that the 
bill to change the courts is 
prompted largely because of 
the addition of a second 
Circuit Judge of the 18th 
Judicial District. Under the 
proposed legislation, the 
Circuit Judge will handle all 


Providing leadership- 


Alabama hospitals hold down costs 


Hospitals in Alabama 
continue to hold down cost 
increases according to Willis S. 
Thrash, president of the 
Alabama Hospital Association, 
as he released the latest state 
and national figures on health 
care. 

According to advance 
Statistics compiled by the 
American Hospital Association, 
the average cost per patient 
day in Alabama hospitals last 
year was $60.64, as compared 
to the national average cost of 
$81.01. 

Thrash, administrator of 
Birmingham’s South Highlands 
Infirmary, said the AHA 
figures were 1970's totals for 
general hospitals, showing that 
Alabamians paid an average of 
$20.37 less than the national 
average. 

He said costs in Alabama 
rose from $55.18 in 1969 to 
$60.64 in 1970, an increase of 
only 9.8 percent. The national 
average increased 15.7 percent, 
and the increase for the 
Southeast was 12.1 percent. 

Thrash said Alabama's 
favorable cost statistics are 
greatly due to the efforts of 
hospital administrators to 
initiate cost containment 
practices. 

“One of the most difficult 
problems a hospital 
administrator faces is trying to 
keep patient costs down, when 
wages, equipment and supplies 
are skyrocketing,” he said. 
*‘Alabama’s hospitals have 
shown great leadership in 
coming up with means of 
controlling costs and sharing 
these procedures with one 
another.” 

Thrash said a hospital's 
payroll is its greatest expense. 


In 1970, Alabama hospitals 
reported that an average of 
54.4 percent of total operating 
costs went for salaries. In 
general, it takes three hospital 
employees for each patient, 
Thrash said. 

In round figures, it cost 
$258,818,000 to operate the 
121 hospitals reported in the 


Chester Black, 
Administrator of Shelby 
Memorial Hospital, told 

| the Reporter Tuesday that | 
costs at Shelby Memorial | 
have been reduced again 
this year by 76 cents. Cost | 
per patient day at Shelby | 
Memorial is now $53.24, 
down from last year’s | 
figure of $$4.10, which 
was down $1.17 from the 
previous year. 

Black does not expect 
the downward trend can 
continue much longer 
however. He states that 
payroll represents 60 
percent of costs at the 
hospital. Taxes on utilities 
have increased costs at 
Shelby Memorial and costs 
of the equipment the 
hospital must buy have 


also risen, 


Alabama statistics. Of this, 
$140,877,000 went for 
payrolls, 

The number of full-time 
personnel employed by the 
reporting Alabama hospitals 
increased from 29,632 in 1969 
to 30,169 in 1970. 

Thrash said thes figures do 
not include employees at 
specialized hospitals such as 
tuberculosis, veterans’, military 
and mental hospitals, which 


equity cases that previously

If passed, and local bills are 
usually passed without 
question, the new court will go 
into effect September 1, 1971. 


The Inferior Court Judge 
will not be required to be an 
attorney, but is to be “learned 
in the law” or to have served 
four years as a judge of a 
municipal recorders or mayor’s 
court. He or she must be a 
resident of Shelby County. 


Stubbs told the Reporter 
that the Legislative Reference 
Service drew up the bill in line 
with current practices and will 
use the wording in the Shelby 
County bill as a basis for bills 
in other counties.

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Bill taxing advertising 
draws strong opposition 


Opposition to a proposal to 
tax advertising in Alabama 
mounted this weekend, 

Thus far, three state-wide 
Organizations have issued 
statements strongly attacking 
the measure introduced last 
Thursday into the House of 
Representatives by Mrs, Retha 
Deal Wynot of Etowah 
County, 


The Presidents of the 
Alabama Council of Retail 
Merchants of Montgomery and 
the Outdoor Advertising 
Association of Birmingham 
today came out against the 


legislation. 
The President of the 
Alabama Press Association 


Saturday labeled the measure 
“discriminatory.” 


Earl Nix, head of the 
merchants group said that the 
advertising tax, if passed, 
would “seriously injure the 
retail industry of the state,” 

“The retailer would have 
two choices,” he said. “He 
could either reduce the amount 
of advertising done or he could 
increase prices,” 

Nix said there is no way the 
tax can be absorbed by the 
merchant since “business costs 
are so high and profits so low,” 

Jack Hail, President of the 
Outdoor Advertising 
Association, said the 
“discouraging advertising by 
taxing it and raising its cost is a 
shortsighted way to seck tax 
revenue,” 

The reason, he said, is that 
“the more that advertising is 
used, the more are sales likely 
to be increased and the more 
sales tax dollard are likely to 
be received by the state.” 

Bob Bryan, President of the 
Alabama 
said earlier that his group was 
keenly and 
deeply concerned the 
tax measure 

Bryan also said that APA 
would have hoped that “our

New directories for that 
little “One Moment Please” 
telephonic device sre now 
available to subscribers. Before 
we kick to much about 
telephones that don’t do what 
they should and the high cost 
of maintaining one of these 
little mikes around our homes 
and offices -- let’s take a look 
into other countries on this 
subject. 

First, let me say, the writer 
has done her share of voicing 
her outright rebellion regarding 
the voluminous edition of the 
last directory editions, Fact is 

this verbal objection was 
carried directly to our good 
friend -- the genial manager, 
John Godwin -- to such an 
extent and in such an emphatic 
manner that when he last came 
to visit us in our office, he 
sailed his hat in first to find 
out if it were safe to follow. 

Naturally, this personal 
objection of ours had no effect 
on the project, so, in an 
endeavor to be absolutely fair 
about the whole thing we 
recently read of a study 
conducted in Moscow, by a 
Soviet newspaper to find out if 
the city’s telephone service was 
really as bad as the Muscovites 
said it was. To an American, 
the findings were almost 
unbelievable.

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Youths need work permits 


The hope of a Summer job 
ranks high among the various 
desires of Alabama’s 
youngsters. The staff of the 
Alabama Child Labor Agency 
shares in this enthusiasm for 
Summer work for Alabama’s 
young people. But, Agency 
Chief, James B. Cogdell, adds, 
“Our concern is that the work 
they do is safe and not 
detrimental to their health, 
educational or moral growth”, 

To help insure that these 
goals are achieved, the 
Alabama Child Labor Law 
requires that all children and 
youth under age 17 must have 
a work permit before they go 
to work, Since the work permit 
describes the duties which the 
youth will be performing, both 
the issuing officer of the 
permit and the Child Labor 
staff members have the 
opportunity to audit and 
prevent illegal work. 

Work permits are issued at 
City and County Boards of 
Education and most High 
Schools. Unfortunately, 
thousands of youngsters are 
employed and do not secure a 
work permit before they go to 
work. Their working illegally 
may go completely unnoticed, 
and sometimes is found too 
late -- an injury or death 
occurs, 

With an extremely limited 
staff, one of the main hopes 
the Child Labor Agency has of 
achieving compliance with the 
Law is through publicity; for 
to routinely inspect Alabama’s 
estimated 58,000 employing 
establishments is not possible. 
Spot visits are made and some 
violations are found in that 
manner. Many violations of the 
Alabama Child Labor Law are 
unintentional. 

Some employers, parents 
and youth remain ignorant of 
the Law, and in most cases 
readily comply when 
infractions are brought to their 
attention. Actually, some of 
the worst offenders are parents 
in that they “don’t care - it is 
more important for the 
children to earn the money” 
and “nobody can tell me what 
my child can do” and “my 
child is different - he is

safely”’. 


The Alabama Child Labor 
Law particularly applies to 
boys and girls under the age of 
16, During Summer vacation 
they may work up to 40 hours 
in a week but not over eight 
hours per day and not over six 
days in any week. They cannot 
work before seven in the 
morning and not after eight 
o’clock at night. The list of 
jobs suitable and legal for boys 
and girls 14 and 15 years of age 
is endless, A few examples that 
they may work at are sales 
jobs, office work and in certain 
capacities in service stations, as 
waitresses inside cafes and 
cafeterias. But, they must be at 
least 16 years old to work in 
mills, factories, canneries, 
laundries and mechanical 
establishements.

The safety of children under 
the age of 16 is assured as 
various occupations are 
prohibited by the law such as 
operating or assisting in 
Operating circular or band 
saws, job or cylinder printing 
presses, power punches or 
shears or working upon 
railroads, boats or in proximity 
to hazardous gearing. 


Various other things that 
are known to be potentially 
hazardous such as welding, 
working on scaffolding, 
working in tunnels or as 
firefighters are prohibited, 
These restrictions according to 
the Alabama Child Labor staff 
members are not only good 
restrictions but it is a must that 
they be enforced. However, 
even very young boys 12 and 
13 years of age are allowed to 
do summer work in Alabama

so long as they limit their work 
to offices, mercantile 
establishements (that is, places 
where things are bought and 
sold), These two categories give 
a wide range of places to work. 
Of course, young boys are also 
allowed to be newspaper 
carriers and sellers but those 
who do this carrying and 
selling may not work before 
five in the morning or after 8 
at night. 


Other sections of the Law 
regulate a variety of 
occupations or places of work 
ranging from restrictions on 
serving alcoholic beverages, to 
messenger service and work in 
quarries and mines. 

Mr. Cogdell urged that 
“youth under 17 get a work 
permit; and employers have 
permits on file for youth under 
17 who work for them”.

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Whistling thru... 


The Heart 
Of Dixie 


BY ED BLAKE 

The bass are lean and mean now on Lay Lake, Just 
like you like ‘em, 

Waymon Bowden of Wilton strolled into the office 
Monday. Just visiting, he said. However, when an excellent 
plastic worm fisheman comes by just for a visit, it means 
fish talk. 

Bowden said he has been catching a lot of bass in the 
shallow waters in the Wilsonville area of Lay Lake. He 
fishes the shallows this time of the year. Bowden likes the 
green worm best now, 

You can’t move the worm too slowly in the shallows, 
Bowden said, Work it slow but keep it moving. He uses a 
jiggling technique that pays off. Make the plastic worm do 
its thing slowly and WHAMO you'll lock horns with the big 
uns, 


Bowden said he always tries the shallow water - - knee 
deep to a bull frog - - and if he doesn’t get action within the 
first hour in the shallows, he moves out to little deeper 
water, 

What makes the worm pay off more for some 
fishermen than others? Bowden said it’s all in the manner 
of presentation to the fish. True with any lure. You've got 
to have confidence in the lure, Bowden said, then really 
learn how to work it. While fishing the shallows, Bowden 
uses little if any weight with the worm. He tries to get into 
the water with very little commotion. Throw it on a log or 
stump and just ease it into the water, Bowden said, 

This very slow approach pays off for Bowden. Give it 
a try and see if you can coax ol’ big boy onto the barb.

Of all the influences which 
determine curriculum content, 
probably none is stronger than 
the textbook. Textbook 
selection in Alabma is another 
responsibility outlined in the 
Code of Alabama and 
delegated to a sixteen- member 
textbook committee at the 
state level. Fourteen of the 
members are educators and 
two are lay appointees of the 
Governor. All serve for one 
year only, and since only one 
major subject area comes up 
for adoption each year, the 
arrangement can be a 
meaningful one. 

Textbooks selected by the 
committee are to be used fora 
six-year period, with the 
committee selecting at least six 
appropriate texts from which 
the State Board of Education 
chooses at least four (unless 
fewer are available). The local 
textbook committee then 
chooses for its district or 
system the text among the four 
which best serves its needs and 
purposes. Specific restrictions 
are placed

textbook committees. 

Prior to 1965, Alabama 
school children above the first 
three grades were required to 
purchase or otherwise provide 
their own textbooks.

The man accused of firing a 
shot at Dr, Perey Nolen with 


intent to murder him was 
found guilty by a Shelby 
County jury late Tuesday in 


Circuit Court, 

Lauvonne Hodges of 
Headland, 25, who had a 
prison record and was an 
escapee from Atmore Prison at 
the time of the alleged 
shooting, on Oct, 25, 1969, 
was on trial for over a day and 
a half, 


Witnesses testified that 
when Dr. Nolen, whose home 
is across the street from the 
Helena Drug, ran out in the 
Street to foil an attempted 
burglary of the store, a shot 
was fired that struck Dr. Nolen 


in the face. 
The attempted — burglary 
took place at about 3:15 a.m 


on a Sunday morning. Dr. 
Nolen was awakened by the 
noise made by two or three 


men as they tried to load a safe 
from the drugstore into their 
automobile parked in front of

Oath of office, A judge of said 
Court shall be elected by the 
qualified electors of Shelby 
County, at the general election to 
be held in 1972, and each six years 
thereafter, and the term of the 
Judge of said Court shall commence 
on the second Tuesday after the 
first Monday in January following 
his election, and shall continue for 
@ period of six years and until his 
successor shall be elected and 
Qualified, The Judge of said Court, 
before entering upon the duties of 
said office, shali take the oath 
required by law to be taken by 
Judges of the Circuit Courts of 
Alabama.

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Circuit Judge James H. 
Sharbutt presided over his 
first case in Shelby County 
Circuit Court this week. 

He issued ‘jury badges” to 
members of‘the jury, a new 
practice in the Shelby County 
courtroom, The purpose of 
the badges is to let the public 
and third parties be aware of 
the juror’s status, saving jury 
members from questions, and 
discussion during court 
recesses. 

The air conditioning system 
in the courthouse failed, and 
the first trial was conducted 
in stuffy heat. 

Fans were brought in to 
help keep the jurors cool and 
spectators strained to hear 
testimony over the noise of 
the fans. 

But the trial was completed 
in very orderly fashion with 
Strict attention to detail. 

Charles Eugene Creel of Rt. 
1, Maylene was on trial for 
second degree murder in the 
death of his wife, Doris 
Franklin Creel. 

Mrs. Creel died 
September 12. State 
toxicologist Robert Johnson 
testified that she had from 50 
to 80 pieces of buckshop in 


last 


her body. She had apparently 
been shot through a door of 
the mobile home in which she 
and her husband lived with 
their five year old daughter. 
The mobile home was parked 
near her parents’ home west 
of Helena.

Witnesses state 
included Mrs. Lorraine 
Franklin, mother of Mrs. 


Creel, Clarence Franklin, an 
uncle of the victim, Sheriff 
C.P. Walker, Coroner Billy 
Thompson, Circuit Clerk Kyle 
Lansford, who was lieutenant 
with the sheriff's department 
at the time of the death, and 
the state toxicologist. 

Clarence Franklin testified 
that he had heard a great deal 
of noise coming from the 
mobile home before he heard 
three gunshots. He then saw 
Mrs. Creel running toward her 
parents’ home bleeding 
profusely and saying, ‘Charles 
shot me.” The family called 
an ambulance and the Helena 
police. Mrs. Creel died shortly 
thereafter. 

The elder Creel testified 
that his son, daughter-in- law 
and their child had been at his 
Bessemer home about 5:30.

Bills under consideration 
by the Commission include 
the following: 

A bill to permit destruction 
of court files of misdemeanor 
cases in the Law and Equity 
Court five years after final 
disposition of the cases and 
after the material contained in 
the file has been recorded in 
the other court records. The 
Clerk of the court would also 


be relieved of the 
responsibility of making a 
final record in criminal and 


civil cases. This bill would cut 
down on the storage capacity 
required to contain the files 
and would reduce the work 
load in the office of the Clerk 
of the Law and Equity Court. 

A bill to give authority to 
the County Commission to fix 
the salary of the employees in

A bill to transfer all 
proceedings relating to tax 
sales presently maintained in 
the Probate Office to the Tax 


automatically reinflates the tire so that repetitive blowouts can be given on the same 


Collector. This relates 
primarily to redemption of 
land from tax sales and effects 
a recognition that payment 
for redemption of lands is in 
fact a delayed payment of 
taxes and thus properly 
should be administered in the 
office of the Tax Collector. 

A bill to give the Shelby 
County Commission the same 
authority to levy consumer 
taxes that is presently vested 
in the municipalities, with the 
provision for an election 
before any such tax is levied. 
This reflects at interest by the 
Commission in being better 
able to finance county services 
and an anticipation of an 
increase in demands for 
services such as garbage 
collection and disposal. 

An amendment to the 
present local law that would 
place all employees paid by 
the County Commission under 
the jurisdiction of the County 
Personnel Appeals Board. 
Under this law employees are

For boaters- 


Coast Guard offers tips 


Dozens of questions have 
been asked of Coast Guard 
Boating Safety Officers. They 
reflect not only a lack of 
boating safety education, but 
also a mass eagerness to learn. 

Here are representative 
questions and brief answers. 
Many will appear in greater 
detail in coming columns and 
most are answered in the series 
of free Coast Guard pamphlets. 

Q-What are the cuases of 
boat fires and how can | 
fireproof my boat? 

A-Adequate ventilation is 
the key to thwarting virtually 
all boat fires. Federal 
regulations and common sense 
should be your guides. 

Gasoline vapors settle in low 
areas of the boat. Adequate 
ventilation cowls and ducts 
should provide circulation of 
fresh air to the lowest points in 
the bilges that may collect 
fumes. Frequently check gas 
lines, fittings and pumps for 
leaks. Use the nose test for 
Vapors in the bilges.. 

Two tips to remember when 
fueling: ground the nozzel to 
the boat to prevent sparks 
when fuel is being passed, and 
do not overfill tanks. 

Gas expands when 
transferred from cool 
underground tanks to warm 
boat tanks, spilling over, Wait 
at least five minutes before 
cranking the engine over. 
Better yet, fill trailered boats 
before you launch to allow 
vapors to disperse. Open the 
engine and fuel compartment 


enclosures for faster 
ventilation, 

Q-Do horns or whistles need 
Coast Guard approval? What 
boats need them? 

A-Only lifesaving devices, 
fire extinguishers and backfire 
flame arrestors now need Coast 
Guard approval. 

Boats 16 feet to less than 26 
feet must carry a whistle or 
horn audible for one half mile. 
Boats 26 feet or over must 
carry a whistle or horn audible 
for one mile. Boats 40 feet or 
over must have a power- 
operated horn or whistle, 

All boats, regardless of size, 
are required to sound a whistle 
or horn in such situations as 
passing or in low visibility, 
even if not required by law to 
carry one at all times. 

Q-How much can my boat 
safely hold? 

A-Many manufacturers 
attach capacity plates to their 
boats, intended as 
recommended capacities plates 
to their boats, intended as 
recommended capacities for 
fair weather. 

In the absense of a plate, 
use this formula: multiply 7.5 
times the hull length, times 
depth, times beam. Using feet 
and tenths of feet, your answer 
is the maximum weight in 
pounds for fair weather, The 
weight includes all cargo, fuel, 
engine, passengers, etc. 
Measure the depth of the boat 
at the lowest point water can 
enter - transom or engine well 
for example.

to repeal conflicting laws. 

BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALABAMA: 

Section 1. There is hereby 
established in and for Shetby 
County, Alabama, an inferior Court 
of Law, both civil and criminal, 
which shall be called the Sheiby 
County Inferior Court, It shall have 
Preliminary jurisdiction only of all 
felonies, and its civil jurisdiction 
shall not exceed the sum of 
$1,500.00, exciusive of the interest 
and cost, except, that in any civil 


action filed where a cross- action 
counter-ctaim, set-off or plea 
in recoupment is filed claiming in 


excess of $1,500.00, the Court shal! 
have jurisdiction of said action 
and shall proceed with it to a 
conclusion;and said Court shall have 
concurrent jurisdiction with justices 
of the Peace of Shelby County in 
all civil matters; and shall have 
exclusive original jurisdiction in all 
misdemeanors committed in Shelby 
County, except misdemeanors 
returned by the Grand Jury to the 
Circuit Court; and shall have 
exclusive original jurisdiction of 
paternity proceedings and of 
unlawful detainer, and other 
criminal or quasi- criminal 
Proceedings cognizable before 
Justices of Peace Courts, The 
Shelby County Inferior Court shall 
have exciusive jurisdiction over 
children and the Judge of said court 
shall be Judge of the Juvenile 
Court; it being the intention to
